The  ceremonies  attending  the  inauguration  of 
Mayor-elect  John  B.  Hynes,  the  City  Councilors- 
elect  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  the  School  Com- 
initteemen-elect  of  the  School  Committee  were 
held  in  Symphony  Hall  at  ten  o'clock  a.m.,  the 
Mayor-elect,  the  members-elect  of  the  Council, 
and  the  members-elect  of  the  School  Committee 
being  present. 

The  proceedings  were  interspersed  with  musical 
numbers  by  Bob  Hardy's  Orchestra  and  the 
Kobzars  Ukrainian  Male  Chorus. 

Assistant  City  Clerk  WALTER  J.  MALLOY— 
Ladies  and  gentlemen,  as  Assistant  City  Clerk  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  I  now  officially  open  these 
inaugural  ceremonies.  The  principal  purpose 
of  these  exercises  is  the  taking  of  the  oath  of  office 
by  the  Mayor-elect,  the  members-elect  of  the 
City  Council,  and  the  members-elect  of  the  School 
Committee. 

Incidentally,  may  I  state  that  this  occasion 
gives  me  distinct  personal  pleasure,  as  Mayor- 
elect  Hynes  has  been  my  immediate  superior  for 
many  years,  and  were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  he 
has  been  elected  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
he  would  be  performing  today  the  duties  at  this 
ceremony  to  which  I  have  been  assigned.

Archbishop  RICHARD  J.  CUSHING—

Rabbi  KAZIS  —  Heavenly  Father,  bestow  Thy 
blessings,  we  pray,  upon  the  man  whose  fellow 
citizens  have  honored  him  by  electing  him  to  the 
highest  office  in  our  city.  Sustain  him  with  strength 
to  fulfill  the  arduous  tasks  and  to  meet  the  rigorous 
demands  which  his  duties  will  require  of  him. 
Inspire  him  with  vision  and  understanding  in  the 
conduct  of  the  affairs  of  state  so  that  his  delibera- 
tions may  be  carried  on  with  wisdom  and  his 
decisions  made  with  good  judgment. 

Strengthen  within  his  soul  the  zeal  and  the. 
determination  to  pursue  justice  and  righteousness 
with  high  courage  and  unfailing  vigor.  Bless  him 
as  Thou  did  Solomon  of  old  with  a  wise  and  under- 
standing heart  which  shall  ever  be  sensitive  to  the 
needs  and  the  well-being  of  his  fellow  men.  Keep 
strengthening  his  faith  in  Thee,  and  illumine  his 
mind  to  observe  clearly  Thy  eternal  truths  by 
whose  light  he  may  walk  humbly  and  with  com- 
fort in  the  years  that  lie  ahead. 

Grant  that  blessing,  O  Lord,  to  all  those  who 
assume  the  responsibilities  of  office  in  this  admin- 
istration. Strengthen  them  and  their  resolve  to 
uphold  the  hands  of  the  Mayor,  and  crown  with 
success  their  common  effort  to  secure  justice  and 
righteous  government.

Assistant  City  Clerk  MALLOY — The  inaugural 
address  will  now  be  delivered  by  the  Honorable 
John  B.  Hynes,  Mayor  of  Boston. 

Inaugural  Address  of  Honorable  John  B.  Hynes. 

In  assuming  my  duties  as  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  I  do  so  with  mixed  feeling  and  mingled 
emotions.  I  have  a  deep  realization  of  the  gravo 
re  ponsibilities  and  obligations  that  will  confront 
mo  in  the  two  years  immediately  ahead.  They 
would  have  a  sobering  effect  upon  any  man.  But 
T  am  also  warmed  and  heartened  by  the  knowledge 
that  great  opportunities  have  been  opened  to  mo 
by  tin.:  people  of  Boston — -opportunities  for  real 
public  service  to  our  city  and  its  citizens. 

As  I  stand  here,  on  my  inaugural  day,  the  first 
day  of  my  term  as  Mayor  of  Boston,  it  ia  with  a 
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sense  of  abiding  gratitude  to  the  thousands  of 
men  and  women  who  have  placed  their  confidence 
in  me,  and  who  ask  only  that  I  do  the  best  possible 
job  of  running  this  city.  Their  trust  I  will  try — 
with  all  my  heart — to  keep. 

As  I  begin  my  term  as  your  Mayor,  I  welcome 
— indeed,  I  seek  and  request — the  help  and  the 
cooperation  of  every  citizen  of  Boston.  This  city 
does  not  belong  to  any  one  man,  to  any  one  group, 
to  any  select  few.  It  belongs  to  all  the  people, 
and  I  intend  to  be  the  Mayor  of  all  the  people. 
(Applause.) 

I  wish  it  were  possible  to  make  a  bright  and 
glowing  forecast  of  things  to  come  in  ou  r  municipal 
government,  to  tell  you  that  you  can  look  for  a 
lower  tax  rate,  and  that  we  can  at  the  same  time 
undertake  great  public  improvements  to  make 
this  a  bigger  and  better  city. 

But,  unfortunately,  that  is  _  not  possible.  Ac- 
cordingly, it  is  not  my  intention  on  this  or  any 
other  day  to  serve  up  to  our  people  any  soothing 
syrup  or  any  sugar-coated  pills,  nor  do  I  believe 
the  people  of  Boston  want  any.  They  want  the 
truth  and  the  facts.  That  is  what  I  propose  to 
give. 

In  my  campaign  for  election  as  Mayor,  I  pledged 
myself  to  restore  the  good  name  of  this  city.  That 
pledge  I  solemnly  repeat  to  you  today.  (Applause.) 

It  will  be  my  purpose,  starting  tomorrow,  on 
the  first  business  day  of  my  administration,  to  in- 
troduce every  reasonable  and  possible  economy  in 
the  conduct  of  the  business  and  the  services  of 
this  city.  Unnecessary  expenses  must  be  elimi- 
nated, for  our  city  is,  and  for  the  past  two  years 
has  been,  living  beyond  its  means.     (Applause.) 

I  say  in  all  sincerity  and  honesty,  and  with  full 
realization  of  the  significance  of  my  statement, 
that  a  continuation  of  some  of  the  policies  and 
procedures  our  city  has  been  following  could  lead 
only  to  financial  ruin — to  a  collapse  of  our  city 
government  that  would  jeopardize  the  welfare  and 
well-being  not  only  of  the  people  of  Boston  but  of 
the  residents  in  that  entire  section  of  Massachu- 
setts and  New  England  that  looks  to  Boston  as 
its  capital  city. 

For  that  reason,  in  almost  everything  I  do  as 
Mayor,  in  virtually  every  decision  I  make,  the 
underlying  consideration  must  be  our  city's  finan- 
cial condition. 

Boston's  Financial  Condition. 

Proposals  for  improvements — and  some  must  be 
undertaken  for  public  convenience,  to  prevent  the 
loss  of  business  or  to  attract  new  business — will 
have  to  be  weighed  in  the  light  of  the  city's  ability 
to  pay. 

In  recent  years  the  cost  of  running  our  city  gov- 
ernment has  gone  steadily  upward,  and  the  tax 
rate  has  climbed  correspondingly.  That  is  under- 
standable because  just  as  it  costs  much  more  to 
run  a  home  than  it  did  five  or  ten  years  ago,  so  it 
costs  more  to  run  a  great  city. 

Even  though  we  have  been  in  a  period  of  post- 
war prosperity,  our  municipal  government  has  not 
been  on  a  pay-aS-you-go  basis.  The  extent  to 
which  it  has  plunged  into  debt  during  the  past 
two  years  has  alarmed  persons  concerned  for  the 
future  of  our  city. 

It  is  not  my  purpose  to  direct  attacks  upon  any- 
one, but  simply  to  present  the  facts  to  you.  In  the 
year  just  ended  our  city  borrowed  $27,100,000.  It 
paid  off  in  old  debts  $9,144,500.  In  1948,  it  bor- 
rowed $12,800,000  and  during  that  year  retired 
$10,177,400  in  old  debts.  That  means  that  in 
the  last  two  years  Boston's  debt  has  gone  up 
$20,578,100. 

It  hardly  need  be  stated  that  a  continuation  of 
that  trend  would  be  disastrous  and  that  it  must 
be  halted.  Any  family  head  knows  he  cannot  go 
on  indefinitely  spending  more  money  than  he 
earns,  piling  up  bills  that  grow  larger  and  larger, 
without  facing  an  ultimate  day  of  reckoning. 

Those  heavy  loans  floated  by  the  city  in  1948 
and  1949  must  be  paid  off  by  the  people  of  Boston, 
and  part  of  them  must  be  paid  this  year.  Not 
only  must  we  pay  back  the  original  amounts  bor- 
rowed, but  the  interest  on  them  will  reach  a  very 
substantial  figure. 

Now  let  me  explain  why  our  city  is  threatened 
with  a  staggering  increase  in  its  tax  rate. 

Salary  raises  were  granted  last  July  to  city, 
county,  and  school  employees.  They  were  in  effect 
for  only  six  months  during  1949,  but  they  must  be 
figured  on  a  12-month  basis  for  1950.  That  will 
involve  an  additional  expense  of  $3,228,200  this 
year. 


Boston's  tax  rate  last  year  was  $56.80.  Even 
that  was  not  a  realistic  rate.  Payments  which 
should  have  been  made  from  the  1949  tax  levy 
were  postponed  until  later  years.  Bills  were  left 
for  someone  else  to  pay. 

Our  welfare  expense  must  be  considered  as  a 
current  item.  It  may  vary  somewhat  from  year 
to  year,  depending  upon  economic  conditions,  but 
we  know  we  are  obliged  to  take  care  of  our  poor, 
our  needy,  and  our  underprivileged.  We  know, 
too,  that  welfare  relief  is  an  expense  that  must  be 
met  annually. 

Last  year,  however,  a  welfare  loan  of  $2,350,000 
was  floated  rather  than  raise  that  money  in  the  tax 
levy.  That  bill  was  left  for  future  administrations 
to  pay. 

In  addition,  I  am  informed  that  welfare  require- 
ments for  1950  will  be  about  $750,000  greater  than 
in  1949.  This  means  that  unless  the  policy  of  bor- 
rowing for  welfare  relief  is  continued,  I  must  raise 
approximately  $3,100,000  more  by  taxes  for  welfare 
purposes  than  was  raised  last  year. 

The  administration  in  authority  last  year  floated 
a  $10,150,000  loan  to  meet  the  city's  share  of  the 
MTA  deficit  for  1948  and  the  first  seven  months 
of  1949.  I  agree  that  it  was  proper  to  fund  that 
amount  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Governor  Dever  was 
doing  everything  within  his  power  to  place  the 
MTA  on  a  self-supporting  basis. 

But  the  10-year  loan  was  so  written  that  no 
portion  whatever  of  that  deficit  was  paid  last  year. 
The  first  payment  of  $1,015,000  must  be  made  this 
year.  The  reasonable  thing  to  have  done  would 
have  been  to  pay  off  a  portion  of  the  deficit  last 
year.  However,  that  would  have  meant  a  higher 
tax  rate  in  1949  so  the  first  payment  was  delayed 
until  1950. 

Boston's  share  of  the  MTA  deficit  for  the  last 
five  months  of  1949  will  be  about  $1,000,000.  Thus, 
we  are  confronted  with  the  necessity  of  paying 
$2,015,000  for  MTA  purposes  this  year.  Since 
nothing  was  paid  off  by  the  city  last  year  on  the 
MTA  deficit  under  the  policy  followed  of  not 
meeting  any  bill  that  could  be  put  off  until  some 
other  time,  that  will  be  one  of  the  factors  respon- 
sible for  a  higher  tax  rate. 

It  may  come  as  a  shock  to  you  to  learn  that  I 
must  allow  in  this  year's  city  budget  about 
$10,640,500  to  meet  payments  that  will  fall  due 
on  old  loans.  In  other  words,  $7  on  our  tax  rate 
must  go  to  pay  off  bills  for  other  years. 

This  is  approximately  $1,500,000  more  than  was 
set  aside  last  year  for  debt  requirements  and  is  a 
commitment  which  must  be  met  to  preserve  the 
credit  of  our  city. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  provide  in  our  1950  bud- 
get about  $750,000  to  cover  the  expense  for  higher 
pensions  which  were  voted  after  the  1949  budget 
was  adopted  and  after  the  tax  rate  had  been  fixed. 

I  will  be  obliged  to  allow  an  overlay  deficit  of 
more  than  $8,000,000  in  the  tax  levy  to  cover 
abatements  granted  by  the  last  administration. 
This  is  in  addition  to  the  regular  overlay  appro- 
priation made  each  year  in  anticipation  of  tax 
abatements. 

In  terms  of  our  1950  tax  rate,  this  means  I  will 
be  called  upon  to  provide  at  least  $5,000,000  more 
from  the  tax  levy  for  so-called  overlay  deficits  than 
did  the  outgoing  administration  last  year. 

This  is  one  of  the  heavy,  overhanging  burdens 
I  must  assume  as  the  incoming  Mayor,  and  an 
obligation,  which,  standing  alone,  would  necessitate 
a  substantial  rise  in  the  tax  rate. 

I  am  further  informed  by  our  fiscal  experts  that 
the  city  last  year  was  allowed  $2,388,202  in  income 
by  the  State  Tax  Commissioner  on  which  we 
cannot  depend  for  this  coming  year. 

As  a  result  of  these  financial  obligations,  over 
which  I  have  no  control  and  to  which  the  city 
already  has  been  committed,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  raise  approximately  an  additional  $17,000,000 
this  year.  If  this  amount  were  to  be  included  in 
the  tax  levy,  it  would  mean  a  $12  increase  in  our 
tax  rate.  These  are  the  commitments  that  pre- 
clude and  make  impossible  any  decrease  in  the 
tax  rate.  They  are  obligations  not  incurred  by 
me,  but  which  must  be  met  by  mj'  administration. 
They  are  the  factors  which  make  an  increase  in 
the  tax  rate  inevitable. 

Boston's  Tax  Rate. 
There  was  a  time  when  only  a  small  proportion 
of  the  residents  of  our  city  were  concerned  about 
the  size  of  Boston's  tax  rate.  They  were  the  owners 
of  business  and  residential  properties.  Many 
tenants  and  rent  payers,  who  did  not  own  their 
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own  homes,  somehow  became  convinced  that  the 
tax  rate  meant  little  or  nothing  to  them. 

They  have  discovered  that  the  tax  rate  affects 
them  directly,  that  when  it  goes  up  it  hits  their 
pocketbooks  and  their  family  budgets  in  the  form 
of  rent  increases. 

In  the  Boston  rent  control  office  on  the  ground 
floor  of  the  old  Houghton  &  Dutton  Building  there 
is  daily  a  continual  line  of  landlords,  filing  petitions 
for  the  right  to  increase  the  rents  of  their  tenants, 
and  on  every  petition,  without  exception,  the  first 
reason  listed — and  sometimes  the  only  reason 
given — is  that  their  taxes  have  gone  up  and  that 
they  must  charge  them  back, against  their  tenants. 

I  realize  full  well  that  Boston  cannot  withstand 
a  $12  tax  rate  increase.  It  would  work  a  hardship 
upon  already  hard-pressed  home  owners  and  rent 
payers.  It  would  cost  us  business  and  industry. 
I  recognize  that  the  people  who  elected  me  to  serve 
as  their  Mayor — and,  indeed,  those  who  voted  for 
some  other  candidate — expect — and  have  a  right 
to  expect — that  a  $68  or  $70  tax  rate  will  be 
avoided.  And  I  will  avoid  it.  That  I  promise. 
(Applause.) 

I  realize,  too,  that  it  would  be  a  serious  mistake 
to  continue  the  policy  of  the  past  two  years  of 
plunging  the  city  more  deeply  into  debt.  Because 
of  the  situation  confronting  me,  it  may  be  neces- 
sary to  borrow  money  for  some  purposes.  But  it 
will  be  my  policy  to  borrow  less  than  is  paid  off 
in  old  debts  and  to  lower  gradually  the  city's 
outstanding  debt. 

There  is  no  easy  cure  for  Boston's  financial 
troubles.  Indeed,  many  of  its  problems  are  shared 
by  every  big  municipality  in  the  country.  I 
promise  no  overnight  miracles.  I  offer  no  pana- 
ceas. But  we  can  and  will  have  a  prudent,  careful 
management  of  Boston's  municipal  affairs.  We 
can  and  will  have  the  city's  business  conducted  in 
an  efficient  manner. 

We  must,  of  course,  provide  for  our  sick,  our 
needy,  our  poor,  our  elderly  men  and  women  who 
in  the  twilight  of  their  lives  are  unable  to  support 
themselves.  That  is  a  responsibility  which  I  am 
sure  no  citizen  of  this  city  would  want  to  avoid  or 
would  want  me  to  avoid.  I  intend  to  care  ade- 
quately for  the  men,  women  and  children  who  are 
legitimately  in  need  of  help  from  their  city.  It 
will  also  be  my  purpose  to  maintain  and  improve 
the  standards  of  care  and  service  at  such  institu- 
tions as  our  City  Hospital,  the  Boston  Sanatorium, 
and  Long  Island  Hospital. 

Services  necessary  for  the  well-being  of  the 
people  of  Boston  and  for  the  protection  of  their 
safety,  their  health,  and  their  property  must  be 
maintained.  Our  public  schools  must  be  so  run 
as  to  provide  the  best  possible  education  for  our 
children  and  future  citizens. 

I  am  convinced,  however,  that  a  higher  degree 
of  efficiency  can  be  achieved  in  the  operation  of 
municipal  departments  and  that  economies  can  be 
realized  by  more  businesslike  handling  of  city 
contracts. 

The  contractors  doing  business  with  the  city  can 
anticipate  a  somewhat  different  relationship  with 
my  administration  than  they  have  enjoyed  at 
times  in  the  past.     (Applause.) 

Contracts  will  be  awarded  on  the  basis  of  com- 
petitive bids  and  to  the  firm  or  company  willing 
to  give  the  city  the  greatest  value  for  its  money. 

Any  hint  of  collusion  in  the  bidding  for  city  con- 
tracts will  not  be  tolerated.  (Applause.)  I  will 
take  any  steps  necessary  to  put  an  end  to  certain 
of  the  contract  monopolies  that  have  existed. 
(Applause.)  For  the  next  two  years  this  city 
will  be  run  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  of  Boston. 
(Applause.) 

Many  of  the  important  contracts  for  this  year 
have  been  awarded  by  the  outgoing  administration. 
However,  they  will  be  legal  and  binding  upon  the 
city  only  if  their  provisions  and  terms  are  met. 
Companies  which  furnish  the  people  with  any- 
thing less  than  the  services  for  which  they  are 
paid  can  expect  to  find  themselves  in  difficulty  in 
a  very  short  time.     (Applause.) 

I  intend  to  take  full  advantage  of  the  survey 
reports  of  the  Boston  Finance  Commission,  and 
adopt  and  put  into  effect  those  recommendations 
which  I  consider  would  make  possible  a  more 
efficient  administration  of  the  city's  affairs.  (Ap- 
plause.) 

It  is  my  conviction  that  these  recommendations 
should  be  reviewed  and  analyzed  to  determine 
which  of  them  could  be  adopted  with  practical 
advantage  to  the  city. 


One  of  my  first  steps,  therefore,  will  be  the 
selection  of  three  department  heads  who  will 
comprise  the  Mayor's  executive  committee  on 
administration. 

After  completing  their  study,  they  will  report  to 
me  as  to  the  improvements  and  changes  that  could 
and  should  be  made  in  administrative  practices 
and  procedures. 

To  bring  about  a  higher  degree  of  working 
efficiency  in  the  internal  operations  of  our  city 
government,  I  also  plan  the  establishment  of  three 
divisions  within  the  Budget  Department. 

One  division  would  concern  itself  with  personnel 
records  and  changes  and  the  training  and  promo- 
tion of  employees. 

A  second  division  would  constantly  review 
departmental  expenditures.  For  that  work,  the 
division  would  be  staffed  with  examiners  who 
would  have  definite  departmental  assignments. 

A  third  division  would  be  concerned  with  the 
general  operation  of  municipal  departments  and 
would  be  prepared  to  provide  advice  on  unusual 
problems,  working  conditions,  and  procedures. 

In  my  opinion,  the  Budget  Department,  so 
organized,  can  be  an  effective  force  for  the  im- 
provement of  our  city  government. 

In  the  light  of  the  financial  picture  which  I  have 
described,  Boston  is  engaged  in  what  amounts  to  a 
fight  for  survival  as  a  great  city.  It  is  imperative, 
therefore,  that  inefficient  and  outmoded  practices 
and  procedures  be  replaced  with  modern,  busi- 
nesslike methods,  and  that  overlapping  functions 
be  eliminated. 

That  subject  will  be  discussed  in  greater  detail 
as  my  administration  progresses. 

No  wholesale  dismissals  and  no  salary  slashes 
are  planned.  City  employees  as  a  group  are  not 
overpaid,  in  my  judgment.  (Applause.)  Those 
employees  who  do  an  honest  day's  work  will  have 
nothing  to  fear  from  my  administration.  (Ap- 
plause.) 

I  propose  to  place  real  emphasis  on  public 
service.  I  intend  to  provide  the  people  of  our 
city  with  the  best  service  possible  in  return  for  the 
taxes  they  pay.  In  this  endeavor  I  ask  the  cooper- 
ation and  help  of  every  man  and  woman  in  the 
city  employ. 

A  number  of  our  city  departments  will  be  con- 
ducted in  a  much  different  manner  than  in  the 
past.  There  will  be  an  abrupt  end,  starting  to- 
morrow, to  the  indifference  to  the  public  that  has 
existed  in  certain  of  our  municipal  agencies.  (Ap- 
plause.) 

Persons  who  have  legitimate  business  to  transact 
with  the  city  will  be  able  to  transact  it  within  their 
own  rights  and  without  bestowing  favors  upon  any- 
one. (Applause.)  Any  employees  who  do  not 
see  eye  to  eye  with  me  on  that  matter  will  find 
their  future  with  the  city  government  very  uncer- 
tain.    (Applause.) 

The  cost  of  operating  our  municipal  government, 
with  all  its  essential  functions  and  services,  is  great 
enough  without  burdening  our  citizens  with  any 
unnecessary  or  unjustified  expense.  Many  of  our 
taxpayers  are  sorely  pressed  from  a  number  of  direc- 
tions. They  are  entitled  to  full  value  on  every 
dollar  they  pay  to  the  city.  They  have  a  right  to 
expect  full  protection  against  raids  on  the  city 
treasury.  It  is  my  intention  to  see  they  get  it. 
(Applause.) 

At  this  point  may  I  stress  most  emphatically 
that  corruption  in  any  form  will  not  be  counte- 
nanced while  I  am  Mayor.  (Applause.)  At  the 
first  indication  or  evidence  of  it,  swift  and  decisive 
action  will  be  taken. 

I  will  be  equally  intolerant  of  any  willful  waste 
or  careless  extravagance.  Whether  the  cost  of  our 
city  government  is  unnecessarily  increased  by 
corruption  or  waste  or  incompetence  or  favoritism 
means  little  to  the  taxpayer.  The  result  is  the 
same  to  him. 

I  propose  to  be  constantly  vigilant  against 
needless  expenses  even  though  such  vigilance  may 
mean  the  loss  of  political  popularity  in  some 
quarters. 

At  this  point  may  I  state  that  the  very  acuteness 
of  the  city's  financial  predicament  will  force  me  to 
adopt  a  policy  which  will  necessitate  disapproval 
of  any  proposal,  whether  initiated  in  the  Legis- 
lature or  elsewhere,  which  would  unduly  increase 
the  operating  expenses  of  our  city  government. 

Boston's  Future. 
I  consider  an  important  feature  of  my  job  will  be 
to  try  to  sell  Boston,  and  I  ask  that  every  listener 
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aid  me  by  being  salesmen  and  good-will  ambas- 
sadors, by  boosting  our  city  whenever  the  oppor- 
tunity presents  itself. 

Let  us  be  the  same  kind  of  supersalesmen  for 
Boston  as  are  the  visitors  who  come  here  from 
California,  from  Texas,  and  from  Florida.  We 
have  as  much,  if  not  more,  to  sell  than  they  have. 
Let  us  try  selling  it. 

It  is  my  hope  that  we  may  be  able  to  increase  the 
number  of  conventions  which  come  here,  bringing 
with  them  thousands  of  visitors  who  patronize  our 
stores,  our  theaters,  our  restaurants,  our  taxicabs, 
and  who  help  in  many  ways  to  provide  employ- 
ment for  our  people. 

I  intend  to  advertise  our  many  attractions.  For 
the  tourists  and  visitors  we  have  numerous  historic 
shrines  and  many  points  of  interest.  For  business 
and  industry  we  have  perhaps  the  country's  great- 
est reservoir  of  skilled  labor. 

At  this  point,  I  wish  to  announce  that  I  shall 
appoint  an  industrial  counselor  who  will  be  attached 
to  the  Mayor's  office.  His  duties  will  be  to  promote 
a  better  understanding  between  business  and  the 
city  government,  and  to  make  every  endeavor  to 
bring  new  industry  and  business  to  Boston. 

I  also  shall  appoint  a  labor  counselor  who  will 
serve  as  the  Mayor's  adviser  on  labor  questions 
within  the  municipal  government,  and  o"n  any  other 
labor  matters  in  the  city,  into  which  the  Mayor 
may  be  drawn. 

Because  we  are  an  old  and  historic  city,  we 
have  one  problem  that  is  more  critical  than  in 
many  of  the  newer  municipalities.    That  is: 

Traffic. 

Every  city  in  this  country  has  been  obliged  to 
spend  many  millions  of  dollars  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  steadily  increasing  number  of  auto- 
mobiles on  its  streets. 

It  must  be  apparent  to  everyone  familiar  with 
conditions  in  our  city  that  Boston  is  in  danger  of 
being  strangled  by  its  own  traffic  unless  it  moves 
swiftly  to  meet  its  threat. 

I  will  undertake  any  street  widenings  which 
will  speed  up  the  flow  of  automobile  travel  provided 
the  cost  involved  is  not  prohibitive.  I  intend  to 
confer  with  city  engineers  and  city  planners  as  to 
the  feasibility  of  widening  Tremont  street  in  down- 
town Boston  by  narrowing  the  sidewalk  along  the 
Common  and  of  making  other  improvements  of 
this  nature. 

Many  of  our  most  heavily-traveled  streets  can- 
not be  widened,  however.  The  only  action  that 
can  be  taken  to  make  possible  a  free  flow  of  traffic 
over  them  is  to  remove  the  parked  automobiles 
which  now  hinder  and  impede  travel. 

Our  traffic  and  parking  problems  go  hand^  in 
hand.  Many  automobiles  are  left  on  streets,  fre- 
quently in  violation  of  regulations,  because  there 
are  no  other  convenient  places  to  leave  them. 

The  construction  of  an  underground  garage  be- 
neath Boston  Common  would  be  an  important  step 
toward  the  solution  of  our  parking  problem.  _  I 
intend  to  use  every  resource  to  hasten  the  building 
of  this  project  with  private  capital,  as  provided 
under  the  law  authorizing  its  erection. 

The  city's  own  off-street  parking  program  will 
be  pressed  with  greater  speed.  A  bill  has  been  filed 
in  the  Legislature,  asking  authority  to  undertake 
an  additional  $5,000,000  program  to  meet  this 
acute  problem. 

This  will  be  an  investment,  which  if  properly 
handled,  should  be  completely  self-supporting. 

Housing. 

There  is  an  acknowledged  need  for  carrying  for- 
ward our  housing  program  with  greater  speed  and 
dispatch.    That  will  be  done  in  my  administration. 

I  propose  to  approach  our  housing  program  with 
two  objectives  in  mind:  the  first,  to  provide  criti- 
cally needed  homes;  the  second,  to  improve  sections 
of  our  city  which  need  a  face  lifting. 

At  the  same  time  nothing  will  be  done  to  dis- 
courage private  construction  of  dwellings.  I  will 
do  everything  within  my  power  to  encourage  it. 
There  are  potential  housing  sites  in  some  sections  of 
our  city  which,  I  believe,  should  be  left  for  private 
development.  It  would  be  unwise  and  unsound  for 
us  to  close  the  door  to  those  who  want  to  build  then- 
own  homes  in  Boston. 

As  a  general  policy,  it  seems  to  me  that  housing 
built  either  with  State,  City,  or  Federal  funds, 
and  subsidized  in  one  way  or  another,  should 
be  for  families  in  the  comparative  low-income 
brackets  who  are  financially  unable  to  atlord 
adequate  homes. 


It  certainly  is  not  a  sound  theory  of  govern- 
ment to  have  persons  in  very  moderate  circum- 
stances contributing,  even  indirectly,  to  provide 
subsidized  housing  for  families  in  higher  income 
brackets.  We  must  achieve  some  sort  of  intelli- 
gent and  sensible  balance  in  our  approach  to  this 
problem. 

It  is  my  purpose  to  eliminate  some  of  the 
extraneous  circumstances  which  have  slowed 
down  progress  in  the  construction  of  new  homes. 

As  in  all  other  fields  of  municipal  activity,  I 
will  strive  to  obtain  the  best  value  for  each  dollar 
expended.  All  reputable  construction  companies 
will  be  invited  to  bid  for  our  housing  work.  All 
bidders  will  have  the  same  opportunity  and  will 
be  treated  alike. 

There  are  three  ways  in  which  Boston  can 
finance  its  housing  programs.  It  can  utilize 
State  credit.  It  can  use  its  own  credit  up  to 
$28,000,000,  and  it  can  take  advantage  of  a  law 
enacted  last  year  by  Congress,  providing  Federal 
funds  with  which  cities  may  launch  redevelop- 
ment, slum-clearance  programs  and  may  construct 
low-rent  projects. 

Boston  was  originally  allocated  $48,000,000 
under  the  $200,000,000  State  housing  program. 
Up  to  the  present  time  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  has  encumbered  about  $30,500,000  of 
that  amount,  leaving  approximately  $17,500,000 
still  available. 

I  have  conferred  with  State  housing  officials 
and  have  learned  that  if  Boston  presses  its  housing 
activity  effectively  and  intelligently  it  may  seek 
additional  State  help  with  reasonable  assurance 
it  will  be  granted. 

April  6  is  the  deadline  for  submitting  appli- 
cations for  further  State  housing  funds.  That 
gives  us  just  about  three  months  in  which  to 
prepare  plans  for  submission  to  the  State  Housing- 
Board.  Thus,  it  is  of  vital  consequence  that 
this  feature  of  our  housing  program  be  accelerated. 

The  State  program  offers  us  an  opportunity  to 
build  homes  for  the  families  of  veterans.  By 
taking  full  advantage  of  the  resources  available, 
I  believe  we  can  ease  the  housing  shortage  in  tin' 
comparatively  near  future. 

The  Federal  program  should  provide  means  to 
rehabilitate  some  sections  of  Boston.  I  find, 
however,  that  Federal  funds  will  not  be  available 
until  a  master  plan  has  been  submitted  showing 
all  public  improvements  and  changes  of  any 
nature  that  may  be  undertaken  throughout  the 
entire  city. 

I  had  intended  to  have  such  a  master  plan 
prepared  as  a  matter  of  thoughtful  and  intelli- 
gent city  planning.  This  was  prompted  by  the 
realization  that  in  drafting  programs  for  housing 
and  other  municipal  impiovements  we  should 
also  consider  any  State  plans  for  those  areas. 
For  example,  it  would  not  be  good  government 
to  plan  a  housing  development  for  a  location 
only  to  learn  that  the  State  had  intended  to  take 
the  same  land  as  an  approach  to  a  bridge  or  for 
a  high-speed,  overhead  highway. 

I  shall  issue  instructions  for  the  immediate 
drafting  of  a  master  plan  for  Boston,  showing 
tin'  improvements  and  changes  of  all  kinds  that 
are  contemplated  by  any  public  agency.  I  will 
ask  His  Excellency  the  Governor  for  the  cooper- 
ation of  all  agencies  under  him,  and  I  am  confident 
we  can  have  such  a  plan  ready  to  submit  to  Federa  1 
authorities  within  a  short  period  of  time. 

Property  Assessments. 

Our  assessment  picture,  especially  as  it  concerns 
downtown  commercial  property,  has  been  a 
scrambled  and  confusing  one.  A  stabilisation 
of  tax  assessment  values  is  vital,  in  my  judgment, 
for  the  future  prosperity  and  well-being  of  our 
business  community. 

Adjustments  of  inequities  always  will  be 
necessary,  of  course,  and  property  owners  cannot 
be  denied  their  right  of  appeal  to  the  City's 
Board  of  Assessors  and  to  the  State  Tax  Appellate 
Board. 

But  there  must  be,  and  there  will  be,  an  end 
to  the  practice  of  juggling  assessment  figures  for 
the  purpose  of  creating  a  false  valuation  and  a 
fictitious  tax  rate.     (Applause.) 

It  is  a  definite  disservice  to  our  city  to  raise 
the  value  on  a  piece  of  property  before  the  tax 
rate  is  fixed,  lower  it  again  after  the  rate  is  estab- 
lished', refund  an  abatement  with  interest  for  the 
overcharge,  and  then  place  the  valuation  back 
at  its  high  level  for  tax  rate  purposes  the  following 
year. 
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Any  city  which  uses  such  methods  to  hold 
down  a  tax  rate  is  building  its  tax  base  on  financial 
quicksands.  I  announce  now,  without  equivo- 
cation, that  a  halt  will  be  made  to  the  circle  of 
assessment  increases  and  abatements  and  that 
the  valuations  fixed  by  the  incoming  Board  of 
Assessors  will  be  honest  appraisals.     (Applause.) 

A  Metropolitan  Boston. 

Some  of  my  informal  remarks  concerning  the 
need  for  a  Metropolitan  Boston  have  been  mis- 
construed by  officials  in  other  cities  and  towns 
who  are  zealous  to  preserve  the  identities  and 
the  traditions  of  their  communities. 

I  have  not  suggested,  and  do  not  now  suggest, 
that  any  city  or  town  give  up  either  its  identity  or 
its  traditions.  But,  as  I  see  it,  there  is  a  real  need 
for  some  changes  which  would  be  to  the  mutual 
advantage  of  Boston  and  its  neighboring  cities  and 
towns. 

Boston,  with  a  population  of  under  800,000 
persons,  provides  services  for  a  working  day  popu- 
lation of  about  1,500,000  people.  It  is  the  core — 
the  very  heart — of  the  entire  Metroplitan  Boston 
area.  It  pumps  the  economic  blood  into  the  life' 
stream  of  Metropolitan  Boston,  and  it  must  con- 
tinue to  exist  for  the  good  of  the  entire  metropol- 
itan area. 

Manifestly,  it  would  be  to  the  advantage  of  the 
entire  Metropolitan  Boston  section  if  it  could  be 
organized  into  a  form  of  metropolitan  government 
which  would  preserve  the  entity  and  traditions  of 
each  city  and  town  including  Boston,  and  at  the 
same  time  make  possible  the  amalgamation  of 
services  which  are  metropolitan  in  nature. 

A  metropolitan  city,  with  Boston  as  its  nucleus, 
would  have  a  much  stronger  competitive  position 
in  the  field  of  business  and  industry  than  it  now 
enjoys.  This  is  a  subject  that  merits  deep  con- 
sideration and  careful  study.  Even  the  branches 
in  the  sturdiest  of  oaks  will  wither  and  die  if  the 
trunk  of  the  tree  is  not  strong  and  healthy. 

I  am  not  proposing  that  Boston  swallow  up  any 
other  city  and  town.  Rather  do  I  urge  a  sober 
study  of  possible  steps  that  would  assure  greater 
and  more  enduring  prosperity  for  the  entire  Metro- 
politan Boston  area.     (Applause.) 

City   Council. 

Now  may  I  address  myself  briefly  to  the  22  mem- 
bers of  the  City  Council,  who  comprise  Boston's 
Municipal  Board  of  Directors. 

I  need  not  outline  to  most  of  your  membership 
the  problems  of  our  city  or  the  responsibilities  we 
face.  Twenty  of  you  gentlemen  have  served  in  our 
municipal  government  for  periods  ranging  from  2 
to  12  years. 

Nor  do  I  need  tell  you  that  in  the  two-year  term 
for  which  we  have  been  elected  the  people  of  Bos- 
ton expect  us  to  work  together  in  harmony  for  the 
good  of  the  city.  I  am  depending  upon  your  help 
and  your  understanding  cooperation  in  the  months 
ahead. 

Working  together  for  the  common  good  of  our 
city  and  its  people,  we  can  go  forward  toward  our 
goal  for  a  better  Boston  and  earn  the  approbation 
of  our  fellow  citizens.     (Applause.) 

Conclusion. 

A  short  time  ago,  you  heard  me  receive  my  oath 
of  office  and  pledge  myself  to  uphold  the  Constitu- 
tions of  the  United  States  and  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts.  That  oath  has  a  very 
deep  meaning  for  me,  as  I  am  sure  it  has  for  you. 

I  hope  and  believe  that  it  is  unnecessary  for  me 
to  say  anything  about  subversive  activity  in  our 
city  government.  I  am  sure  there  has  been  none 
and  will  be  none. 

But  to  those  citizens  so  deeply  concerned  over 
the  present-day  threat  of  Communism,  let  me  em- 
phasize that  safeguards  already  erected  against 
any  form  of  subversive  activity  will  be  carefully 
maintained  and  will  be  extended  if  the  slightest 
necessity  for  such  action  should  develop. 

We  shall  have  in  our  city  government  an  ad- 
ministration by  patriotic   men  and   women   who 


believe  in  the  American  way  of  life  and  in  the 
principles^  embodied  in  our  State  and  National 
Constitutions  which  I  have  this  morning  sworn 
to  uphold. 

There  is  another  matter  which  might  well  be 
touched  upon  briefly.  Boston  has  been  conspicu- 
ously free  from  racial  and  religious  strife.  Our 
people  live,  work,  and  mingle  in  complete  harmony 
as  true  Americans.  There  is  no  room  in  our  city, 
in  our  municipal  government  or  in  our  conduct  of 
Boston's  official  business  for  racial  or  religious 
bigotry  or  intolerance,  and  there  will  be  none 
while  I  am  Mayor.     (Applause.) 

We  have  now  entered  the  second  half  of  the 
20th  century.  By  the  standards  of  this  country, 
Boston  is  an  old  city.  Though  its  problems  are 
many,  they  are  possible  of  solution.  In  all  the 
years  of  our  city's  existence  those  who  have  pre- 
ceded us  have  faced  and  have  met  the  challenge  of 
their  times. 

The  problems  of  our  day  are  challenging,  too, 
but  they  can  and  will  be  overcome  if  those  who 
have  real  pride  and  love  for  our  city  work  to- 
gether for  the  common  purpose  of  achieving  a 
better  Boston. 

We  do  not  grope  in  the  dark.  We  understand 
our  city's  problems.  We  realize  their  gravity. 
We  can  master  them;  we  must  not  let  them  mas- 
ter us.  The  term  for  which  I  have  been  elected  is 
two  years.  It  is  a  short  period  in  which  to  accom- 
plish what  must  be  done.  With  your  patient 
understanding,  I  feel  certain  real  progress  can  be 
made  before  my  brief  term  comes  to  an  end. 

Boston  has  an  historic  and  glorious  past.  As 
I  stand  here  on  my  first  day  as  Mayor  of  this 
city,  I  sincerely  believe  that  Boston's  future  can 
and  will  be  equally  as  glorious.  I  am  certain 
that  the  spirit  which  made  our  city  a  great  city 
still  burns  as  strong  as  ever  it  did. 

May  I  conclude  this  inaugural  with  these  time- 
less words,  found  in  the  110th  Psalm,  "The  fear 
of  the  Lord  is  the  beginning  of  all  wisdom." 

Let  us  then,  in  the  days  ahead,  go  forward  hum- 
bly and  fearfully;  seeking  His  wisdom;  imploring 
His  guidance;  beseeching  His  blessings  on  our 
city,  on  ourselves,  and  on  our  children. 

With  that  appeal  to  Divine  Providence,  I 
assume  my  duties  as  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
(Prolonged  applause.)

Rev.  Mr.  Metiers — O  God  of  all  power  and 
might,  the  Maker  and  Ruler  of  men.  we  commend 
our  city  to  the  guidance  of  Thy  wisdom  and  into 
the  keeping  of  Thy  love.  May  he  Thy  servant, 
whom  Thy  people  chose  to  serve  them,  serve 
Thee  in  honesty,  firm  purpose,  and  uprightness 
of  life.  May  he  never  forget  his  answerableness 
to  Thee  and  the  people  whom  he  serves.  Deliver 
him  from  the  love  of  power  and  motives  of  per- 
sonal gain,  from  consideration  of  men  or  money  or 
partisanship  in  place  of  the  demands  of  truth  and 
justice.  Bless  him  in  his  task  with  an  ever  larger 
vision  of  truth  and  deeper  sense  of  the  demands 
of  righteousness,  that  through  his  faithfulness  the 
life  of  our  city  and  its  people  may  be  guided  by  wise 
policies  and  lifted  to  higher  ideals  and  nobler 
achievements,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

May  God  the  Father,  God  the  Son,  and  God  the 
Holy  Ghost  bless,  preserve,  and  keep  you  and  in- 
crease the  love  of  one  toward  another  and  toward 
all  men,  to  the  end  that  He  may  establish  your 
hearts  in  holiness  before  Him.     Amen.

I  am  in  receipt  of  an  order  passed  by  the  Oity 
Council  at  its  meeting  January  9,  1950,  which 
reads  as  follows:  ,    . 

"Ordered,  That  the  Budget  Commissioner  and 
the  Chairman  of  the  Appropriations  Committee 
of  the  City  Council  be  requested,  through  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  to  hold  the  budget  hearings  in  the  eve- 
nings in  the  Council  Chamber  so  as  the  people  of 
Boston  may  be  present  and  see  the  breakdowns  that 
account  for  the  tax  rate  they  are  so  concerned  with." 

To  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  the  City  Council, 
through  its  Committee  on  Appropriations,  fixes 
the  time  and  place  for  the  budget  hearings.  As 
in  the  past,  this  department  will  cooperate  to  the 
fullest  extent  with  the  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations. 

It  has  been  the  policy  over  the  years  for  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations  to  hold  budget 
hearings  during  office  hours,  for  the  reason  that 
department  heads,  their  fiscal  clerks  and  records 
are  readily  available.  Budget  schedules  are  very 
difficult  to  maintain,  because  it  is  practically 
impossible  to  estimate  the  elapsed  time  for  hearing 
each  individual  department.  This  situation  has 
resulted  in  postponements  and  substitutions, 
which,  while  rather  difficult  to  adjust  when  the 
hearings  are  held  during  office  hours,  would  be 
doubly  difficult  if  hearings  are  held  after  the 
regular  office  hours.

While  many  sections  of  the  city  are  not  lighted 
in  accordance  with  accepted  standards,  we  cannot 
undertake  any  general  increase  in  the  size  or 
wattage  of  the  existing  electric  lights,  because 
of  existing  economic  conditions. 

The  following  tabulation  shows  the  cost  of 
electric  street  lighting  and  gas  lighting  for  the 
years  1940,  1945,  and  1949:

It  is  obvious  that  the  cost  of  street  lighting 
in  this  city  has  increased  progressively  and  rather 
substantially  in   the  past  nine  years,   despite   the 
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fact  that  in  this  period  the  Boston  Edison  Com- 
pany has  not  increased  its  rate,  except  for  a  fuel 
charge.  In  1949  this  fuel  charge  amounted  to 
S34.016.72  for  electric  street  lighting  and  $25,788.56 
for  gas  lights. 

At  the  present  time,  the  Boston  Edison  Com- 
pany is  preparing  a  petition,  to  be  filed  with  the 
Department  of  Public  Utilities,  requesting  an 
increase  in  the  schedule  of  rates  charged  to  the 
various  cities  and  towns  in  the  metropolitan  area 
for  street  lighting.  This  petition  might  be  acted 
upon  favorably  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Utilities,  and  there  is  no  way  of  telling  at  this 
time  the  extent  or  amount  of  such  an  increase. 
In  view,  therefore,  of  all  circumstances,  I  do  not 
feel  that  we  would  be  justified  in  further  in- 
creasing the  cost  of  street  lighting  by  adopting 
a  program  which  will  provide  for  an  increase 
in  the  wattage  of  all  existing  lights  located  in 
our  city. 

I  would  appreciate  being  informed,  however, 
of  any  particular  sections  in  the  city  where  the 
street  lighting  facilities  are  so  obviously  inadequate 
as  to  constitute  a  hazard  to  the  residents.  In 
such  cases,  and  to  the  extent  of  the  budgetary 
appropriations,  I  assure  you  that  I  shall  do  every- 
thing within  reason  to  remedy  the  particular 
condition.

At  the  present  time,  there  are  approximately 
7,050  gas  lamps  used  in  the  city  for  street-light- 
ing purposes.  Recently,  I  discussed  with  officials 
of  the  Boston  Edison  Company  the  possibility  of 
eliminating  the  major  part  or  all  of  the  existing 
gas  lamps  and  replacing  them  with  electric  lights. 
I  was  informed  that  it  would  be  impossible  to 
discontinue  approximately  4,500  gas  lamps,  be- 
cause of  the  prohibitive  costs  involved  in  sub- 
stituting electric  street  lights.  The  latter-ref- 
erenced condition  is  caused  by  the  fact  that  the 
Boston  Edison  Company  has  no  facilities  avail- 
able in  the  streets  in  which  these  4,500  gas  lamps 
are  located.  The  existing  Edison  facilities  in 
these  areas  are  located  on  rear  lot  lines,  and  it 
would  be  necessary,  therefore,  for  them  to  pro- 
vide, at  the  expense  of  the  city,  additional  and 
costly  facilities  in  the  streets  where  the  above- 
referenced  4,500  lamps  are  located. 

We  have  made  tentative  arrangements,  how- 
ever, with  the  officials  of  the  Edison  Company  to 
replace  the  2,500  other  gas  lamps  by  instituting  a 
program  of  approximately  1,000  replacements  a 
year  for  the  next  two  and  one  half  years.  We 
cannot  provide  for  a  more  accelerated  program 
in  this  connection  because  it  costs  the  department 
approximately  $53  for  the  removal  of  every  exist- 


ing gas  light.  Under  the  circumstances,  there- 
fore, we  shall  have  to  provide  approximately 
$50,000  a  year  for  the  next  two  years  to  discon- 
tinue 1,000  street  lamps  each  year,  and  approx- 
imately $25,000  in  the  third  year  to  remove  the 
remaining  500. 

In  brief,  it  would  be  most  impractical  to  con- 
sider discontinuing  approximately  4,500  of  the 
7,050  gas  lamps  now  located  in  the  streets  of  Bos- 
ton, due  to  the  prohibitive  cost.  The  remaining 
2,500  lamps  will  be  discontinued  and  electric 
lights  substituted  in  the  next  two  and  one  half 
years,  the  cost  of  the  latter-referenced  program 
to  be  approximately  $125,000.

I  am  in  receipt  of  a  memo  from  your  office  with 
attached  order  from  the  City  Council  requesting 
the  construction  of  spectator  stands  to  seat  ap- 
proximately 2,000  people  at  Jefferson  Playground. 

I  find,  upon  investigation,  because  of  the  peculiar 
shape  of  the  boundary  lines  of  this  playground, 
it  was  necessary  to  squeeze  the  ball  diamond  into 
the  best  location  possible,  resulting  in  very  short 
distances  in  all  the  outfield  positions. 

It  was  necessary  to  crowd  the  field  house  in  the 
area,  and  because  of  these  conditions  there  does 
not  appear  to  be  adequate  space  to  build  spectator 
stands,  especially  one  of  the  size  to  accommodate 
2,000  persons.  A  stand  of  this  size  would  cost 
approximately  $35,000. 

Due  to  the  limitations  of  our  budget  we  would 
not  be  able  to  construct  this  stand  this  year. 
However,  we  are  keeping  it  in  mind  for  future 
consideration,  and  we  may  be  able  at  some  later 
date  to  construct  a  smaller  stand  in  some  other 
section  of  the  playground.

By  the  terms  of  the  Act,  construction 
must  be  commenced  not  later  than  April  1,  1950. 
The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  has  sub- 
mitted to  me  a  request  for  a  loan  authorization 
in  the  sum  of  $10,000,000,  which  he  feels  will 
probably  be  sufficient  to  accomplish  the  con- 
struction authorized  by  the  statute. 

Accordingly,  I  respectfully  recommend  to  your 
Honorable  Body  the  approval  of  the  loan  order 
herewith  submitted.

For  the  past  several  decades,  concerted  drives 
have  been  made  by  residents  and  Representatives 
of  Quincy,  Recess  Commissions  from  the  Legisla- 
ture, the  State  Department  of  Health,  and  others, 
in  an  effort  to  eliminate  the  pollution  of  the  tidal 
waters  of  Boston  Harbor,  which  is  caused  by  the 
discharging  of  approximately  275,000,000  gallons 
of  raw  sewage  from  the  so-called  North  and  South 
Metropolitan  sewerage  systems,  and  also  from  the 
Boston  Main  Drainage  System. 

The  Metropolitan  District  Commission  has  now 
under  construction  a  sewage  treatment  plant  at 
Nut  Island,  Quincy,  to  correct  the  unsanitary 
conditions  caused  by  the  South  Metropolitan 
system  in  Boston  Harbor,  and  plans  are  being 
prepared  to  install  a  sewage  treatment  plant  by 


the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  to  correct 
the  conditions  caused  by  the  North  Metropolitan 
system. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  598  of  the  Acts 
of  1949,  the  City  of  Boston  is  required  to  start  con- 
struction of  a  sewage  treatment  plant  at  the  Calf 
Pasture  Pumping  Station  not  later  than  April  1, 
1950,  and  complete  it  prior  to  July  1,  1955.  The 
Act  also  authorizes  the  borrowing  outside  the 
statutory  limit  of  indebtedness,  of  an  amount  not 
in  excess  of  $12,000,000,  to  meet  the  expenses  in- 
volved in  the  construction  of  the  sewage  treatment 
plant  and  appurtenant  works  at  the  Calf  Pasture 
Pumping  Station,  and  also  to  reconstruct  and  alter 
the  existing  sewerage  works  at  other  locations 
within  the  Boston  main  drainage  system. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  it  will  cost  in  the 
vicinity  of  $8,000,000  or  $9,000,000  to  construct 
a  new  sewage  treatment  plant  and  to  provide  for 
a  new  pumping  station  at  Calf  Pasture.  While  it 
is  difficult  to  determine  the  cost  of  reconstructing 
and  altering  the  existing  sewerage  works,  it  is 
reasonable  to  assume  that  the  total  cost  involved 
might  not  exceed  $10,000,000.  I  feel  that  it  would 
be  advisable,  at  this  time,  to  provide  authorization 
only  for  the  issuance  of  bonds  in  the  amount  of 
$10,000,000,  with  the  understanding  that  no  money 
will  be  borrowed  in  excess  of  the  amount  needed  to 
effect  the  improvements  required  under  the 
provisions  of  said  chapter. 

I  am  enclosing,  for  transmittal  to  the  City 
Council,  for  its  approval,  an  order  prepared  by 
the  Law  Department,  which  provides  for  the 
borrowing  of  $10,000,000,  as  provided  by  and  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  598  of 
the  Acts  of  1949.

At  the  present  time,  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment has  under  its  jurisdiction  a  large  parcel  of 
land  located  at  the  corner  of  Columbus  avenue 
and  Ritchie  street,  Roxbury. 

I  have  interviewed  representatives  of  one  of 
the  abutters  of  this  land,  the  F.  W.  Webb  Manu- 
facturing Company,  of  1544  Columbus  avenue, 
Roxbury,  for  the  purpose  of  making  arrangements 
to  sell  part  of  this  land  directly  to  said  company, 
without  conducting  a  public  auction. 

The  F.  W.  Webb  Company  is  anxious  to  acquire 
22,271  square  feet  in  the  location  shown  on  the 
attached  plan.  They  feel  that  it  is  very  necessary 
for  them  to  acquire  this  land  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting  a  two-story  building  on  it,  in  order  to 
expand  their  present  facilities.  Currently,  they 
own  the  main  building  that  is  used  by  them  as  a 
general  office  and  showroom,  and  they  lease  two 
buildings  in  the  rear  of  their  property.  The  latter 
two  buildings,  however,  have  been  sold  to  the 
Eliot  Motor  Company,  and  the  new  owner  desires 
to  use  these  buildings  for  his  own  use  subsequent 
to  the  termination  date,  in  August  of  this  year, 
of  the  lease  that  the  Webb  Company  has  with 
the  previous  owner. 

The  officials  of  the  latter-referenced  company 
have  informed  me  that  they  submitted  an  offer 
to  this  department  some  time  ago  of  50  cents  per 
square  foot  for  the  land  that  they  desire  to  acquire. 
I  talked  to  said  officials  this  morning  and  asked 
them  if  they  would  be  willing  to  increase  this  offer, 
as  I  felt  that  the  land  was  worth  more  than  50 
cents  a  foot  and  might  bring  a  substantially 
larger  sum  if  a  public  auction  were  held.  They 
stated,  however,  that  their  offer  of  50  cents  could 
not  be  increased,  as  they  thought  such  a  price 
was  fair,  and  also  in  view  of  the  large  expenditure 
of  approximately  $50,000  that  they  intend  to 
make  to  construct  a  new  building  on  the  land.

The  Boston  Housing  Authority,  at  its  meeting 
of  January  25,  took  under  consideration  the  order 
of  the  Boston  City  Council  requesting  the  con- 
struction of  one-  and  two-family  homes  on  the 
Wood  estate,  and  instructed  me  to  send  you  the 
following  reply: 

The  Wood  estate  is  probably  the  last  large 
vacant  tract  of  land  left  in  Boston.  Sites  of  this 
type  are  not  easy  to  come  by.  We  must  make  the 
best  use  of  the  land.  The  only  way  the  land  could 
be  acquired  is  by  an  eminent  domain-taking.  It 
could  not  be  purchased. 

Singles  and  two-family  houses  do  not  lend  them- 
selves to  a  low-income  development.  Chapter  200 
specifically  spells  out  that  the  housing  must  be  low 
cost  and  low  income. 

The  intentions  of  the  Authority  are,  then,  that 
we  develop  a  project  similar  to  the  John  Hancock 
—  multiple  units  of  garden  apartments.  This  is 
the  most  practical,  both  from  a  development  and  a 
management  standpoint.  The  Housing  Author- 
ity is  to  rent  these  houses  for  40  years.  It  seems 
hardly  practical  that  we  should  be  lessors  of  single 
homes  for  this  period. 

If  we  use  the  land  on  Morton  street,  we  will  put 
single  houses  on  the  perimeter,  so  that  they  will 
blend  with  the  single  homes  of  individual  property 
owners  in  the  area.

On  Sunday,  January  22,  1950,  there  was  skating 
at  the  Ryan  Playground.  The  locker  house  was 
open  with  an  attendant  present  but  there  was  no 
checking  of  personal  property.  Patrolman 
Becherer,  the  day  route  officer,  visited  the  play- 
ground several  times  during  the  day.  Patrolman 
T.  Sullivan,  whose  route  is  across  the  street  from 
the  playground,  on  Main  street,  also  passed  by  a 
number  of  times.  The  cruising  car  also  covered 
the  neighborhood.  No  report  of  a  larceny  at  the 
playground  was  made  to  these  officers,  or  to  the 
police  station,  or  to  the  attendant  on  duty  at  the 
locker  room.  There  is  no  need  of  a  police  officer  on 
duty  for  safety  reasons  as  the  water  is  not  more 
than  a  foot  in  depth. 

Many  of  the  children  who  use  this  playground 
come  from  Somerville  and  Everett  as  well  as 
Charlestown.  If  the  City  of  Boston  is  expected 
to  safeguard  the  property  of  these  skaters,  it 
seems  to  me  that  arrangements  should  be  made 
for  checking  in  the  locker  room  with  a  sufficient 
number  of  attendants  on  duty.

In  compliance  with  section  3  of  the  City  Charter,  I  submit  herewith  my  budget  recommendations  for 
the  fiscal  year  1950,  and  recommend  adoption  of  the  accompanying  appropriations  and  tax  orders. 

Despite  heavy  overhanging  financial  commitments  inherited  by  this  administration,  the  proposed 
over-all  budget,  covering  City  and  County  Maintenance  and  the  self-supporting  Income  Departments,  is 
only  82,120,551  greater  than  in  1949. 

This  is  in  face  of  the  fact  that  allowances  for  welfare  and  soldiers'  relief  are  exactly  $2,000,000  greater 
than  in  1949;  that  32,576,800  must  be  provided  to  meet  the  increased  expenses  of  salary  raises  granted  last 
July  first  and  in  effect  for  the  full  twelve  months  of  this  year;  and  that  it  is  necessary  to  allow  $175,000 
for  higher  pensions. 

Those  three  items  of  expense  alone  necessitated  increased  appropriations  of  84,651,800. 

Except  for  the  staggering  obligations  to  which  the  city  was  committed  prior  to  the  start  of  this  adminis- 
tration, it  would  have  been  possible  to  reduce  the  city's  1950  budget  below  the  appropriation  figures  for 
last  year. 

The  grand  total  of  the  appropriations  recommended  for  City  Maintenance,  County  Maintenance, 
and  Income  Departments  for  this  year  is  $88,406,024.37,  as  compared  to  $86,285,473  in  1949. 

Of  course,  the  appropriation  for  the  self-supporting  Income  Departments  is  met  from  their  revenue  and 
not  from  the  tax  rate,  and  the  amount  which  would  have  to  be  raised  by  taxes  this  year  is  $84,468,744.50, 
as  against  a  comparable  figure  of  882,267,682.08  last  year. 

In  my  opinion,  this  is  the  minimum  amount  with  which  the  departments,  which  comprise  the  city  and 
county  governments,  can  function  properly  and  furnish  the  necessary  and  essential  public  services. 

Substantial  reductions  were  made  in  the  appropriations  recommended  for  the  city  departments.  Close 
to  89,000,000  has  been  slashed  from  the  estimates  submitted  by  department  heads  as  to  the  amounts  of 
money  they  would  need  to  operate  their  branches  of  the  city  and  county  governments. 

In  view  of  the  urgent  need  for  eliminating  all  but  the  most  essential  expenses  to  prevent  a  big  jump 
in  our  tax  rate,  I  am  asking  for  the  cooperation  of  county,  as  well  as  city,  department  heads  to  achieve 
an  economical  and  efficient  conduct  of  the  city's  business. 

Some  activities  and  undertakings  which  might  well  be  desirable  under  ordinary  circumstances  will 
have  to  be  postponed  until  the  city  is  better  able  to  afford  them. 

Adequate  allowances  have  been  made,  in  my  judgment,  to  furnish  the  essential  public  services  to  the 
citizens  of  our  city,  to  provide  for  the  protection  of  their  safety,  their  health,  and  their  well-being,  to  care 
for  our  poor,  and  to  operate  properly  our  hospitals  and  institutions. 

Because  of  the  financial  problems  facing  our  city,  however,  it  is  unable  to  afford  any  unnecessary 
expenses  which  would  impose  an  unfair  burden  upon  the  owners  of  homes  and  business  property. 

Even  with  the  tremendous  overhanging  commitments  which  this  administration  was  obliged  to  meet, 
the  factors  which  can  be  considered  to  come  within  the  control  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  will 
cause  an  increase  of  about  81.50  on  our  tax  rate. 

It  should  be  pointed  out,  however,  that  a  sizable  increase  in  the  tax  rate,  not  reflected  in  this  budget, 
will  be  made  unavoidable  by  factors  over  which  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  have  no  jurisdiction,  such  as 
the  MTA  deficit,  the  overlay  deficit,  debt  requirements,  and  reduced  assessed  valuations  of  taxable  property 
resulting  from  the  abatements  granted  before  I  took  office. 

More  detailed  information  concerning  this  budget  is  contained  in  a  report  from  the  Budget  Commis- 
sioner which  is  submitted  herewith.

I  submit  herewith  a  detailed  analysis  of  the  1950  budget  recommendations  for  City  Maintenance, 
County  Maintenance,  and  Income  Departments,  which  are  to  be  forwarded  by  you  to  the  City  Council 
on  Monday,  February  6,  1950. 

The  classifications  in  the  budget  document  for  1950  conform,  as  nearly  as  local  conditions  will  permit, 
to  the  specifications  as  set  forth  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  for  classifying  statistics  on  government 
finances.  This  form  of  classification  is  also  recommended  by  the  Finance  Commission  Survey,  and  if  adopted 
nationally  will  develop  valuable  statistical  knowledge  about  American  cities. 

This  budget  is  not  a  complete  financial  plan  for  the  City  of  Boston,  since  statutory  restrictions  make 
it  impossible  to  include  the  other  elements  entering  into  the  financial  picture,  such  as  School  Budget, 
Debt  Requirements,  State  Assessments,  etc.  However,  it  does  contain  the  annual  requirements  for  the 
city  and  county  departments  for  the  current  fiscal  year. 

The  budget  is  divided  into  three  parts  as  follows: 

PART  ONE  contains  the  Mayor's  message  and  two  summaries  each  for  City  Maintenance, 
County  Maintenance,  and  Income  Departments.  The  first  set  of  summaries  compares  the  1949 
appropriations  with  the  1950  allowances  by  function  and  department  organization  units.  The 
second  set  of  summaries  compares  the  1949  appropriations  with  the  1950  allowances  by  function, 
department  organization  units,  and  object. 

PART  TWO  contains  the  segregated  detail  of  the  allowances  for  City  Maintenance,  County 
Maintenance,  and  Income  Departments  by  function,  organization  units,  and  object,  with  tabulated 
columns  showing  the  1948  expenditures,  the  1949  appropriations,  the  1949  actual  expenditures,  and  the 
1950  allowances. 

PART  THREE  contains  the  appropriation  and  tax  orders  for  action  by  the  City  Council.

The  grand  total  of  the  recommendations  for  the  year  1950  is  $88,406,024.37.  This  represents  an 
increase  of  $2,120,551.37  over  the  total  appropriations  for  the  year  1949.  The  total  of  the  estimates 
submitted  by  all  departments  was  approximately  $11,000,000  in  excess  of  the  total  appropriations  for  1949. 
This  excess  has  been  reduced  by  slightly  less  than  $9,000,000.

This  increase  of  $1,969,390.15  over  the  total  appropriations  for  1949  for  City  Maintenance  reflects, 
as  can  be  seen  by  a  study  of  the  above  table,  drastic  reductions  in  all  budget  items.  It  is  expected,  there- 
fore, that  each  department  head  will  cooperate  to  the  fullest  extent  in  operating  his  individual  department 
as  efficiently  as  possible,  so  that  expenditures  will  not  exceed  the  budget  allowances,  and  to  do  this  without 
curtailing  the  necessary  services  to  which  the  public  is  entitled. 

If  the  following  mandatory  amounts  did  not  have  to  be  provided  in  this  year's  budget,  there  would 
be  a  substantial  reduction  over  the  1949  appropriations  for  City  Maintenance.

This  amount  is  necessary  to  provide  the  other  half-year  for  the  general  increase  of  $300 
granted  to  city  employees  effective  in  1949  from  July  first. 

Tliis  sum  is  necessary  to  provide  a  full  year  for  the  increase  in  pensions  granted  in  1949. 
This  sum  is  necessary  to  provide  for  the  expense  of  an  additional  contract  district  estab- 
lished in  1949  for  removal  and  disposal  of  waste. 

Thirty  thousand  dollars  of  this  sum  is  necessary  to  provide  the  Police  Department 
with  funds  for  typing  and  mailing  parking  violation  notices,  as  a  result  of  recent  legis- 
lation, and  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  to  pay  the  overtime  to  policemen  for  the  extra 
state  election  function  and  anticipated  overtime  due  to  the  Boston  Jubilee  and  parades. 
This  sum  is  necessary  to  provide  for  two  election  functions  this  year,  as  compared  with 
one  last  year,  necessitating  increased  costs  for  printing  voting  lists,  renting  polling 
places,  etc. 

This  amount  is  necessary  to  provide  for  contemplated  improvements  in  lighting  the 
city  streets. 


This  year's  budget  contains  an  increased  appropriation  for  the  Budget  Department,  which  will  enable 
it  to  take  the  initial  steps  toward  reorganization,  in  accordance  with  the  Mayor's  plan  as  outlined  in  the 
inaugural  message.  It  will  also  permit  the  Budget  Department  to  undertake  a  revision  of  the  classification 
of  accounts,  in  existence  since  the  establishment  of  the  segregated  budget  system  in  1916,  and  which  has 
been  recommended  in  the  Finance  Commission  Survey  of  the  financial  administration  of  the  city. 

A  new  Automotive  Division  has  been  established  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  which  will 
group  under  one  division  head  all  the  expenses  in  connection  with  the  motor  vehicles  of  the  Public  Works 
Department,  which  were  formerly  scattered  over  the  various  divisions.  There  is  no  doubt  that  this  arrange- 
ment will  eventually  amount  to  substantial  savings  to  the  city. 
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The  case  loads  in  both  the  Welfare  Department  and  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  are  continually 
increasing.  This  budget  provides  for  an  increase  of  $2,000,000  in  excess  of  the  amount  provided  in  1949 
for  these  purposes.  This  is  a  substantial  increase,  but  the  city  is  obliged  to  take  care  of  its  poor,  its  needy, 
its  underprivileged,  and  its  veterans. 

This  budget  also  contains  a  so-called  down  payment  of  $160,500  as  a  prerequisite  for  the  borrowing 
for  Construction  of  Public  Ways.    Good  streets  are  absolutely  essential  for  the  proper  movement  of  traffic. 

COUNTY  MAINTENANCE. 

The  amounts  recommended  for  County  Maintenance  total  $5,580,893.98.  This  total  represents  a 
reduction  of  approximately  $300,000  in  the  estimates  as  originally  submitted  by  county  officials,  and  is 
$231,672.27  greater  than  the  total  appropriations  for  1949,  as  shown  in  the  following  tabulation:

The  county  budget  has  been  reduced  to  the  lowest  possible  minimum  consistent  with  the  services 
required,  and,  while  the  items  which  have  been  eliminated  are  important,  it  is  felt  that  they  can  be  post- 
poned for  another  year  at  least. 

Following  is  a  list  of  the  amounts  and  the  reasons  for  the  allowances  which  have  been  increased  over 
the  1949  appropriations: 

$134,700         This  amount  is  necessary  to  provide  the  other  half  year  for  the  general  increase  of  $300 
granted  to  county  employees  effective  in  1949  from  July  first. 
100,000         This  amount  is  necessary  to  provide  for  statutory  increases  to  county  officials  and 
employees. 
16,000        This  amount  is  necessary  to  provide  for  step-rate  increases. 

27,000  This  amount  is  necessary  because  of  the  increase  in  the  pay  for  jurors  from  $6  to  $8  per 
day. 

18,000  This  amount  is  necessary  because  of  the  increase  in  witness  fees  from  $1.50  to  $3  per 
day. 

16,000  This  amount  is  necessary  to  allow  the  Probate  Court  to  print  a  consolidated  index  for 
sale  to  the  public,  the  preliminary  work  for  which  was  begun  in  1949. 

12,000  This  amount  is  necessary  for  the  rental  of  water  furnished  Deer  Island  by  the  town 
of  Winthroplbecause  of  the  lack  of  pressure  in  the  regular  city  water  mains. 

26,000  This  amount  is  necessary  to  provide  sufficient  funds  for  the  completion  of  the  recon- 
struction of  the  roof  at  the  Suffolk  County  Jail.

While  the  above  sum  of  $349,700  is  in  excess  of  the  net  increase  in  County  Maintenance,  reductions 
have  been  made  in  other  budget  items  which  have  offset  it. 

INCOME   DEPARTMENTS. 
The  amounts  recommended  for  the  Income  Departments,  which  are  self-supporting  and  do  not  require 
appropriations  on  the  tax  levy,  total  $3,937,279.87.     This  total  represents  a  reduction  of  approximately 
$400,000  in  the  estimates  as  originally  submitted  by  department  heads,  and  is  $80,511.05  less  than  the 
total  appropriations  for  1949,  as  shown  in  the  following  tabulation:

The  increase  of  $92,133.91  for  Personal  Service,  as  shown  in  the  above  table,  is  to  provide  for  the  amount 
necessary  for  the  other  half  of  the  year  for  the  general  increase  of  $300  granted  to  all  employees  effective 
in  1949  from  July  first.  This  increase,  however,  has  been  offset  by  reductions  in  all  the  other  items  in  the 
Income  Department  budgets,  and  the  Income  Departments  show  a  total  reduction  of  $80,511.05.  The 
increase  in  the  Unassigned  item,  as  indicated  in  the  above  table,  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  proportionate 
share  of  the  new  Automotive  Division  is  reflected  in  this  item.

APPROPRIATIONS  AND   TAX  ORDERS   FOR   THE   FINANCIAL  YEAR   1950. 

Ordered,  That  to  meet  the  current  expenses  payable  during  the  financial  year  beginning  with  the  first  day  of 
January,  1950,  for  performing  the  duties  and  exercising  the  powers  devolved  by  statute  or  ordinance,  or  by 
vote  of  the  City  Council  during  the  year,  upon  the  City  of  Boston,  or  County  of  Suffolk,  or  the  departments 
or  officers  thereof,  the  respective  sums  of  money  specified  in  the  tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  be, 
and  the  same  are,  hereby  appropriated  for  the  several  departments  and  for  the  objects  and  purposes  herein- 
after stated. 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriation  for  Water  Service,  current  expenses,  and  the  payment  to  the  state, 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  488  of  the  Acts  of  1895,  and  acts  in  addition  or  amendment  thereto,  and  for 
the  interest  and  debt  requirements  or  for  loans  issued  for  water  purposes,  be  met  by  the  income  of  said 
works  and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes;  that  the  appropriation  for  Printing  Department  be  met  by 
the  department  income  and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes ;  and  the  appropriation  for  the  City  Record 
be  met  by  the  income  of  said  publication  and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes;  that  the  appropriation 
for  the  Sumner  Traffic  Tunnel  be  met  by  the  income  from  tolls  and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  11,  chapter  297,  of  the  Acts  of  1929,  as  amended  by  chapter  74  of 
the  Acts  of  1935;  that  the  other  appropriations  hereinafter  specified  be  met  out  of  the  money  remaining  in 
the  treasury  at  the  close  of  business  on  December  31,  1949,  exclusive  of  the  money  raised  by  loan  or  needed 
to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  any  statute,  gift,  trust,  or  special  appropriation;  by  the  income  of  the 
financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1950;  by  taxes  on  the  polls  and  estates  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and  by  the 
proceeds  of  any  duly  authorized  loans. 

Ordered,  That  all  sums  of  money  which  form  no  part  of  the  income  of  the  city,  but  shall  be  paid  for 
services  rendered  or  work  done  by  any  department  or  division  for  any  other  department  or  division,  or  for 
any  person  or  corporation  other  than  the  City  of  Boston,  be  paid  into  the  general  treasury,  and  that  all 
contributions  made  to  any  appropriation  be  expended  for  the  objects  and  purposes  directed  by  the  several 
contributors  thereof. 

Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the  appropriations  of  the  city,  and  all  taxes  assessed  for  meeting 
the  city's  proportion  of  the  state  tax  for  the  year  1950,  or  for  any  other  taxes  or  assessments  payable  to  the 
Commonwealth,  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  July  first  of  each  year.  Interest  shall  be  charged  at  the  rate  of 
4  per  cent  per  annum  and  computed  from  October  first,  1950,  on  all  real  estate  and  personal  property  taxes 
remaining  unpaid  after  November  first,  1950,  and  assessed  and  payable  in  the  year  1950  before  said  Novem- 
ber first,  1950,  until  such  taxes  are  paid.  All  interest  which  shall  have  become  due  on  taxes  shall  be  added 
to  and  be  part  of  such  taxes. 

Ordered,  That  except  as  the  appropriation  for  any  purpose  or  item  shall  be  increased  by  additional 
appropriations  or  transfers  lawfully  made,  no  money  shall  be  expended  by  any  department  for  any  of  the 
purposes  or  items  designated  in  the  tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  in  excess  of  the  amount  set 
down  as  appropriated  for  such  specific  purpose  or  item.

It  is  necessary  that 
these  children  travel  a  aistance  of  approxi- 
mately two  to  three  miles  in  order  to  attend 
the  dental  clinic.

Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949  author- 
izes the  Administrator  of  the  Housing  and 
Home  Finance  Agency  to  make  loans  and 
grants  to  assist  cities,  such  as  Boston,  in 
acquiring  slum  and  blighted  areas  and  making 
the  land  available  for  development  and  re- 
development. 

The  Administrator  is  taking  applications 
for  capital  grants  only  at  this  time.  Appli- 
cations for  loans  will  be  accepted  at  a  later 
date.  From  the  initial  $200,000,000  available 
under  the  Act,  the  City  of  Boston  is  entitled 
to  a  maximum  capital  grant  of  $2,982,770. 
It  is  conceivable  that  this  amount  may  be 
increased  if  the  total  now  available  is  not 
completely    earmarked    elsewhere. 

To  obtain  the  funds  it  is  necessary  that 
your  Honor  and  the  City  Council  approve  a 
resolution,  in  form  satisfactory  to  the  Admin- 
istrator of  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance 
Agency,  for  reservation  of  grant  monies.

Resolved,  By  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  the  City  of  Boston  (herein  designated  for 
this    purpose    the    "Community")  : 

1.  That  upon  the  basis  of  preliminary 
studies  it  is  considered  to  be  in  the  public 
interest  and  it  is  the  desire  and  purpose  of 
the  Community  that  there  be  undertaken  and 
carried  out,  with  the  aid  of  capital  grants 
out  of  said  $200,000,000,  certain  slum  clearance 
and  redevelopment  work  in  the  Community, 
and  that  such  work,  or  at  least  the  surveying 
or  planning  in  connection  therewith,  can  be 
started   prior  to   July    1,    1951. 

2.  That  the  Administrator  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  requested  to  reserve  or  earmark  for 
such  work  out  of  said  $200,000,000  an  amount 
not    exceeding    $2,982,770. 

3.  That  it  is  hereby  recognized  that  under 
Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949  certain 
requirements  are  imposed  in  order  to  obtain 
federal  aid  thereunder  for  slum  clearance  and 
redevelopment  projects,  including  requirements 
for  the  provision  of  local  grants-in-aid,  the 
approval  of  redevelopment  plans  by  the 
governing  body  of  the  locality,  the  making 
of  certain  findings  by  such  governing  body, 
and  other  requirements,  and  it  is  further 
recognized  that  the  cooperation  of  the  Com- 
munity is  necessary  to  carry  out  the  slum 
clearance  and  redevelopment  program  which 
is  proposed  to  be  undertaken  and  for  which 
the    reservation    of    funds    is    hereby    requested.

This    Authority,    pursuant   to    the   provisions 
of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  has  applied  to  the 


Public  Housing  Administration  for  program 
reservation  for  construction  of  additional 
federally-aided  low-rent  housing  in  Boston. 
The  Public  Housing  Administration  has  ap- 
proved 4,000  units  for  Boston  for  the  forth- 
coming two  years.  No  reservation  beyond 
two  years  will  be  accepted  by  Public  Housing 
Administration    at   this   time. 

To  enable  the  Authority  to  start  the  pro- 
gram, Public  Housing  Administration  has 
approved  a  preliminary  loan  of  $550,000  and 
will  make  an  initial  advance  thereon  within 
the  next  few  days.  The  application  for  the 
preliminary  loan  was  approved  by  the  City 
Council  and  Mayor  on  November  28,  1949. 

The  Housing  Act  of  1949  requires,  as  did 
the  United  States  Housing  Act  of  1937,  that 
the  Authority  enter  into  a  so-called  "Coopera- 
tion Agreement"  with  the  City  of  Boston 
covering  projects  to  be  built  under  its  provi- 
sions. Such  a  contract  has  been  in  effect 
since  1938,  covering  all  federally-aided  projects 
now  in  operation  in  the  City  of  Boston.  A 
similar  contract  must  now  be  entered  into 
for  contemplated   projects  under  the   new   law. 

There  is  transmitted  herewith  a  proposed 
form  of  Cooperation  Agreement,  the  form 
and  content  of  which  have  been  agreed  upon 
by  counsel  for  this  Authority  and  Public 
Housing  Administration  and  the  Corporation 
Counsel   of   the   City   of   Boston. 

It  covers  the  salient  provisions  of  the  law 
relative  to  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  and 
equivalent  elimination  of  substandard  dwell- 
ings. There  are  various  other  provisions 
relative  to  the  usual  cooperation  of  the  various 
departments  and  boards  of  the  city  during 
the  development  and  management  stages  of 
the  projects. 

Payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  under  this  agree- 
ment are  fixed  at  ten  (10)  per  cent  of  shelter 
rents.  Under  the  previous  agreement  the  pay- 
ment was  43  per  cent,  although  during  the 
war  period  a  larger  payment  was  made  be- 
cause of  the  temporary  diversion  of  the 
projects  from  their  true  low-rent  purpose. 
This  permanent  increase  to  ten  (10)  per  cent 
represents  the  culmination  of  a  long  struggle 
on  the  part  of  the  Authority  to  increase  these 
payments    to   the   city. 

The  city  agrees  to  cooperate  with  the  Au- 
thority in  the  elimination  of  substandard 
dwellings  to  the  extent  provided  in  the  Act. 
The  Act,  in  this  respect,  has  been  liberalized, 
by  reason  of  the  housing  shortage,  to  provide 
that  the  equivalent  elimination  feature  of  the 
Act  shall  not  be  applicable  to  projects  built 
on  the  site  of  a  slum  cleared  after  July  15 
1949. 

If  the  proposed  contract  meets  with  your 
approval,  will  you  submit  it  to  the  City 
Council  for  action  thereupon  at  an  early 
meeting?  The  Authority  knows  that  you  are 
very  anxious  to  assist  in  providing  additional 
homes  in  Boston.  Please  be  assured  that  the 
Authority  is  proceeding  with  the  program 
with  as  much  speed  as  possible.  This  Co- 
operation Agreement  is  the  most  immediate 
step  in  our  progress,  and  we  know  that  we 
can   be  assured  of  your  assistance.

Cooperation   Agreement. 

This    Agreement,    entered    into    this 

day    of 19 by    and    between    the 

Boston  Housing  Authority  (herein  called  the 
"Authority")  and  the  City  of  Boston  (herein 
called    the    "City"),    witnesseth: 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  received  from 
the  Public  Housing  Administration  (herein 
called  the  "PHA")  a  Program  Reservation 
for   4,000   units  of  low-rent  housing   to   ho   de- 
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veloped  and  located  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  City  and  may  hereafter  apply 
for   additional    Program    Reservations;    and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  proposes  to  enter 
into  one  or  more  contracts  with  the  PHA  for 
loans  and  annual  contributions  in  connection 
with  the  development  and  administration  of 
such  low-rent  housing,  all  pursuant  to  the 
United  States  Housing  Act  of  1937,  as 
amended    (herein    called    the    "ACT");    and 

Whereas,  The  City  is  desirous  of  assisting 
and  cooperating  with  the  Authority  in  such 
undertakings  and  of  complying  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Sections  10(a),  10(h),  and 
15(7)  (b)  of  the  Act,  as  well  as  all  other  ap- 
plicable  provisions   thereof; 

Now,  therefore,  in  consideration  of  the  mu- 
tual covenants  hereinafter  set  forth,  the  Au- 
thority and  the  City  do  agree: 

1.     Whenever   used    in    this    Agreement: 

(a)  The  term  "Project"  shall  mean  any 
low-rent  housing  hereafter  developed  as  one 
operation  by  the  Authority  with  financial 
assistance  of  the  PHA  and  included  within 
any  Program  Reservations  issued  to  the 
Authority  by  the  PHA  which  in  the  aggre- 
gate may  not  exceed  8,000  units  of  low-rent 
housing.  A  Project  will  generally  be  lo- 
cated on  a  single  site  but  may  be  on  scat- 
tered sites. 

(b)  The  term  "Taxing  Body"  shall  mean 
the  State  or  any  political  subdivision  or 
taxing  unit  thereof  (including  the  City)  in 
which  a  Project  is  situated  and  which  would 
have  authority  to  assess  or  levy  real  or  per- 
sonal property  taxes  or  to  certify  such  taxes 
to  a  taxing  body  or  public  officer  to  be 
levied  for  its  use  and  benefit  with  respect 
to  a  Project  if  it  were  not  exempt  from 
taxation. 

(c)  The  term  "Shelter  Rent"  shall  mean 
the  total  of  all  charges  to  all  tenants  of  a 
Project  for  dwelling  rents  and  non-dwelling 
rents  (excluding  all  other  income  of  such 
Project),  less  the  cost  to  the  Authority  of 
all    dwelling    and    non-dwelling    utilities. 

(d)  The  term  "Slum"  means  any  area 
where  dwellings  predominate  which,  by  rea- 
son of  dilapidation,  overcrowding,  faulty  ar- 
rangement or  design,  lack  of  ventilation, 
light  or  sanitation  facilities,  or  any  com- 
bination of  these  factors,  are  detrimental 
to  safety,    health   or   morals. 

2.  The  Authority  shall  endeavor  to  secure 
a  contract  or  contracts  with  the  PHA  for 
loans  and  annual  contributions,  and  undertake 
to  develop  and  administer  one  or  more  Proj- 
ects. 

3.  Under  the  constitution  and  statutes  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  all  ■ 
Projects  are  exempt  from  all  real  and  personal 
property  taxes  and  special  assessments  levied 
or  imposed  by  any  Taxing  Body;  and,  with 
respect  to  any  Project,  so  long  as  either  (a) 
such  Project  is  used  for  low-rent  housing  pur- 
poses, or  (b)  any  contract  between  the  Au- 
thority and  the  PHA  for  loans  or  annual  con- 
tributions, or  both,  in  connection  with  such 
Project  shall  remain  in  force  and  effect,  or 
(c)  any  bonds  issued  in  connection  with  such 
Project  shall  remain  outstanding,  whichever 
period  is  the  longest,  the  City  agrees  that  it 
will  not  levy  or  impose  any  real  or  personal 
property  taxes  or  special  assessments  upon 
such  Project  or  upon  the  Authority  with  re- 
spect thereto.  During  such  period,  the  Au- 
thority shall  make  annual  payments  (herein 
called  "Payments  in  Lieu  of  Taxes")  in  lieu 
of  such  taxes  and  special  assessments  and  in 
payment  for  public  services  and  facilities  fur- 
nished for  or  with  respect  to  such  Project 
other  than  water,  supplied  to  or  provided  for 
such  Project.  Each  such  annual  Payment  in 
Lieu  of  Taxes  shall  be  made  after  the  end  of 
the  fiscal  year  established  for  such  Project, 
and  shall  be  in  an  amount  equal  to  either  (a) 
ten  per  cent  (10%)  of  the  aggregate  Shelter 
Rent  charged  by  the  Authority  in  respect  to 
such   Project   during   such   Fiscal   year  or    (b) 


the  amount  permitted  to  be  paid  by  applicable 
state  law  in  effect  on  the  date  of  this  Cooper- 
ation Agreement,  whichever  amount  is  the 
lower;  provided,  however,  that  upon  failure  of 
the  Authority  to  make  any  such  Payment  in 
Lieu  of  Taxes,  no  lien  against  any  Project 
or  assets  of  the  Authority  shall  attach;  pro- 
vided, further,  that  no  payment  for  any  year 
shall  be  made  to  the  City  in  excess  of  the 
amount  of  the  real  property  taxes  which  would 
have  been  paid  to  the  City  for  such  year  if 
the  Project  were  not  exempt  from  taxation. 
4.  The  City  agrees  that,  subsequent  to  the 
date  of  initiation  (as  defined  in  the  Act)  of 
each  Project  and  within  five  years  after  the 
completion  thereof,  or  such  further  period  as 
may  be  approved  by  the  PHA,  and  in  addition 
to  the  number  of  unsafe  or  insanitary  dwell- 
ing units  which  the  City  is  obligated  to  elim- 
inate as  a  part  of  the  low-rent  housing 
project (s)  heretofore  undertaken  by  the  Au- 
thority and  identified  as  Project  No(s).  Mass. 
2-1,  2-3  and  2-4,  Mass.  2-6  and  Mass.  2-5,  2-7 
and  2-8,  there  has  been  or  will  be  elimination 
(as  approved  by  the  PHA)  by  demolition, 
condemnation,  effective  closing,  or  compulsory 
repair  or  improvement,  of  unsafe  or  insani- 
tary dwelling  units  situated  in  the  locality 
or  metropolitan  area  of  the  City  substantially 
equal  in  number  to  the  number  of  newly  con- 
structed dwelling  units  provided  by  such 
Project;  provided,  that,  where  more  than  one 
family  is  living  in  an  unsafe  or  insanitary 
dwelling  unit,  the  elimination  of  such  unit 
shall  count  as  the  elimination  of  units  equal 
to  the  number  of  families  accommodated  there- 
in; and  provided,  further,  that  this  paragraph 
4  shall  not  apply  in  the  case  of  (a)  any 
Project  developed  on  the  site  of  a  Slum 
cleared  subsequent  to  July  15,  1949,  and  that 
the  dwelling  units  eliminated  by  the  clearance 
of  the  site  of  such  Project  shall  not  be  counted 
as  elimination  for  any  other  Project  or  any 
other  low-rent  housing  project,  or  (b)  any 
Project    located    in    a    rural    non-farm    area. 

5.  During  the  period  commencing  with  the 
date  of  the  acquisition  of  any  part  of  the  site 
or  sites,  of  any  Project  and  continuing  so 
long  as  either  (a)  such  Project  is  used  for 
low-rent  housing  purposes,  or  (b)  any  con- 
tract between  the  Authority  and  the  PHA 
for  loans  or  annual  contributions,  or  both, 
with  respect  to  such  Project  shall  remain  in 
force  and  effect,  or  (c)  any  bonds  issued  in 
connection  with  such  Project  shall  remain 
outstanding,  whichever  period  is  the  longest, 
the  City  without  cost  or  charge  to  the  Au- 
thority or  the  tenants  of  such  Project  (other 
than   the   Payments    in    Lieu   of    Taxes)    shall: 

(a.)  Furnish  or  cause  to  be  furnished  to 
the  Authority  and  the  tenants  of  such 
Project  (i)  the  public  services  and  facili- 
ties which  are  at  the  date  hereof  being  fur- 
nished without  cost  or  charge  to  other 
dwellings  and  inhabitants  in  the  City  in- 
cluding but  not  limited  to:  educational,  fire, 
police  and  health  protection  and  services: 
maintenance  and  repair  of  public  streets, 
roads  and  sidewalks,  and  of  sewer  systems: 
snow  removal;  garbage,  trash  and  ash  col- 
lection and  disposal;  street  lighting  on  pub- 
lic streets  and  roads  within  such  Project 
and  on  the  boundaries  thereof;  and  ade- 
quate sewer  services  for  such  Project;  and 
(ii)  also  such  additional  public  services  and 
facilities  as  may  from  time  to  time  here- 
after be  furnished  without  cost  or  charee 
to  other  dwellings  and  inhabitants  in  the 
City; 

(b)  Recommend  to  the  proper  board  or 
officer  the  vacating  of  such  streets,  roads. 
and  alleys  within  the  area  of  such  Project 
as  may  be  necessary  in  the  development 
thereof,  and  convey  without  charge  to  the 
Authority  such  interest  as  the  City  may 
have  in  such  vacated  areas,  and.  insofar 
as  it  is  lawfully  able  to  do  so  without  cost 
or  expense  to  the  Authority  or  to  the  City, 
cause    to    be    removed    from    such    vacated 
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areas,    insofar    as    it   may    be    necessary,    all 
utility    lines    and    equipment; 

(e)  Recommend  to  the  proper  boards  or 
officers  such  waivers  of  the  building  code  of 
the  City  as  are  reasonable  and  necessary 
to  promote  economy  and  efficiency  in  the 
development  and  administration  of  such 
Project,  and  such  changes  in  any  zoning 
of  the  site  and  surrounding  territory  of 
such  Project  as  are  reasonable  and  necessary 
for   the   development  and   protection   thereof; 

(d)  accept  grants  of  easements  neces- 
sary for  the  development  of  such  Project; 
and 

(e)  cooperate  with  the  Authority  '  by 
such  other  lawful  actions  or  ways  as  the 
City  and  the  Authority  may  find  necessary 
in  connection  with  the  development  and  ad- 
ministration of  such  Project. 

6.  In  respect  to  any  Project  the  City 
further  agrees  that  within  a  reasonable  time 
after  receipt  of  a  written  request  therefor 
from  the  Authority: 

(a)  The  City  will  recommend  to  the 
proper  board  or  officer  the  laying  out  as 
public  streets  of  all  streets  and  roads,  with 
their  adjacent  sidewalks,  within  the  area 
of  such  project  after  the  Authority,  at  its 
own  expense,  has  completed  the  grading, 
improvement,  and  paving  thereof  in  accord- 
ance with  specifications  acceptable  to  the 
City;    and 

(b)  The  City  will  recommend  to  the 
proper  board  or  officer  the  laying  out  as 
public  streets  of  all  streets  bounding  such 
Project  or  necessary  to  provide  adequate 
access  thereto  and  will  grade,  improve,  pave 
and  provide  sidewalks  therefor;  in  considera- 
tion whereof  the  Authority  shall  pay  to  the 
City  such  amount  as  would  be  assessed 
against  the  Project  site  for  such  work  if  it 
were   privately   owned;   and 

(c)  The  City  will  provide,  or  cause  to 
be  provided,  water  mains,  and  storm  and 
sanitary  sewer  mains,  leading  to  such 
Project  and  serving  the  bounding  streets 
thereof,  in  consideration  whereof  the  Au- 
thority shall  pay  to  the  City  such  amount 
as  would  be  assessed  against  the  Project 
site   if   it   were   privately   owned. 

7.  If  the  City  shall,  within  a  reasonable 
time  after  written  notice  from  the  Authority, 
fail  or  refuse  to  furnish  or  cause  to  be  fur- 
nished any  of  the  services  or  facilities  which 
it  is  obligated  hereunder  to  furnish  or  cause 
to  be  furnished  to  the  Authority  or  to  any 
Project,  then  the  Authority  may  proceed  to 
obtain  such  services  or  facilities  elsewhere, 
and  deduct  the  cost  therefor  from  any  Pay- 
ments in  Lieu  of  Taxes  due  or  to  become  due 
to  the  City  in  respect  to  any  Project  or  any 
other  low-rent  housing  projects  assisted  or 
owned   by   the   PHA. 

8.  No  Cooperation  Agreement  heretofore 
entered  into  between  the  City  and  the  Au- 
thority shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  any 
Project    covered    by   this    Agreement. 

9.  So  long  as  any  contract  between  the 
Authority  and  the  PHA  for  loans  (including 
preliminary  loans)  or  annual  contributions, 
or  both,  with  respect  to  any  Project  shall 
remain  in  force  and  effect,  or  so  long  as  any 
bonds  issued  in  connection  with  such  Project 
shall  remain  outstanding,  this  agreement  shall 
not  be  abrogated,  changed  or  modified  without 
the  consent  of  the  PHA.  The  privileges  and 
obligations  of  the  City  hereunder  shall  remain 
in  full  force  and  effect  with  respect  to  each 
Project  so  long  as  the  beneficial  title  to  such 
Project  is  held  by  the  Authority  or  some  other 
public  body  or  governmental  agency,  includ- 
ing the  l'HA,  authorized  by  law  to  engage 
in  the  development  or  administration  of  low- 
rent  housing  projects.  If  at  any  time  the 
beneficial  title  to,  or  possession  of,  any  Project 
is  held  by  ::ueh  other  public  body  or  govern- 
mental agency,  including  the  PHA,  the  pro- 
visions   hereof    shall     inure    to    the    benefit    of, 


and  may  be  enforced  by,  such  other  public 
body  or  governmental  agency,  including  the 
PHA.

BOARD. 

The  following   was   received:

Gentlemen: 

There  is  forwarded  herewith  an  order  ap- 
propriating the  sum  of  $15,000  to  the  City 
Planning  Board  to  enable  that  Board  to  de- 
velop a  master  plan  and  capital  improvement 
program.  This  plan  and  program  should  in- 
dicate all  local  objectives  as  to  appropriate 
land  uses  and  improved  traffic,  public  trans- 
portation, public  utilities,  recreational  and 
other  community  facilities.  These  programs 
are  vitally  important  so  that  the  planning  of 
the   city   will   be   objective   and   not  haphazard. 

It  is  absolutely  essential,  in  order  that  the 
city  may  be  in  a  position  to  take  advantage 
of  the  1949  Federal  Housing  Act  for  the  re- 
development of  certain  substandard  areas  in 
the  city,  to  file  a  so-called  master  plan  of  the 
entire  city  with  the  federal  authorities.  It 
is  understood  that  there  will  be  approximately 
$7,500,000  capital  grants  available  to  the  city, 
but  the  city  cannot  receive  any  grants  what- 
soever  until   and   unless    this    is   done. 

In  order  that  the  Planning  Board  may  pro- 
ceed without  delay,  your  immediate  considera- 
tion and  adoption  of  the  accompanying  order 
appropi'iating  the  sum  of  $15,000  is  respect- 
fully   recommended.

dustry in  our  nation;  said  Fair  Employment 
Practice  Act  has  passed  and  has  been  enacted 
by  our  Legislature  and  has  proved  most 
worthy.  It  is  the  hope  of  members  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  that  the  Senators  and 
Congressmen  of  Massachusetts  record  them- 
selves in  favor  of  federal  legislation  to  this 
end;   and  it  is  further 

Ordered,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be 
sent  to  the  United  States  Senators  and  mem- 
bers   of    Congress    from    Massachusetts. 

On  motion  of  Councilor  Kinsella  the  reso- 
lution was  amended  by  striking  out  the  last 
sentence  of  the  first  paragraph  and  inserting 
in  ^  place    thereof    the    following    sentence: 

"It  is  the  hope  of  members  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  that  the  Senators  and  Congressmen 
from  Massachusetts  give  deep  and  earnest  con- 
sideration before  voting  on  federal  legislation 
to    this    end;    and    it    is    further     .     .     ." 

On  motion  of  Councilor  Ansel,  the  rules 
were  suspended  and  the  resolution  as  amended 
was   adopted. 

On  motion  of  Councilor  Kinsella,  the  fore- 
going vote  was  reconsidered.  On  motion  of 
Councilor  Hannon,  the  resolution  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Rules.  Councilor  Ansel 
moved  reconsideration  of  the  vote  referring 
the    resolution     to     the     Committee    on     Rules.

SALE  OF  STEAM  PUMP  AT  CALF 
PASTURE.

The  Public  Works  Department  is  in  pos- 
session of  a  steam  pump  which  is  no  longer 
of  any  use  to  that  department.

I  respectfully  request  that  you  submit  to 
the  City  Council  the  attached  order  for  the 
sale  of  the  Leavitt  steam  pump  at  the  Calf 
Pasture  Pumping  Station. 

This  pump  was  installed  in  1902.  It  has 
not  been  used  since  1942,  because  of  a  broken 
rocker  beam  pin  weighing  approximately  2,000 
pounds;  said  pin  having  been  replaced  in  1939. 
About  1918,  the  rocker  beams  proper  cracked 
and  were  repaired  by  welding;  subsequent 
repairs  being  necessary  between  that  date  and 
1942  when  the  use  of  the  pump  was  abandoned 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Chief  Steam 
Engineer  that  the  pump  could  not  be  success- 
fully repaired,  and  that  if  it  were  repaired, 
it  would  be  dangerous  to  operate. 

The  pump  weighs  about  700  tons;  it  is  about 
48  feet  long,  44  feet  wide,  70  feet  high,  and 
has  a  flywheel  36  feet  in  diameter.  Because 
of  the  difficulty  and  expense  of  demolishing 
it,  it  is  impossible  to  set  a  fair  upset  sale 
price  for  the  pump  on  a  ton  basis  of  junk 
value. 

To  overcome  this  difficulty,  I  publicly  ad- 
vertised for  bids  to  demolish  and  remove  the 
pump,  which  required  the  bidder  to  furnish 
a  certified  check  in  the  amount  that  he  would 
pay  the  city  in  exchange  for  the  pump,  said 
check  to  become  the  property  of  the  city  upon 
execution  of  the  contract.  The  following  bids 
were    received    on    Tuesday,    February   21: 

Shaughnessy  &  Ahern  Company — to  demol- 
ish pump  and  pay  city   $5,225. 

Harcon  Corporation — to  demolish  pump  and 
pay  city  $4,167.

For  the  past  thirty-eight  years,  this  depart- 
ment and  contractors  working  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  department  have  been  using 
Spectacle  Island  in  Boston  Harbor  as  a  site 
for   the  disposal  of   refuse  materials. 

It  is  an  ideal  location  for  a  refuse  dump, 
because  it  is  far  removed  from  any  residential 
or  industrial  properties,  and  it  contains  large 
areas  of  solid  fill  and  flats  that  can  be  filled 
advantageously. 

The  Board  of  Real  Estate  Commissioners 
has  acquired  by  foreclosure,  due  to  nonpay- 
ment of  taxes,  two  large  parcels  of  land  lo- 
cated on  the  island.  The  only  other  large 
parcel  of  land  on  the  island  that  can  be  uti- 
lized to  good  advantage  for  the  dumping  of 
refuse  is  owned  by  the  Coleman  Disposal 
Company,  the  contractor  who  has  a  contract 
with  the  department  at  the  present  time  for 
the  disposal  of  refuse  collected  in  various  sec- 
tions  of   the   city. 

As  the  Board  of  Real  Estate  Commissioners 
has  no  use  for  this  land,  and  as  it  has  no 
resale  value  at  the  present  time,  except  as  a 
site  for  a  refuse  dump  it  would  be  to  the 
advantage  of  the  city  to  retain  ownership  of 
the  property,  because  it  will  permit  the  Pub- 
lic Works  Department  to  control  a  major  item 
in  the  disposal  contract,  with  the  result  that 
we  may  be  able  to  acquire  the  additional  items 
that  are  needed  to  provide  for  competitive 
bidding  in  connection  with  the  disposal  con- 
tract.

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
to  install  a  stagger  system  in  sending  out 
eviction  notices  to  tenants  of  public  housing 
developments  whose  incomes  are  excessive  so 
that  those  with  the  lowest  incomes  will  be  the 
last  to  receive  notices  of  evictions;  also,  pro- 
vide that  all  tenants  to  be  evicted  shall  re- 
ceive at  least  a  year  to  secure  housing  accom- 
modations. 

On  motion  of  Councilor  Chase  the  order  was 
amended  by  striking  out  all  words  after  the 
word  "also"  and  inserting  the  following 
words  "provided  that  those  tenants  earning 
not  in  excess  of  $60  a  week  be  given  one 
year's    notice    before    eviction." 

On  motion  of  Councilor  Linehan  to  recon- 
sider the  foregoing  vote  on  the  amendment, 
the  motion  to  reconsider  was  lost.  The  rules 
were  suspended  and  the  order  as  amended 
was   passed.

of  World  War  II;  (4)  aU  other  United  States 
war  veterans  and  their  surviving  widows  or 
mothers  as  long  as  the  veteran  was  discharged 
from  the  United  States  military  service 
under  conditions  other  than  dishonorable;  (5) 
all  other  resident  citizens  of  the  city  or  town 
in  which  the  said  residences  are  located;  (6) 
all  other  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts;  (7)  an  urban  redevelopment 
corporation;  and  (8)  all  others."  Copies  of 
this  resolution  to  be  sent  to  the  Massachusetts 
Legislative  Committee  on  Mercantile  Affaire.

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Tublic 
Works  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  utilize  the  island  area  on  Columbia 
road,  Dorchester,  for  the  parking  of  automo- 
biles by  residents. 

At  the  present  time,  the  roadway  area  on 
one  side  of  Columbia  road  is  33  feet  wide, 
the  other  side  is  29  feet  wide,  and  the  center 
reservation  is  constructed  to  a  width  of  25 
feet,    making    a   total    in    all   of    87    feet. 

The  present  plans  of  the  department  pro- 
vide for  the  reduction  in  width  of  the  existing 
25-foot   island  to  a  center   divisional  island,   7 


feet  wide,  and  for  the  construction  of  two 
40-foot  roadway  areas  on  both  sides  of  the 
center   island. 

While  it  would  be  desirable  to  create  ad- 
ditional parking  areas  in  Columbia  road,  it 
would  be  most  inadvisable  to  utilize  the  exist- 
ing center  island  for  parking  purposes,  be- 
cause parking  in  the  center  of  a  high-speed, 
heavily-traveled,  double-barreled  highway  is 
contrary  to  accepted  safety  standards,  and 
unquestionably  an  increase  in  accidents  would 
result  on  Columbia  road  if  parking  were  per- 
mitted. 

It  would  be  equally  dangerous  if  parking 
were  permitted  alongside  the  7-foot  divisional 
island  that  we  intend  to  install  in  connection 
with  the  proposed  reconstruction  that  is  to 
be  done  this  year.  In  general,  no  parking 
should  ever  be  permitted  in  the  center  of  a 
double-barreled  highway  where  the  volume  of 
traffic  would  be  comparable  to  that  using 
Columbia  road  subsequent  to  the  completion 
of    the    reconstruction    work.

Dear  Mr.   Mayor: 

On  Thursday  evening  December  22,  1949, 
shortly  after  10  p.m.,  three  unidentified  men 
entered  the  Central  Library  building,  attacked 
and  trussed  up  the  watchman,  and  removed 
a  small  safe  from  the  premises.  In  the  safe 
there  were  envelopes  containing  the  sum,  of 
$1,155.21,  representing  salaries  of  members  of 
the  staff  who  were  absent  when  the  paymaster 
had  come  that  day  and  who  had  asked  to  have 
the  money  collected  for  them  in  their  absence 
and  held  until  they  should  be  on  duty  next 
time.  I  am  sending  herewith  on  separate 
sheets  itemized  lists  of  the  individuals  who 
sustained  loss  in  the  theft  of  the  safe.  Ex- 
ploration of  the  possibility  of  reimbursement 
has  indicated  that  the  city  is  without  power 
to  make  a  second  payment  to  those  individuals 
who  lost  ther  salaries  unless  authorization  to 
do  so  is  given  by  the  Legislature. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Boston  Public 
Library  Professional  Staff  Association  a  bill 
has  been  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  relative  to  the  reimburse- 
ment of  those  individuals  who  sustained  loss. 
However,  as  a  prerequisite  to  legislative  ac- 
tion in  the  current  session,  it  is  necessary  that 
a  suspension  of  House  Rule  7B  be  effected 
by  the  approval  of  the  bill  by  the  Mayor  and 
the   City    Council   of   the   City   of   Boston. 

Mr.  William  Kerr  of  the  Law  Department 
has  advised  the  representatives  of  the  Boston 
Public  Library  Professional  Staff  Association 
in  the  handling  of  this  matter  and  has  pre- 
pared for  them  the  bill  which  has  been  filed 
in  the  House  of  Representatives  and  the  ap- 
proval order  for  presentation  to  the  City 
Council.  Copies  of  these  items  are  being  sent 
to   you   herewith. 

In  order  that  the  members  of  the  Library 
staff  may  be  reimbursed  for  the  loss  which 
they  sustained  in  the  safe  robbery,  we  re- 
spectfully request  that  action  be  taken  along 
the  lines  mentioned  above  in  order  that  the 
bill  may  be  brought  before  the  current  ses- 
sion  of   the   Legislature.

About  two  weeks  ago  at  your  request  we 
forwarded  to  you  for  your  information  and 
study  a  report  on  the  financial  status  of  the 
George  Wright  and  Franklin  Park  municipal 
golf  courses,  and  we  recommended  therein  a 
scale  of  golf  fees  as  follows: 

Franklin  Park  course. — Annual  membership 
fee,  $20;  Saturday,  Sunday,  and  holiday  fees, 
$2;  Monday  through  Friday  fees,  $1;  twilight 
fee    (after   5    P.M.),    50    cents. 

George  Wright  course. — Annual  membership 
fee,  $30;  locker  fee,  $3;  Saturday,  Sunday,  and 
holiday  fees,  $2;  Monday  through  Friday  fees, 
$1. 

This  is  an  increase  of  $5  on  annual  mem- 
berships and  $1  on  Saturday,  Sunday,  and 
holiday  fees  at  Franklin  Park;  and  an  increase 
of  $5  on  annual  memberships,  or  $8  with 
locker   included,   at  the  George  Wright  course. 

The  increased  revenue,  based  on  the  same 
membership  as  last  year,  would  put  both 
courses  on  a  more  nearly  self-sustaining  basis. 
The  fees  suggested  are  the  same  as  those 
charged  by  the  Metropolitan  District  Commis- 
sion on  its  two  comparable  courses,  one  at 
Riverside  and  the  other  at  Ponkapog. 

The  fees  now  in  existence  were  originally 
established  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
571  of  the  Acts  of  1910,  which  authorized  de- 
partment heads,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor,  to  establish  certain  fees  and  charges. 
Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  222  of  the 
Acts  of  1949,  the  1910  Act  was  repealed,  and 
the   city    was    given   general    authority    to    es- 
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tablish  by  ordinance  fees  and  charges  for  the 
various  special  privileges  and  services  it 
renders. 

I,  therefore,  submit  for  your  approval  and 
subsequent  recommendation  to  the  City  Council 
the  establishment  of  a  schedule  of  fees  at 
Franklin  Park  and  George  Wright  golf  courses 
as   listed   above.

At  the  present  time,  in  certain  sections  of 
the  city,  the  collection  contractor  has  a 
monopoly  on  the  contract,  because  said  con- 
tractor has  acquired  control  of  the  only  area 
in  the  district  suitable  for  the  dumping  of 
refuse.  In  order  to  eliminate  such  a  condition, 
therefore,  it  is  most  essential  for  the  city  to 
obtain  control  of  such  areas. 

It  is  my  intention  to  purchase  suitable  sites 
during  the  current  year,  and  as  there  is  no 
appropriation  available  in  the  department  for 
such  purchase,  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide 


the  necessary  funds  by  transferring  the  sum 
of  $100,000  from  the  account  titled,  "Sales 
of  City  Property,"  which  is  under  the  control 
of  the  City  Auditor.  I  have  discussed  this 
matter  with  the  Auditor,  and  he  is  agreeable 
to  said  transfer. 

I  respectfully  recommend,  therefore,  that 
you  submit  to  the  City  Council,  for  approval 
of  that  Body,  the  attached  order,  which  pro- 
vides, in  substance,  for  the  transfer  of  $100,000 
from  the  account  titled,  "Sales  of  City  Prop- 
erty," to  the  Public  Works  Department,  for 
the  purpose  of  making  said  appropriation 
available  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  land 
to  be  used  in  connection  with  refuse  disposal 
activities.

This  action  is  taken  in  view  of  the  communica- 
tion of  the  Park  Commission  which  is  contained 
in  a  separate  recommendation  which  will  be 
forwarded  to  your  Honorable  Body  this  day. 

It  would  appear  that  the  ordinance  as  adopted 
by  the  City  Council  will  increase  the  revenue  at 
the  municipal  golf  courses  by  $4,422,  whereas  the 
ordinance  as  originally  recommended  to  the  City 
Council  would  increase  revenue  $10,267. 

In  order  that  the  golf  courses  may  be  as  nearly 
self-sustaining  as  possible,  I  am,  therefore,  con- 
strained to  veto  the  ordinance  as  adopted  by  your 
Honorable  Body.

While  this  percentage  is  not  high,  you  may  be 
assured  that  all  trucks  registered  in  Boston  will 
be  given  preference  on  snowplowing  work,  par- 
ticularly in  cases  where  it  is  necessary,  as  out- 
lined in  the  above  order,  to  work  overtime  or  at 
such  times  when  it  is  not  necessary  to  keep  all 
two  hundred  trucks  employed.

As  your  Honor  knows,  one  of  the  boats  presently 
in  the  custody  of  the  Institutions  Department  is 
the  Steamer  "Stephen  J.  O'Meara": 

Gross  tonnage,  193;  net  tonnage,  131;  over- 
all length,  118  feet;  length  at  the  water  line, 
112.8  feet;  beam,  22  feet  9  inches;  beam  at  the 
water  line,  22  feet  4  inches;  draft,  loaded,  13  feet; 
light,  10.8  feet. 

This  steamer  was  built  for  the  Police  Depart- 
ment in  March,  1931,  by  George  Lawley  &  Sons 
at  a  cost  to  the  city  of  $199,183.35.  In  December, 
1932,  it  was  transferred  to  the  Institutions  Depart- 
ment, which,  in  1933,  expended  $30,000  on  it  for 
alterations  and  additions,  and  then  operated  it  on 
the  Long  Island  run  until  the  Coast  Guard  con- 
demned it  in  July,  1949.  Since  then  the  steamer 
has  been  out  of  commission— its  place  having  been 
taken  by  the  "James  M.  Curley,"  acquired  in 
1947. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  repairs  necessary  to 
put  the  "O'Meara"  in  good  operating  condition 
would  cost  $50,000.  Such  a  sum  is  not  available; 
and,  even  if  it  were,  I  would  question  the  wisdom 
of  such  an  expenditure  at  the  present  time  because 
of  the  imminence  of  the  construction  of  the  via- 
duct between  Long  Island  and  Moon  Island,  which 
will  obviate  the  necessity  of  maintaining  boat 
service  to  Long  Island. 

I  am  informed  that  if  the  "O'Meara"  continues 
to  lie  idle,  it  is  apt  to  deteriorate  rapidly.  Inquiry 
has  disclosed  that,  as  is,  the  steamer  is  worth  at 
least  $5,000.

This  is  in  reference  to  the  following  orders 
that  were  passed  in  the  City  Council  on  Febru- 
ary 20: 

"Ordered,  That  the  Public  Works  Commis- 
sioner be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  install  sewerage  on  Birch  road, 
Ward  20." 

"Ordered,  That  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  install  sewerage  in  West  Roxbury, 
in  the  Grove  street  section,  thereby  eliminating 
septic  tanks  and  cesspools  now  in  use.  I  be- 
lieve  this    improvement   is    long   overdue." 

As  Birch  road  is  located  within  the  Grove 
street  section  of  West  Roxbury,  it  comes 
within  the  provisions  of  the  order  affecting 
the   installation   of   sewerage   in  that  section. 

The  matter  of  installing  sanitary  sewers 
in  the  so-called  Grove  section  of  West 
Roxbury  has  been  under  consideration  for  a 
number  of  years,  and  the  matter  was  first 
brought  to  my  attention  in  1938  during  my 
previous  term  as  commissioner.  I  am  kindly 
disposed  towards  the  installation  of  sewers  in 
this  area  and  I  felt  the  same  way  in  1938. 
I  therefore  under  date  of  March  30,  1939,  ad- 
dressed a  communication  to  the  Corporation 
Counsel,  asking  in  substance,  if  the  depart- 
ment was  authorized  to  construct  sewers  in 
the  narrow  streets  of  the  Grove  section 
of  West  Roxbury.  A  copy  of  this  communica- 
tion is  enclosed  for  the  perusal  and  and  ex- 
amination of  the  members  of  the  City  Council. 
I  am  also  enclosing  copy  of  reply  of  April  3, 
1939,  that  was  sent  to  me  by  the  Corporation 
Counsel,  in  which  he  stated,  in  substance,  that 
statutory  law  prohibited  the  installation  of 
sewers  in  this  area. 

The  same  laws  are  in  effect  today  and, 
under  the  circumstances,  therefore,  I  am  pre- 
cluded from  taking  favorable  action  on  the 
above-referenced   orders.

Due  to  public  necessity,  I  am  desirous  of 
constructing  sewers  in  private   streets   in   the 


Grove  section  of  West  Roxbury.  The  loca- 
tions, directions,  widths,  and  grades  of  these 
streets  have  never  been  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Street  Commissioners,  either  under  the  pro- 
visions of  section  10,  chapter  393  of  the  Acts 
of  1906,  or  chapter  323  of  the  Acts  of  1891. 
.  The  sewerage  from  the  residences  in  this 
section  is  discharged  into  cesspools,  resulting 
in  unsanitary  conditions  that  are  a  menace 
to  the  health  of  the  residents,  along  with  the 
nuisance  created  by  such  a  method  of  sewage 
disposal. 

I  feel  that  the  question  of  the  protection  of 
the  health  of  the  residents  is  paramount  to 
any  statutory  law,  and  that  a  start  should  be 
immediately  made  for  the  installation  of 
sewers  in  this  section.  I  presume  that  the 
Health  Commissioner  has  the  authority  to  con- 
demn these  cesspools,  thereby  allowing  for  the 
construction  of  sewerage  works,  but  I  would 
rather  not  resort  to  condemnation  proceedings 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of 
residents  would  be  affected  and  I  am  not  pre- 
pared at  this  time,  due  to  the  cost  involved, 
to  construct  sewerage  works  throughout  the 
entire   district. 

I  respectfully  request  your  opinion  as  to 
whether  or  not  I  have  the  authority  to  con- 
struct sewerage  works  (not  trunk  sewers)  in 
the  streets  of  the  Grove  section  of  West  Rox- 
bury, as  public  necessity  so  requires,  even 
though  the  streets  are  private  and  the  loca- 
tions, directions,  widths,  and  grades  of  them 
have  never  been  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Street  Commissioners,  under  the  provisions  of 
section   10,   chapter   393   of   the  Acts  of   1906. 

If  your  opinion  is  in  the  affirmative,  it  is 
expressly  understood  that  assessments  will  be 
levied,  in  accordance  with  section  10  of  chap- 
ter 27  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1925, 
against  properties  from  which  it  is  desired  to 
connect  the  house  connection  to  the  sewer,  and 
that  all  releases  and  easement  rights  will  be 
secured  from  the  abutters  before  the  start  of 
construction  work  in  the  streets.

Your  letter  of  March  30,  1939,  wherein  you 
state,  "I  respectfully  request  your  opinion  as 
to  whether  or  not  I  have  the  authority  to  con- 
struct sewerage  works  (not  trunk  sewers)  in 
the  streets  of  the  Grove  section  of  West  Rox- 
bury, as  public  necessity  so  requires,  even 
though  the  streets  are  private  and  the  loca- 
tions, directions,  widths,  and  grades  of  them 
have  never  been  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Street  Commissioners,  under  the  provisions  of 
section  10,  chapter  393  of  the  Acts  of  1906," 
has   been    received   and    considered   by   me. 

Chapter  393  of  the  Acts  of  1906  was  an  act 
relative  to  highways,  public  alleys,  sewers,  and 
sidewalks  in  the  City  of  Boston.  Section  10 
of  said  act  is  as  follows: 

"Section  10.  After  the  passage  of  this 
act  (i.e.,  May  16,  1906)  no  person  or  cor- 
poration shall  prepare  or  open  for  public 
travel  in  the  City  of  Boston  any  was",  un- 
less its  location,  direction,  widths  and  grades 
are  satisfactory  to  and  have  been  approved 
in  writing  by  said  board  of  street  commis- 
sioners, but  all  highways  in  the  territory 
shown  on  any  plan  heretofore  made  by  the 
board  of  survey  or  by  said  street  commis- 
sioners under  the  authority  of  chapter  three 
hundred  and  twenty-three  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one  shall 
be  in  accordance  with  the  locations,  direc- 
tion, width  and  grades  shown  thereon:  and 
no  public  sewer,  drain,  water  pipe,  or  lamps 
shall  be  placed  in,  or  public  work  of  any 
kind  done  on,  any  way  in  any  such  territory 
other  than  in  the  ways  shown  on  the  plan 
or  plans  of  such  territory;  provided,  how- 
ever,   that   this    provision   shall   not   prevent 
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the  laying  of  a  trunk  sewer  or  a  water  or 
gas  main  as  engineering  demands  shall  re- 
quire." 

I  am  informed  by  the  office  of  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Street  Laying-Out  Depart- 
ment of  the  City  of  Boston  that  the  private 
streets  of  the  Grove  section  of  West  Roxbury 
were  not  laid  out  in  accordance  with  the  loca- 
tions, directions,  widths,  and  grades  as  shown 
on  the  plans  made  by  the  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  for 
this  reason  the  locations,  directions,  widths, 
and  grades  of  these  streets  have  never  been 
approved  by  the  said  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners. 

Therefore,  by  the  express  terms  of  section 
10  of  chapter  393  of  the  Acts  of  1906  you  are 
prohibited  from  constructing  sewerage  works 
other  than  trunk  sewers  in  the  private  streets 
in   the   Grove   section   of   West   Roxbury. 

You  further  state  in  your  letter  that,  "The 
sewage  from  the  residences  in  this  section  is 
discharged  into  cesspools,  resulting  in  unsani- 
tary conditions  that  are  a  menace  to  the  health 
of  the  residents,  along  with  the  nuisance 
created  by  such  a  method  of  sewage  dis- 
posal. ...  I  presume  that  the  Health  Com- 
missioner has  the  authority  to  condemn  these 
cesspools,  thereby  allowing  for  the  construc- 
tion  of   sewerage   works.     .     . 

Chapter  III  of  the  General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed.) 
relates  to  public  health,  and  section  122  to 
142,  inclusive,  of  this  chapter  are  relative  to 
nuisances.  Section  122  of  said  chapter  III  is 
as  follows: 

"Section  122.  The  board  of  health  shall 
examine  into  all  nuisances,  sources  of  filth 
and  causes  of  sickness  within  its  town,  or 
on  board  of  vessels  within  the  harbor  of 
such  town,  which  may,  in  its  opinion,  be 
injurious  to  the  public  health,  shall  destroy, 
remove  or  prevent  the  same  as  the  case  may 
require,     ..." 

"Section  127.  The  board  of  health  of  a 
city  and  the  board  of  health  of  a  town,  if 
authorized  by  the  town,  may  make  and  en- 
force regulations  for  the  public  health  and 
safety  relative  to  house  drainage  and  con- 
nection with  common  sewers,  if  such  a 
sewer  abuts   the  estate  to  be   drained." 

"Section   132.     Land  which  is  wet,   rotten 
or  spongy,   or   covered   with   stagnant  water, 
so    as    to    be    offensive    to    residents    in    its 
vicinity     or     injurious     to     health,     shall     be 
deemed  a  nuisance,  which  the  board  of  health 
of  the  town  where  it  lies,  upon  petition  and 
hearing,   may  abate   in   the   manner  provided 
in    the    seven    following    sections:      ..." 
Sections    133   to   139,   inclusive,   refer  to   the 
form   of  application  for  abatement  of   the  al- 
leged    nuisance;     proceedings     on     application; 
form    and    service    of    notice;    damages,    appeal 
from     adjudication     of     nuisance    and    appeal 
from    assessment    therefor. 

Admitting  for  the  purposes  of  argument 
only,  that  the  present  cesspools  in  this  par- 
ticular section  are  a  nuisance,  the  power  to 
abate  this  nuisance,  by  action  of  the  Board 
of  Health,  does  not  put  upon  your  department 
the  obligation  to  go  forward  with  the  con- 
struction of  sewerage  works  in  the  private 
ways  of  this  section,  for  it  is  to  be  noted  that 
the  use  of  proper  cesspools  is  expressly  pro- 
vided for  in  section  115  of  chapter  550  of  the 
Acts  of  1907,  which  chapter  and  section  re- 
lates to  the  construction,  alteration,  and  main- 
tenance of  buildings  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
and   reads  as   follows: 

"Section  115.  The  plumbing  of  every 
building  shall  be  separately  and  independ- 
ently connected  outside  the  building  with 
the  public  sewer,  if  such  sewer  is  provided, 
or  with  a  proper  and  sufficient  drain  or 
sewer  laid  outside  of  the  building,  and  if 
a  sewer  is  not  accessible,  with  a  proper  cess- 
pool." 

Therefore,  a  proper  cesspool  in  this  par- 
ticular section  of  West  Roxbury  does  not  con- 
stitute a  nuisance,  but  is  to  be  regarded  as 
constituting    a    proper    means    of    disposal    of 


sewage  under  the  present  existing  conditions. 
If  the  cesspools  in  use  in  fact  do  constitute 
a  nuisance,  the  Board  of  Health  has  power 
to  prohibit  their  use,  or  require  their  altera- 
tion and  improvement  to  satisfy  health  re- 
quirements.

At  the  present  time  this  department  has  no 
district  yards  located  in  the  South  Boston  area. 
The    area    formerly    occupied    by    the    Paving 


Service  for  the  South  Boston  district  was  lo- 
cated on  Southampton  street  on  the  site  now 
being  used  by  the  Fire  Department  for  the 
erection  of  a  central  garage  and  headquarters. 
The  Sanitary  and  Street  Cleaning  Services,  at 
the  present  time,  use  the  Albany  street  yard, 
although,  in  most  cases,  the  men  report  to  the 
fire   house   located   on  Dorchester  street. 

In  view  of  the  circumstances,  it  is  most 
essential  for  the  department  to  acquire  areas 
in  the  South  Boston  district  to  use  as  district 
headquarters.  Upon  investigation,  I  found 
that  the  Board  of  Real  Estate  Commissioners 
had  several  parcels  in  the  South  Boston  area 
that  would  be  most  suitable  for  use  by  this 
department. 

One  of  these  is  located  at  212  and  214  West 
First  street  and  contains  41,076  square  feet 
of  land;  another  is  located  at  175  West  First 
street  extending  through  to  West  Second  street 
and  contains  16,500  square  feet  of  land.  The 
latter-referenced  site  is  now  being  used  by 
the  Welfare  Department  as  a  wood  yard.  It 
is  our  intention  to  use  one  half  of  the  area 
at  the  latter-referenced  location  and  permit 
the  remaining  half  to  be  used  by  the  Welfare 
Department. 

The  orders  providing  for  the  transfer  of 
these  parcels  have  been  prepared  by  the  Law 
Department  and  are  enclosed  with  this  com- 
munication.

The  third  boat,  according  to 
tho  commissioner  and  the  division  engineer  of  the 
Bridge  and  Ferry  Service,  is  not  needed  for  ferry 
purposes  and  is  a  source  of  continuing  expense  to 
the  city. 

The  Delaware  River  Ferry  Company  has  ex- 
liibited  an  interest  in  the  purchase  of  this  ferry- 
boat, and  has  made  an  offer  to  buy  the  same 
provided  the  offer  is  accepted  on  or  before  April  12. 
For  this  reason  and  for  the  reasons  given  above,  I 
recommend  passage  of  the  accompanying  order 
for  the  sale  of  this  ferryboat  at  public  auction.

At  the  present  time,  the  department  owns  and 
operates  three  (3)  ferryboats  which  are  used  to 
provide  ferry  service  between  Boston  and  East 
Boston.  The  ferry  system  operates  on  a  thirty 
(30)  minute  schedule  from  6  a.m.  to  10  p.m.,  daily 
and  Sunday  throughout  the  year,  with  the  sole 
exception  of  Christmas  day.  On  the  latter- 
referenced  day,  no  boats  are  operated.  The 
present  schedule  provides  for  a  boat  leaving  East 
Boston  on  the  even  hour  and  half  hour,  and  from 
Boston  on  the  quarter  hour  and  three  quarter 
hour.  Only  one  boat  is  needed  to  maintain  such 
a  schedule,  but  a  second  boat  is  necessary  as  a 
stand-by  and  to  provide  service  when  the  first 
boat  is  taken  out  of  water  for  repairs  and  over- 
hauling. Under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
United  States  Steamboat  Inspection  Service,  each 
boat  must  be  taken  out  of  the  water  every  two  (2) 
years  and  placed  in  drydock  for  a  thorough  in- 
spection, overhauling,  and  repairs.  Under  the 
circumstances,  therefore,  we  must  keep  two  (2) 
boats  to  provide  ferry  service.  However,  there  is 
no  necessity  of  keeping  the  present  three  (3)  boats, 
and  I  have  instituted  steps  to  dispose  of  one  of 
them. 

Under  date  of  March  14,  we  forwarded  a  com" 
munication  to  each  of  the  sixteen  (16)  principa' 
and  known  operators  of  ferry  systems  on  the 
Eastern  Seaboard,  and  informed  them  that  we 
were  desirous  of  selling  the  ferryboat  "Ralph  J. 
Palumbo,"  and  invited  them  to  inspect  the  boat 
and  submit  a  proposal  if  they  were  interested  in 
purchasing  it.  We  accompanied  the  letter  with 
photographs  and  specifications  of  the  boat. 

Only  one  operator,  the  Delaware  River  Ferry 
Company,  evinced  any  interest  in  purchasing  the 
boat.  The  General  Manager,  Mr.  Louis  Kapelski, 
with  offices  at  Chester,  Pennsylvania,  visited 
Boston  last  week  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the 
boat.  Subsequent  to  his  visit  and  under  date  of 
March  29,  he  forwarded  a  proposal  to  me  and 
offered  to  pay  $22,500  for  the  boat,  with  the  under- 
standing that  the  offer  was  binding  only  to  mid- 
night, April  12.  As  stated  in  his  proposal,  copy 
of  which  I  enclose,  he  will  have  to  effect  major 
changes  in  the  boat  before  putting  it  into  service, 
and  it  is  essential  that  he  obtain  the  boat  at  an 
early  date,  in  order  that  it  will  be  ready  for  opera- 
tion for  the  start  of  their  busiest  season,  which  is 
during  the  summer  months.  For  this  reason, 
therefore,  a  time  limit  was  attached  to  the  offer  of 
§22,500.  Incidentally,  the  Delaware  River  Fern- 
Company  operates  a  ferry  system  between  Chester, 
Pennsylvania,  and  Bridgeport,  New  Jersey. 

The  offer  of  §22,500,  in  my  opinion,  is  a  reason- 
able one,  although  we  may  be  able  to  obtain  a 
higher  price  if  the  boat  is  publicly  auctioned,  with 
the  $22,500  established  as  the  upset  price.  I 
realize  that  you  have  not  had  much  time  to  con- 
sider this  matter,  and  I  hesitate,  therefore,  to  ask 
you  to  submit  it  to  the  City  Council  today  for  the 
approval  of  that  Body.  I  did  not  receive  the 
proposal  of  the  Delaware  River  Ferry  Company 
until  last  Thursday,  and  if  we  hope  to  hold  the 
auction  at  an  early  date,  I  feel  that  the  order, 
which  I  enclose,  should  bo  sent  to  the  Coun- 
cil today,  in  order  to  save  a  week's  time.  Used 
ferryboats,  in  general,  are  a  drug  on  the  market, 
and  it  is  difficult  to  obtain  competition  on  a  sale 
of  this  kind.  Most  boats  are  designed  and  con- 
structed for  the  specialized  use  of  a  particular 
ferry  system  and,  generally,  major  changes  in  the 
boat  have  to  be  effected  if  it  is  to  be  used  on  a 
system  other  than  the  one  for  which  it  was 
originally  designed.  This  tends  to  reduce  the 
value  of  a  bout,  to  a  prospective  purchaser. 

We  may  get  some  competition  at  the  proposed 
auction  sale,  but  the  chances  are  that  tho  com- 
petition will  be  limited  and,  very  possibly,  the 
only  bidder  might  be  the  Delaware  River  Kerry 
Company.  If  we  delay  holding  the  auction,  the 
latter  company  might  lose  interest,  with  the  result 
that  we  might  not  be  able  to  sell  the  boat.  For 
these  reasons,  therefore,  I  believe  that  we  should 
not  delay  in  submitting  the  order  to  the  Council 
for  its  approval. 

The  "Ralph  J.  Palumbo,"  formerly  the  "Gen- 
eral Sumner,"  was  purchased  for  the  sum  of 
$346,800  in  1930.  It  has  been  determined  by 
Division    Engineer   deMculenaer    that   this    boat 
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would  be  the  best  one  of  the  three  for  the  city  to 
sell.  My  principal  purpose  in  selling  it  is  to  reduce 
expenses  and  also  to  dispose  of  a  boat  that  we  do 
not  need. 

In  the  year  1949,  the  total  expense  of  maintain- 
ing and  operating  the  ferry  system  was  $368,107.62, 
whereas,  the  revenue  totaled  only  $18,690.23. 
The  following  is  a  summary  of  anticipated  savings 
that  will  result  if  we  sell  this  boat:

If  we  sell  the  boat  as  planned,  it  is  not  our  in- 
tention to  terminate  the  services  of  any  of  the 
four  (4)  firemen  now  needed  to  keep  up  steam  on 
the  boat.  Their  services  can  be  utilized  by  trans- 
fer to  the  sewage  pumping  station  or  to  some  other 
department  of  the  city.  The  above-referenced 
annual  saving  of  $12,619.36  might  not,  therefore, 
become  a  reality  in  the  immediate  future,  but  it 
most  certainly  will  at  some  time  in  the  not  too 
distant  future. 

I  also  submit  for  your  information  statistics  of 
the  operation  of  the  ferry  system  in  1939  and  also 
for  the  year  1949.  You  will  note  that  the  trend 
is  toward  less  use  of  the  system  and  toward  higher 
annual  deficits:

It  is  obvious,  after  examining  the  above,  that  a 
concerted  effort  should  be  made  to  reduce  the 
annual  deficit.  The  sale  of  the  "Ralph  J.  Pa- 
lumbo" will  effect  a  substantial  reduction,  but 
will  not  curtail  the  present  service,  nor  will  it 
result  in  the  loss  of  anyone's  job.  It  is  my  opinion, 
therefore,  that  the  sale  of  the  boat  should  be  com- 
pleted as  soon  as  possible. 

I  also  enclose  for  your  information,  three  (3) 
photographs  of  the  boat,  which  was  formerly 
known  as  the  "General  Sumner."

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  in 
meeting  assembled  congratulates  and  commends 
Congressman  Fogarty  of  Rhode  Island  for  his 
vigorous  and  gallant  attempt  to  require  England 
to  perform  its  duty  as  a  so-called  democratic  nation 
by  ending  its  stupid  and  unjust  partition  of  Ireland 
and  to  retreat  from  its  hypocritical  position  of 
accepting  money  and  aid  in  the  name  of  democracy 
while  at  the  same  time,  by  military  force  supplied 
in  large  measure  by  an  America  which  intended 
the  arms  to  be  used  in  supporting  democracy,  it 
maintains  and  supports  an  illegal  and  tyrannical 
gang  in  power  in  Northern  Ireland.

I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from  Thomas 
Shannon,  Chief  Clerk  in  your  office,  with  which  he 
encloses  an  order  by  the  Boston  City  Council 
passed  on  March  20,  1950.  The  order  recites  in 
substance  that  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
has  been  unsuccessful  in  obtaining  zoning  changes 
necessary  to  construct  projects  on  desirable  sites 
and  that,  therefore,  the  Calf  Pasture  site  should  be 
approved  for  veterans'  housing. 

These  comments  upon  this  order  are  restricted 
to  the  veterans'  housing  program  under  the  provi- 
sions of  chapter  200,  of  the  Acts  of  1948.  The 
State  Housing  Board  has  little  control  over  selec- 
tion of  sites  under  the  Housing  Act  of  1949. 

A  review  of  the  Boston  picture  under  chapter  200 
may  not  be  out  of  place  at  this  time.  The  Boston 
Housing  Authority  has  completed  construction  of 
972  units  in  South  Boston  and  72  units  on  Camden 
street.  There  is  presently  under  construction  a 
development  of  258  units  on  Faneuil  street  in 
Brighton.  The  Housing  Authority  has  advertised 
for  construction  bids  on  a  second  Brighton  project 
totaling  048  units  and  on  a  Hyde  Park  project  of 
200  units. 

Approval  has  been  given  by  this  Board  for  the 
construction  of  252  units  on  Archdale  road,  Ros- 
lindale,  400  units  in  the  Orient  Heights  section  of 
East  Boston,  and  351  units  on  Chestnut  Hill 
avenue,  Brighton. 

The  Boston  Housing  Authority  has  recently 
applied  for  State  financial  assistance  for  the  con- 
struction of  278  units  on  the  Wood  Memorial 
Estate  in  Dorchester,  840  units  on  Franklin 
Field,  261  units  at  Washington  and  Beech  streets, 
West  Roxbury,  and  250  units  on  South  street, 
Jamaica  Plain. 

I  expect  that  these  applications  will  be  approved 
very  shortly  but  not  necessarily  for  the  number  of 
units  applied  for  in  each  case.  If  all  these  units 
are  constructed,  Boston  will  have  built  a  total  of 
4,582  units  under  the  chapter  200  program.  This 
building  would  involve  total  development  costs 
of  approximately  $62,000,000. 

At  the  present  time,  the  chapter  200  program  is 
over-subscribed.  We  cannot  give  favorable  con- 
sideration to  additional  sites.  I  may  suggest, 
however,  that  in  carrying  out  its  program  under 
the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  give  careful  consideration  to  the  Calf 
Pasture  site.

There  are  ten  recognized  holidays,  namely, 
New  Year's  Day,  January  1,  Washington's  Birth- 
day, February  22,  Patriots'  Day,  April  19, 
Memorial  Day,  May  30,  Independence  Day, 
July  4,  Labor  Day,  first  Monday  in  September, 
Columbus  Day,  October  12,  Armistice  Day,  No- 
vember 11,  Thanksgiving  Day,  last  Thursday  in 
November,  Christmas  Day,  December  25. 

There  will  be  approximately  one  thousand  men 
on  duty  on  a  holiday.  I  have  prepared  a  special 
order  to  be  promulgated  to  the  department  stat- 
ing the  procedure  for  granting  members  holiday 
credit  time.  The  district  chiefs  and  branch  divi- 
sion heads  will  be  instructed  to  extend  this  credit 
holiday  time  over  a  period  of  several  weeks. 
Numerical  strength  will  be  reduced  but  in  most 
cases  a  sufficient  minimum  of  company  strength 
will  be  maintained. 

It  will  be  necessary,  due  to  the  proximity  of 
holidays  at  the  end  of  the  year,  to  extend  credit 
time  into  the  new  year.

"Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  City 
Council  in  meeting  assembled,  respectfully  request 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  direct  the  Corporation 
Counsel  to  take  whatever  steps  are  necessary  to 
appeal  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Public  Utilities 
granting  to  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  the  right  to  install  automatic  gates  at 
the  Bird  Street  grade  crossing,  in  place  of  manually 
operated  gates." 

General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  25,  s.  5,  as  amended,

The  normal  procedure  followed  by  the  depart- 
ment is  to  examine  all  street  construction  and 
reconstruction  work  about  six  months  prior  to 
the  expiration  of  the  five  year  guarantee.  The 
inspection  is  restricted  to  visual  examination  of 
the  roadway  and  sidewalk  surfaces  and  edgestones, 
and  docs  not  provide  for  the  taking  of  cores  from 
the  pavements.  This  procedure  will  bo  followed, 
and  the  contractors  and  surety  companies  will 
be  notified  to  remedy  any  defects  found  in  the 
streets  that  are  under  guarantee. 

It  would  be  a  physical  impossibility  for  the 
Public  Works  Department,  without  outside 
assistance,  to  undertake  a  program  of  inspection 
of  these  streets  that  are  out  of  guarantee,  but 
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which  were  constructed  within  the  period  covered 
by  the  Statute  of  Limitations. 

Visual  inspection  of  such  streets  would  be  worth- 
less. We  would  have  to  take  cores  out  of  all 
pavements,  and  even  if  the  cores  showed  defi- 
ciencies in  the  thickness  of  pavements,  we  would 
have  difficulty  proving  that  the  contractor  laid 
the  particular  pavement  contrary  to  the  contract 
specifications  at  the  time  that  the  work  was  in 
progress  some  six  years  ago.

ORDINANCE   RE   CERTAIN   USE   OF 
STREETS. 

The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen: 

The  Corporation  Counsel  has  called  my  atten- 
tion to  the  opinion  rendered  on  March  29,  1950, 
by  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  in  Common- 
wealth vs.  Carpenter,  a  criminal  case  in  which  the 
complaint  charged  that  the  defendant  "did  wil- 
fully and  unreasonably  saunter  and  loiter  in  a 
certain  public  street  .  .  .  called  Columbus 
avenue  for  more  than  seven  minutes  after  being 
then  lawfully  directed  there  ...  to  move 
on"  by  a  police  officer. 

The  Supreme  Judicial  Court  said,  in  part: 

"The  complaint  is  based  upon  c.  40,  s.  34,  of 
the  Revised  Ordinances  of  Boston  (1947),  which 
reads:  'No  person  shall,  in  a  street,  unreasonably 
obstruct  the  free  passage  of  foot-travellers,  or  wil- 
fully and  unreasonably  saunter  or  loiter  for  more 
than  seven  minutes  after  being  directed  by  a  police 
officer  to  move  on,'  with  exceptions  now  im- 
material. The  complaint  alleges  no  obstruction 
of  foot  travel,  and  charges  no  offence  based  upon 
that  part  of  the  ordinance.     .     .     . 

"In  the  view  we  take,  the  facts  are  unim- 
portant. The  part  of  the  ordinance  here  con- 
sidered we  hold  to  be  void  on  its  face  as  repugnant 
to  the  due  process  clause  of  s.  1  of  the  Fourteenth 
Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  and  to  art.  12  of  the  Declaration  of  Rights  of 
the  Constitution  of  this  Commonwealth.     .    .    ." 

I  recommend  that  your  Honorable  Body  adopt 
the  ordinance  transmitted  herewith  and  thereby 
strike  from  the  ordinance  cited  above  the  part 
which  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  held  to  be 
void.

Chapter  40  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1947  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
section  34  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  section: 

Sect.  34.  No  person  shall,  in  a  street,  unrea- 
sonably obstruct  the  free  passage  of  foot-travellers, 
but  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to 
curtail,  abridge,  or  limit  the  right  or  opportunity 
of  any  person  to  exercise  the  right  of  peaceful 
persuasion  guaranteed  by  section  24  of  chapter  149 
of  the  General  Laws,  or  to  curtail,  abridge,  or 
limit  the  intendment  of  any  statute  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts.

Whereas,  The  money  which  we  would  have 
received  from  Chapter  200  as  a  result  of  convert- 
ing Chapter  372  dwelling  units  could  have  been 
used  for  the  construction  of  two-family  homes 
or  row  houses  for  veterans  in  the  City  of  Boston 
under  Chapter  372;  therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
immediately  do  everything  possible  to  convert

FINANCING  OF  LONG  ISLAND  VIADUCT. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  1,  1950. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  480  of  the 
Acts  of  1949  the  city  was  authorized  to  borrow 
two  million  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
a  viaduct  or  bridge  to  connect  Long  Island  with 
the  mainland.  On  April  11,  1950,  when  bids 
received  after  public  advertising  were  opened,  it 
became  apparent  that  the  amount  authorized  by 
the  Legislature  was  inadequate.  It  now  appears 
that  before  the  city  can  go  forward  with  the 
project  an  additional  appropriation  of  seven 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  will  be  required. 
As  pointed  out  in  the  attached  letter  of  the  Insti- 
tutions Commissioner,  there  are  strong  reasons 
supporting  the  proposed  construction  of  the 
viaduct.  I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that 
steps  should  be  taken  to  provide  the  additional 
appropriation    required. 

Two  methods  are  open  in  this  respect,  namely, 
to  petition  the  Legislature  to  amend  the  1949  act 
so  as  to  authorize  the  full  amount  required,  or  to 
supplement  the  legislative  authorization  by  ap- 
propriating the  additional  amount  within  the  debt 
incurring  power  of  the  city.  After  consideration 
of  the  situation  I  have  decided  to  follow  the  latter 
method.  I,  accordingly,  submit  herewith  two 
orders,  one  a  loan  order  for  six  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  and  the  other  an  appropriation  order  of 
one  hundred  sixty  thousand  five  hundred  dollars, 
within  the  current  year's  tax  levy  as  required 
under  the  provisions  of  section  7,  chapter  44  of 
the  General  Laws.  These  orders  will  accomplish 
the  purpose  covered  by  the  resolution  adopted 
at  the  last  meeting  of  your  Honorable  Body. 
In  view  of  the  desirability  of  making  an  early 
start  on  the  construction  of  this  project,  I  recom- 
mend immediate  consideration  and  action  by  your 
Honorable  Body  on  the  accompanying  orders.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

The  bids  for  the  erection  of  the  Long  Island 
Bridge  were  opened  at  12  noon,  April  11,  1950. 
The  low  bidder  for  the  substructure  and  approaches 
was  Merritt-Chapman  &  Scott  Corporation  with 
a  bid  of  $1,094,307.40.  There  were  six  bidders  on 
this  portion  of  the  contract.  Merritt-Chap- 
man <fc  Scott  was  the  only  and,  therefore,  the 
low  bidders  on  the  entire  construction  of  the  bridge, 
including  substructure,  approaches,  and  super- 
structure.    The  bid  was  $2,709,951.40. 

A  legislative  act  authorized  the  City  of  Boston 
to  construct  a  bridge  between  Long  Island  and 
Moon  Island  with  approaches  to  the  mainland. 
For  the  purpose  of  providing  funds  to  meet  the 
expense  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
the  City  of  Boston  was  authorized  to  borrow  from 
time  to  time  within  a  period  of  five  years  from  the 
effective  date  of  this  act  not  exceeding  in  the 
aggregate  $2,000,000. 

By  order  of  this  act,  $159,000  has  been  appro- 
priated from  available  revenue  funds.  The  cost  of 
designing  and  drawing  up  specifications  for  the 
bridge  will  approximate  $140,000,  and  with  other 
steel  mill  and  engineering  inspections,  will  more 


than  total  the  above-mentioned  $159,000.  There- 
fore, there  is  a  deficit  in  the  available  amount 
of  money  on  hand  to  construct  this  bridge  of 
$709,951.40. 

I  respectfully  request  that  $750,000  additional 
be  made  available  in  order  to  sign  a  contract  for 
the  erection  of  the  Long  Island  Bridge. 

The  difference  of  the  request  for  $750,000  and 
the  exact  deficit  of  $709,951.40  is  necessitated  by 
the  fact  that  some  of  the  estimated  costs  may  be 
increased  because  of  underwater  work.  By  the 
same  token,  the  actual  costs  may  show  a  decrease 
from  the  estimated  cost. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  our  engineers  that  readvertis- 
ing  for  bids  would  not  be  entirely  to  the  advantage 
of  the  city.  Since  there  was  only  one  firm  who  bid 
on  the  entire  structure  of  the  bridge,  there  is  a 
possibility  that  any  future  bids  might  be  higher 
than  the  present  one.  Any  savings  that  might  be 
made  by  delaying  the  construction  of  the  bridge 
and  seeking  new  prices  would  be  expended  by  the 
high  cost  of  the  present  boat  transportation. 

The  advantages  of  a  bridge  connecting  Long 
Island  with  the  mainland  have  many  times  in  the 
past  been  enumerated  and  agreed  upon.  Briefly, 
the  major  reasons  for  necessitating  the  building 
of  this  bridge  are: 

The  ability  of  traffic  (persons  in  vehicular)  to 
proceed  to  and  from  Long  Island  at  any  hour  of  the 
day.  This  alone  might  be  sufficient  reason  be- 
cause of  patients'  lives  that  would  be  saved  in 
emergencies.  The  future  development  of  the 
Long  Island  Hospital  and  the  fulfillment  of  the 
plans  to  make  it  the  best  of  its  kind  in  the  country 
depends  on  the  lower  material  and  labor  costs 
made  possible  by  the  construction  of  the  bridge. 
The  positions  at  Long  Island  Hospital  for  doctors 
and  nurses  and  other  help  will  be  more  attractive 
when  the  island  is  more  accessible  .

I  have  your  communication  of  March  22,  en- 
closing Council  order  introduced  by  Councilor 
Linehan   requesting   that   the   Traffic   Commission 


and  this  Board  eliminate  the  circle  at  Andrew 
square,  together  with  the  installation  of  other 
proposed  changes  recommended,  to  do  away  with 
traffic  tie-ups,  and  also  to  install  pedestrian  traffic 
lights  in  front  of  the  entrance  to  the  Andrew  square 
MTA  Station  on  Dorchester  avenue  and  directly 
across  the  street  on  the  other  side  of  Dorchester 
avenue  and  that  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  of  Massachusetts  be  requested  to  cooperate 
with  the  City  of  Boston  relative  to  contributing 
50  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  said  traffic  improvements 
at  Andrew  square. 

Andrew  square,  South  Boston,  is  one  of  the  most 
congested  intersections  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
To  completely  relieve  this  congestion  would  re- 
quire construction  similar  to  that  now  planned  for 
Sullivan  square,  Charlestown,  at  costs  estimated 
as  high  as  .18,000,000.  The  so-called  "Master 
Highway  Plan"  provides  new  roads  in  the  vicinity 
of  Andrew  square  which  will,  when  constructed, 
greatly  reduce  the  volume  of  traffic  at  that 
intersection.  I  believe  these  new  roads  will  be 
built  within  the  next  ten  years.  Therefore,  I  feel 
that  alterations  to  Andrew  square  should  be 
planned  on  the  assumption  that  traffic  volume 
there  will  be  considerably  reduced  by  other  high- 
way improvements. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Traffic  Commission, 
Public  Works  Department  and  Metropolitan 
Transit  Authority,  a  survey  has  been  made  of 
Andrew  square.

On  February  3,  1950,  your  Honor  transmitted 
to  me  the  following  order  passed  by  the  City 
Council  on  January  30,  1950: 

"Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  of 
the  City  of  Boston  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  hand  down  a  legal  opinion 
and  interpretation  of  chapter  148,  section  56,  of 
the  General  Laws  'the  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners grants  licenses  for  open-air  parking  spaces,' 
regarding  the  proposed  open-air  theaters  at  1213 
Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  Parkway,  West  Roxbury, 
and  775  Gallivan  Boulevard,  Dorchester." 

The  statute  referred  to  in  the  above-quoted 
order,  namely.  General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  148, 
s.  50,  provides  as  follows: 

"In  any  city  or  town  which  accepts  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  no  person  shall  engage 
in  the  business  of  conducting  or  maintaining 
an  open-air  parking  space  without  a  license 
therefor  granted  by  the  licensing  authority, 
approved  in  all  cases  by  the  head  of  the  fire  de- 
partment. The  license  shall  specify  all  the 
premises  to  be  occupied  by  the  licensee  for  the 
purpose  of  conducting  the  licensed  business.  The 
fee  for  each  such  license  shall  be  such  amount  as 
may  be  established  by  the  authority  granting 
the  license,  and  said  authority  may  reasonably 
classify  said  licenses  and  fees.  Licenses  granted 
hereunder  shall  expire  on  April  thirtieth  follow- 
ing the  date  of  issue,  or  on  such  date  as  may  be 
specified  therein,  and  may  be  suspended  or 
revoked  by  such  authority  and  by  the  head  of 
the  fire  department.  Whoever,  not  being 
licensed,  engages  in  a  business  required  by  this 
section  to  be  licensed,  or  is  concerned  therein, 
or,  being  licensed,  engages  in  such  business,  or 
is  concerned  therein,  in  any  other  place  than 
that  designated  in  his  license  or  after  notice  to 
him  that  his  license  has  been  suspended  or  re- 
voked, shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars." 

For  acceptance  by  the  City  of  Boston,  see  vote 
of  the  City  Council  passed  December  29,  1930, 
and  approved  by  the  Mayor  December  30,  1930. 

The  statute  just  quoted,  providing,  as  it  does, 
for  punishment  by  fine,  is  indisputably  a  penal 
statute.  Penal  statutes  are  to  be  construed  strictly. 
Libby  v.  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company,  273  Mass.  522,  525,  and  cases 
cited.  That  is  to  say,  they  are  "not  to  be  extended 
by  construction  beyond  the  ordinary  meaning  of 
the  words  used."  Commonwealth  v.  Worcester 
it  Nashua  Railroad  Company,  124  Mass.  501,  503. 
In  common  understanding,  an  open-air  parking 
space  means  a  parcel  of  land,  devoid  of  structures, 
where  motor  vehicles  are  left  standing  while 
their  occupants  go  elsewhere  on  foot.  To  put  it 
another  way,  the  dominant  feature  of  the  parking 
lot  business  lies  in  providing,  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  the  public,  a  place  where  unattended 
motor  vehicles  may  be  left.  Compare  01  (',.  J.  H. 
Motor  Vehicles,  s.  715;  also  24  Am.  Jur.,  Garages, 
Parking  Stations,  and  Liveries,  s.  3.  The  main- 
tenance of  an  open-air  parking  space  is  thus  clearly 
distinguishable  from  the  conduct  of  a  drive-in 
theater,  the  primary  purpose  of  which  is  to  exhibit 
motion  pictures  to  persons  while  seated  in  their  cars. 
In  my  opinion,  therefore,  the  above-quoted  statute 
has  no  application  to  a  drive-in  theater,  because 
the  business  of  conducting  such  a  theater  is  beyond 
the  ordinary  meaning  of  the  words  used  in  the 
statute. 

It  may  not  be  inappropriate  to  add  that  the 
conclusion   1   have  reached  is  consistent  with   the 


history  of  the  statute,  which  was  originally  en- 
acted in  1930  as  the  result  of  the  report  of  a 
Special  Commission.  See  1930  House  Document 
No.  1060  and  St.  1930,  c.  399.  The  commission's 
report  makes  no  mention  of  anything  other  than 
the  ordinary  parking  lot.  In  fact,  so  far  as  I  am 
aware,  drive-in  theaters  were  unknown  in  1930. 
Hence,  the  Legislature  could  hardly  have  had  them 
in  mind  in  enacting  the  statute.  Commonwealth  v. 
Tilley,  306  Mass.  412,  415.  When  such  is  the  case, 
the  statute  is  not  construed  to  apply  to  the  new 
conditions  unless  its  object  is  so  general  and  its 
language  so  broad  that  the  new  conditions  are 
fairly  within  the  sweep  and  the  meaning  of  the 
words  and  fall  within  their  obvious  scope  and 
purpose.  Commonwealth  v.  Welosky,  276  Mass. 
398,  403.  Commonwealth  v.  Goldman,  205  Mass. 
400.  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  148,  s.  56,  cannot  be  said 
to  have  either  an  object  so  general  or  language  so 
broad.  Accordingly,  I  reiterate  that,  in  my 
opinion,  that  statute  has  no  application  to  a  drive-in 
theater.

"Ordered,  That  the  Planning  Board  of  the 
City  of  Boston  be  requested,  through  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  to  have  the  Grove  Street  section  of 
Ward  20,  bounded  by  Washington,  Stimson, 
Centre,  and  Grove  streets,  be  considered  under 
Title  I  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1949,  as  a  Slum 
Clearance  and  Redevelopment  Project." 

Under  Federal  Public  Law  171  (the  1949  Hous- 
ing Law)  section  110,  paragraph  "C,"  it  is  pro- 
vided in  the  definition  of  "  projects  "  under  Title  I — 
that  a  redevelopment  project  may  include  land 
which  is  predominantly  open  and  which  becomes 
of  obsolete  platting,  diversity  of  ownership,  deterio- 
ration of  structure  or  of  site  improvements,  or 
otherwise,  substantially  impairs  or  arrests  the 
sound  growth  of  the  community. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  the  Grove  Street  section 
of  Ward  20  as  set  forth  in  the  Council  order  is  in 
the  above-mentioned  project  category  and  could 
properly  be  designated  as  a  redevelopment  area. 

Such  redevelopment  areas  as  have  been  unoffi- 
cially designated  as  "redevelopment  areas"  have 
been  so  designated  as  the  result  of  compiled  statis- 
tical information  on  a  census  tract  basis.  This 
information  indicated  the  extent  of  tax  deficit  and 
low-rent  accommodations  with  correlative  factors 
showing  lack  of  central  heating,  lack  of  toilet 
facilities,  etc.  Because  the  Grove  Street  area  is 
an  unusual  case  and  is  in  a  very  large  census  tract 
which  contains  some  of  the  best  housing  in  the 
city,  it  did  not  show  up  in  the  census  tract  infor- 
mation. However,  the  Board  for  some  years  has 
been  fully  aware  of  the  condition  of  that  area  and 
had  recognized  its  need  of  redevelopment. 

The  Board  expects  in  the  immediate  future  to 
redefine    its    redevelopment   areas    and    will    give 
serious  consideration  to  this  section  at  that  time.

APPROPRIATION    FOR    BOSTON    JUBILEE 
CELEBRATION.

In  conjunction  with  the  Boston  Jubilee  cele- 
bration of  the  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
May  18-22,  the  city  will  stage  a  spring  music 
festival  which  will  compare  favorably  with  the 
great  peace  festival  of  1869,  when  12,000  musicians 
took  part.  The  festival  program  will  start  on 
Saturday,  May  13,  five  days  before  the  Chamber's 
Jubilee,  and  will  continue  up  to  and  throughout 
the  period  of  the  latter  program.  There  will  be  a 
total  of  more  than  50  concerts  and  numerous  other 
features.  In  connection  with  the  Jubilee  cele- 
bration, the  city  will  conduct  a  monster  fireworks 
display  on  the  evening  of  May  22.  Provisions  will 
also  be  made  to  properly  observe  National  Defense 
Week,  which  will  occur  during  the  period  of  the 
over-all  celebration. 

The  purpose  of  the  festival  and  jubilee  is  to 
advertise  the  resources  and  facilities  of  the  city 
throughout  the  nation.  It  is  anticipated  that 
thousands  of  persons  from  all  parts  of  the  country 
will  visit  the  city  during  the  ten-day  period. 

In  order  to  provide  funds  to  meet  expenses 
which  will  arise  in  connection  with  the  city's  par- 
ticipation in  the  over-all  celebration,  I  submit 
herewith  an  order  providing  for  the  transfer  of 
$10,000  from  the  Reserve  Fund.

RETIREMENT  OF  CERTAIN  SUMNER 
TRAFFIC   TUNNEL   BONDS.

On  September  1,  1930,  the  City  of  Boston 
issued  under  St.  1929,  c.  297,  in  connection  with 
the  construction  of  the  Sumner  Traffic  Tunnel, 
bonds  aggregating  $4,000,000  and  bearing  in- 
terest at  the  rate  of  4  per  cent  per  annum.  These 
bonds  were  50-year  bonds;  but,  fortunately, 
they  contain  an  express  provision  for  call,  retire- 
ment, and  cancellation  by  the  city  on  September 
1,  1950.  Funds  for  the  retirement  and  cancella- 
tion of  these  bonds  on  September  1,  1950,  have 
been  provided  for  by  a  bond  issue  under  St.  1945, 
c.  361,  at  a  much  lower  interest  rate.  Those 
funds  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Com- 
missioners of  Sinking  Funds. 

St.  1945,  c.  361,  under  which  the  refunding 
bonds  were  issued,  expressly  prescribes  that  the 
earlier  bonds  be  called  for  cancellation  at  the 
earliest  date  permitted,  to  wit,  September  1, 
1950.  Transmitted  herewith  is  the  draft  of  an 
order  to  carry  out  the  mandate  of  the  statute. 
I  recommend  its  immediate  adoption.

lot.  This  lot  was  originally  owned  by  Mary  S. 
Kirkland,  as  well  as  the  adjoining  lot  105,  upon 
which  stands  the  house  in  which  Mrs.  Kirkland 
lives. 

Said  lot  106  was  taken  by  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  in  1947  by  eminent  domain  proceedings. 
Subsequent  to  the  taking  Mrs.  Kirkland  brought  a 
petition  for  assessment  of  damages  in  the  Suffolk 
Superior  Court  and  after  trial  was  awarded 
$1,087.43,  which  included  costs,  and  the  same  was 
paid  to  her  in  December,  1948. 

As  is  the  custom  of  this  Authority,  an  appraisal 
was  made  by  experts  in  behalf  of  said  Authority, 
which  appraisal  set  a  figure  of  $700  on  the  land 
alone  and  an  additional  $500  for  decreased  sal- 
ability  of  Mrs.  Kirkland's  adjoining  land,  making  a 
total  of  $1,200  on  said  appraisal.

PROPOSED    CHANGES   IN   ORGANIZATION 
OF  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  8,  1950. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  two  proposed  changes  in  the 
ordinances    relating    to    the    organization    of    the 
Health    Department.     I   take   this   action  on  the 
recommendation   of   the   committee   recently  ap- 
pointed to  review  and  analyze  the  recommenda- 
tions contained  in  the  survey  reports  of  the  Boston 
Finance  Commission.     In  submitting  this  recom- 
mendation, the  committee  comments  as  follows: 
The  survey  report  points  out  that  the  Health 
Department  at  present  consists  of  some  twelve 
divisions  or  administrative  units  all  largely  in- 
dependent of  each  other.     The  only  method  of 
coordination    is    through    the    Health    Commis- 
sioner.    In  the  opinion  of  the  surveyor  tins  is 
a  weak  and  ineffective  method  of  administration 
since  "an  executive  cannot  be  expected  to  ad- 
minister effectively  the  work  of  more  than  five 
or  six  other  executives  if  those  executives  are 
conducting  work  of  real  scope." 

In  order  to  simplify  and  clarify  the  interna) 
organization  of  the  department,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  the  position  of  Assistant  Commis- 
sioner be  created  and  that  four  major  administra- 
tive units  designated  as  sections  be  established. 
These  sections  are  to  bear  the  following  designa- 
tions : 

General  Services. 
Preventive  Medical  Services. 
Environmental  Sanitation. 
Local  Health  Services. 
The  activities  within  these  sections  would  be 
subdivided  into  divisions.     Administrative  au- 
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thority  would  move  from  the  Commissioner 
through  the  Assistant  Commissioner  to  the  heads 
of  the  four  sections,  who  in  turn  would  delegate 
authority  to  the  chiefs  of  the  divisions  within  the 
respective  sections.  The  Assistant  Commis- 
sioner would  relieve  the  ^Commissioner  of  a 
substantial  amount  of  routine  and  detail  work, 
and  the  administrative  responsibilities  of  the 
Commissioner  would  be  centralized  under  four 
units  or  sections  rather  than  decentralized  as  at 
present  under  twelve  independent  units. 

The  advantages  claimed  for  this  plan  of  organ- 
ization are: 

1.  It  enables  the  Commissioner  to  admin- 
ister his  entire  department  through  a 
small  number  of  executive  officers. 

2.  It  avoids  a  large  number  of  independent 
administrative  units  and  enables  the 
Commissioner  to  correlate  the  work  of 
the  department  more  effectively. 

3.  It  defines  clearly  the  chain  of  responsi- 
bility of  the  directors  of  the  several 
sections  and  divisions  of  the  department. 

4.  It  centralizes  the  direction  of  divisions 
having  close  interrelationships  by  plac- 
ing administrative  responsibility  in  the 
office  of  a  single  section  director,  who  in 
turn  interprets  the  programs  and  needs 
of  these  divisions  to  the  Commissioner. 

As  pointed  out  by  the  committee,  the  proposed 
ordinance  changes  are  merely  to  simplify  and 
clarify  the  internal  organization  of  the  Health 
Department.  The  divisional  organization  under 
the  four  major  administrative  units  is  left  to  the 
discretion  of  the  Health  Commissioner.  I  am  in- 
formed by  the  committee  that,  in  their  discussion 
of  the  subject  matter  with  the  Commissioner,  he 
indicated  that  in  all  probability  the  present  divi- 
sional setup  of  the  department  will  be  retained. 
In  other  words,  the  adoption  of  the  proposed 
changes  will  mean  no  radical  changes  insofar  as  the 
rank  and  file  of  departmental  personnel  is  con- 
cerned. I  respectfully  recommend  adoption  of 
the  accompanying  amendments  to  existing  ordi- 
nances.

An    Ordinance    Concerning    the    Organization    of 

the  Health  Department. 
Be  it  ordained   by   the   City   Council   of   Boston, 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  1  of  chapter  17  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1947  is  hereby  amended 
by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following  new 
sentences:  The  health  commissioner  may  appoint, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  an  assistant 
health  commissioner  who  shall  be  sworn  to  the 
faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  and  shall  hold  office 
until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified. 
The  assistant  health  commissioner  shall  perform 
such  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  him  from  time 
to  time  by  the  health  commissioner. 

Sect.  2.  Said  chapter  17  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  2  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following  section:  Section  2. 
The  Health  Commissioner  shall  establish  the 
following  sections  of  the  Health  Department: 
section  of  General  Services,  section  of  Medical 
Services,  section  of  Environmental  Sanitation, 
and  section  of  Local  Health  Service.  Each  section 
shall  be  in  charge  of  a  director,  who  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Health  Commissioner.  The 
Commissioner  may,  from  time  to  time,  determine 
the  divisions,  if  any,  within  each  of  said  sections, 
and  shall  appoint  the  heads  of  such  divisions. 
In  appointing  a  section  or  division  head,  the 
Commissioner  shall  certify  that,  in  his  opinion,  the 
person  appointed  is  an  expert  in  the  work  which 
will  devolve  upon  him,  that  he  is  a  person  especially 
fitted  by  education,  training,  or  experience  to 
perform  the  duties  of  the  position,  and  that  the 
appointment  is  made  solely  in  the  interest  of 
the  city. 

Sect.  3.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  on 
July  5,  1950.

VETO  OF  ORDINANCES   RE   DRIVE-IN 

THEATERS. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  15,  1950. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  am  returning  herewith,  disapproved,  the  pro- 
posed ordinance  relative  to  the  licensing  of  shows 
and  the  like  in  drive-in  theaters,  so  called,  passed 
by  your  Honorable  Body  on  May  1,  1950,  and  also 
the  proposed  ordinance  relative  to  the  opening  of 
drive-in  theaters,  so  called,  passed  by  your  Honor- 
able Body  on  the  same  date. 

My  objections  thereto  are  that,  even  if  I  affixed 
my  signature  to  the  proposed  ordinances,  they 
would  have  no  force  or  effect.  See  communica- 
tion of  even  date  addressed  to  me  by  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  with  respect  to  the  subject,  a  copy 
of  which  communication  is  enclosed  herewith  for 
your  information.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

This  is  in  reply  to  your  inquiry  concerning  the 
validity  of  two  ordinances  passed  by  the  City 
Council  on  May  1,  1950,  and  now  before  you  for 
approval.  In  my  opinion,  neither  ordinance  is 
valid. 

I. 
The  first  of  the  proposed  ordinances  is  entitled 
"An  Ordinance  Relative  to  the  Licensing  of  Shows 
and  the  Like  in  Drive-in  Theatres,  So-called,"  and 
provides  as  follows: 

Chapter  39  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1947 
is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  section  23 
the  following: 

Drive-In  Theatres. 
Sect.  24.  No  license  shall  be  granted  or 
renewed  under  chapter  494  of  the  acts  of  1908, 
as  amended,  for  any  theatrical  exhibition,  puhlic 
show,  public  amusement  or  exhibition  of  any 
description  to  be  given  in  a  drive-in  theatre, 
so-called,  which  is  within  two  thousand  feet  of 
a  building  occupied  in  whole  or  in  part  as  a 
public  or  private  school  having  more  than  fifty 
pupils,  or  as  a  public  or  private  hospital  having 
more  than  twenty-five  beds,  or  as  a  church. 

Chapter  494  of  the  Acts  of  1908,  as  amended, 
empowers  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  with  an  exception 
not  presently  pertinent,  to  grant,  with  respect  to 
any  location  in  the  entire  city,  "a  license  for 
theatrical  exhibitions,  public  shows,  public  amuse- 
ments and  exhibitions  of  every  description,  to 
which  admission  is  obtained  upon  payment  of 
money  or  upon  the  delivery  of  any  valuable  thing, 
or  by  a  ticket  or  voucher  obtained  for  money  or 
any  valuable  thing,  upon  such  terms  and  condi- 
tions as  he  deems  reasonable."  The  above- 
quoted  ordinance  would  limit  this  power  by  pro- 
hibiting the  granting  (or  renewing)  of  licenses  to 
certain  drive-in  theaters.  It  is  well  established 
that  an  ordinance  which  attempts  to  limit  a  power 
conferred  by  statute  is  repugnant  to  law  and  void. 
Commonwealth  v.  Allen,  128  Mass.  308.  Williams 
v.  Gloucester,  148  Mass.  256,  259.  Municipal 
Light  Commission  v.  Taunton,  323  Mass.  79. 


II. 

The  second  proposed  ordinance  is  entitled  "An 
Ordinance  Relative  to  the  Opening  of  Drive-In 
Theatres,  So-called,"  and  reads  thus: 

Chapter  41  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1947 

is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  section  30 

the  following: 

Drive-In  Theatres. 
Sect.  30A.  No  drive-in  theatre,  so-called, 
shall  be  opened  for  business  in  the  city  of  Boston 
within  two  thousand  feet  of  any  building 
occupied  in  whole  or  in  part  as  a  public  or 
private  school  having  more  than  fifty  pupils, 
or  as  a  public  or  private  hospital  having  more 
than  twenty-five  beds,  or  as  a  church. 

"An  ordinance  which  goes  beyond  the  authority 
conferred  by  the  enabling  statute  is  invalid." 
Cawley  v.  Northern  Waste  Company,  239  Mass. 
540,  544.  That  is  to  say,  a  municipality  has  no 
inherent  power  to  make  laws;  so  that,  if  an 
ordinance  is  to  be  held  valid,  its  enactment  must 
have  been  authorized  by  some  statute. 

The  principal  statute  enabling  the  passage  of 
ordinances  is  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  40,  s.  21,  cl.  (1), 
authorizing  municipalities  to  make  ordinances  "for 
directing  and  managing  their  prudential  affairs, 
preserving  peace  and  good  order,  and  maintaining 
their  internal  police."  It  is  settled,  however,  that 
this  statute  "does  not  transfer  to  a  city  or  town 
all  the  police  power  of  the  Commonwealth  or  such 
portions  of  it  as  a  municipality  might  desire  to 
exercise,  but  the  grant  is  limited  to  the  regulation 
and  prohibition  of  such  matters  as  are  of  an 
inherently  local  nature,  peculiarly  affecting  the 
public  welfare  of  the  particular  community  and  so 
closely  connected  with  the  administration  of  local 
government  as  to  become  properly  a  part  of  it." 
Commonwealth  v.  Wolbarst,  319  Mass.  291,  293. 
Thus,  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  40,  s.  21,  cl.  (1),  does  not 
authorize  a  bylaw  reading  as  follows:  "The  re- 
moval for  sale  of  loam,  sand,  gravel  or  quarried 
stone,  bordering  on  or  within  250  feet  of  a  street 
line  shall  not  be  permitted  except  by  permit  from 
the  Board  of  Appeals.  No  loam  to  be  removed 
for  sale  for  more  than  one-half  of  its  depth  in  any 
part  of  the  Town,  except  when  incidental  to,  and 
in  connection  with  the  construction  of  a  building, 
for  which  a  permit  has  been  issued."  North 
Reading  v.  Drinkwater,  309  Mass.  200.  The 
reasoning  of  the  Wolbarst  and  Drinkwater  cases, 
in  my  opinion,  leads  inescapably  to  the  conclusion 
that  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  40,  s.  21,  cl.  (1),  cannot 
be  invoked  to  sustain  the  second  ordinance 
presently  proposed. 

In  thus  disposing  of  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  40,  s.  21, 
cl.  (1),  I  do  not  overlook  either  Commonwealth  v. 
Parks,  155  Mass.  531,  upholding  an  ordinance  of 
the  City  of  Somerville  providing  that  "  No  person 
shall  blast  rock  or  stone  with  gunpowder,  giant 
powder,  dynamite,  gun-cotton,  nitroglycerine,  or 
any  other  explosive  compound,  without  written 
consent  from  the  board  of  aldermen,"  or  Common" 
wealth  v.  Hubley,  172  Mass.  58,  sustaining  an 
ordinance  of  the  City  of  Worcester  providing  that 
"No  person  shall  carry  on  the  business  of  collect- 
ing, storing,  and  dealing  in  old  rags,  old  papers,  or 
other  such  refuse  material,  in  any  building  within 
a  circle  the  radius  of  which  is  two  miles  from  the 
intersection  of  the  south  line  of  Front  Street  and 
the  east  line  of  Main  Street,  unless  he  is  duly 
licensed  therefor  by  the  board  of  aldermen,  for 
which  license,  if  granted,  no  fee  shall  be  charged." 
Both  of  these  ordinances  merely  required  the  busi- 
ness or  activity  involved  to  be  licensed  so  as  to 
insure  that  it  would  be  conducted  only  by  persons 
who  could  be  trusted  to  observe  proper  precautions. 
Compare  172  Mass.  58,  60.  As  the  first  of  the 
currently  proposed  ordinances  shows,  the  business 
to  which  the  second  proposed  ordinance  relates  is 
already  subject  to  a  licensing  procedure.  What 
the  second  proposed  ordinance  seeks  to  do  is  to 
prohibit  absolutely  the  commencement  of  such 
business  in  certain  areas.  The  second  proposed 
ordinance  thus  goes  far  beyond  the  ordinances  in 
the  Parks  and  Hubley  cases. 

In  addition  to  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  40,  s.  21,  cl.  (1), 
there  are  various  other  statutes  which  authorize 
ordinances  of  one  kind  or  another.  No  useful 
purpose  would  appear  to  be  served  by  rehearsing 
here  all  statutes  of  this  character  which  have  come 
to  my  attention,  for  they  have  all  been  indispu- 
tably inapplicable.  Take,  for  example,  St.  1938. 
c.  479,  s.  105A,  as  inserted  by  St.  1989,  0,  217, 
which  permits  the  enactment  of  ordinances  regu,-. 
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lating  the  inspection,  materials,  construction, 
alteration,  repair,  height,  area,  location  and  use 
of  most  buildings  and  other  structures  in  Boston, 
and  its  state-wide  counterpart,  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.) 
c.  143,  s.  3,  under  which  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Court  in  Storer  v.  Downey,  215  Mass.  273,  sus- 
tained an  ordinance  of  the  City  of  Cambridge  pro- 
viding that  "No  building  shall  be  erected  for  or 
converted  to  use  as  a  garage  unless  such  use  is 
previously  authorized  by  the  board  of  aldermen." 
Assuming,  without  deciding,  that  the  statutes 
just  cited,  when  the  procedure  therein  prescribed 
is  followed,  would  be  construed  to  authorize  the 
passage  of  an  ordinance  absolutely  forbidding, 
within  the  areas  specified  in  the  second  ordinance 
presently  proposed,  the  construction  or  use  of 
premises  for  a  drive-in  theater,  suffice  it  to  say 
that  the  prohibition  in  that  ordinance  is  not 
against  construction  or  use  of  premises,  but, 
probably  because  of  a  desire  to  reach  drive-in 
theaters  under  construction,  against  the  com- 
mencement of  business,  a  subject  plainly  not 
covered  by  the  statutes  cited. 

The  inapplicability  of  the  various  statutes 
authorizing  specific  kinds  of  ordinances  may  be 
further  illustrated  by  testing  the  second  proposed 
ordinance  as  a  zoning  ordinance.  In  Boston,  the 
matter  of  zoning  is  fully  covered  by  St.  1924, 
c.  488,  as  amended.  Where  the  Legislature  has 
enacted  a  complete  and  comprehensive  statutory 
system  dealing  with  a  certain  subject  matter,  there 
is  no  room  for  ordinances.  Commonwealth  v. 
Baronas,  285  Mass.  321,  322.  Commonwealth  v. 
Wolbarst,  219  Mass.  291,  295.  Furthermore, 
Boston  is  expressly  excepted  from  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.) 
c.  40,  ss.  25-30A,  by  which  other  municipalities 
are  empowered  to  pass  zoning  ordinances. 
Brackett  v.  Board  of  Appeal  of  Boston,  311  Mass. 
52,  53. 

The  situation  with  respect  to  the  second  proposed 
ordinance  thus  comes  down  to  this:  To  be  valid, 
it  must  have  been  authorized  by  some  enabling 
statute.  So  far  as  I  can  ascertain,  it  is  not  covered 
by  any  such  statute.  I  am,  therefore,  forced  to 
conclude  that  it  is  invalid.

The  Bridge  and  Ferry  Division  and  the  Highway 
Division  of  this  department  have  now  been  consol- 
idated to  form  a  single  division  to  be  known  as  the 
Bridge  and  Highway  Division. 

The  work,  duties,  and  responsibilities  of  the 
Division  Engineer  of  the  newly  created  division 
are  greatly  increased,  and  I  feel,  therefore,  that  the 
salary  should  be  increased  to  the  level  of  the 
Division  Engineer  of  the  Water  Division,  who  is 
receiving  $7,700  per  year. 

One  of  the  reasons  for  establishing  the  salary  of 
the  Division  Engineer  of  the  Water  Division  at  a 
higher  level  than  that  of  the  division  engineers  of 
the  other  divisions  of  this  department  was  due 
to  consolidating,  in  1938,  of  the  Water  Income  and 
the  Water  Engineering  Divisions.  The  work 
formerly  done  by  the  two  division  engineers  was 
merged  and  one  of  the  ratings  of  division  engineer 
was  abolished.  The  same  thing  has  happened  in 
the  consolidation  of  the  Bridge  and  Ferry  and 
Highway  Divisions.  One  of  the  positions  of  divi- 
sion engineer  has  been  abolished  and  the  new 
division  head,  therefore,  is  required  to  assume  all 
the  duties  and  responsibilities  formerly  assumed  by 
the  two  division  engineers  of  the  latter-referenced 
divisions. 

I  respectfully  recommend,  therefore,  that  the 
salary  of  the  Division  Engineer  of  the  Bridge  and 
Highway  Division  be  established  at  a  sum  not  to 
exceed  $7,700  per  year.

POSITION  CLASSIFICATION  AND  PAY 
PLAN.

Gentlemen: 

The  City  of  Boston  is  perhaps  the  only  large 
city  in  the  nation  without  a  comprehensive  position 
classification  and  pay  plan  for  its  more  than  fifteen 
thousand  employees.  The  personal  service  item 
in  the  city  budget  amounts  to  53.2  per  cent  of  the 
total  budget.  Under  the  present  Ordinances, 
every  officer  in  charge  of  a  department  employs  and 
fixes  the  compensation  of  all  subordinates  in  his 
department,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor. 
Each  department  acting  independently  in  estab- 
lishing its  own  departmental  classification  and 
compensation  plans  over  the  years  and  without  the 
guidance  of  a  general  plan  has  resulted  in  the 
creation  of  inequalities  and  wide  variations  in  com- 
pensation for  positions  with  comparable  duties  and 
responsibilities. 

It  is  generally  agreed  that  personnel  classifica- 
tions and  salary  standardization  are  absolutely 
essential  to  sound  procedure.  The  interests  of 
both  the  city  and  the  worker  dictate  some  grouping 
of  positions  on  the  basis  of  functions  and  respon- 
sibilities. Like  the  position  classification  upon 
which  it  depends,  the  pay  plan  is  a  structural  blue- 
print of  the  whole  service  but  indicating  the  rela- 
tionships between  classes  and  positions  in  terms  of 
pay  differentials.  In  the  absence  of  a  classification 
system,  wage  policy  bears  no  direct  relationship 
to  the  job  as  such.  Salaries  come  to  depend  upon 
personalized  judgments  of  an  individual  employee's 
duties  and  value  to  the  service. 

One  of  the  recommendations  contained  in  the 
report  on  the  financial  administration  of  the  city 
submitted  by  the  Boston  Finance  Commission  was 
the  establishment  of  a  classification  and  compensa- 


tion plan  for  city  employees.  The  committee 
appointed  by  me  to  review  and  analyze  the  recom- 
mendations contained  in  these  survey  reports  un- 
animously recommended  that  immediate  steps  be 
taken  which  will  lead  to  the  establishment  of  a 
position  classification  and  pay  plan  for  the  City  of 
Boston. 

The  committee  also  recommended  that  the  serv- 
ices of  outside  technical  consultants  be  secured  for 
this  work  so  that  the  survey  can  be  completed  in 
the  shortest  possible  time.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
outside  service  necessary  in  order  to  establish  this 
plan  will  not  exceed  $50,000.  There  is  forwarded 
herewith  an  order  transferring  this  sum  from  the 
Reserve  Fund.  Consideration  and  adoption  of 
this  order  by  your  Honorable  Body  is  recom- 
mended.

The  Retirement  Board  is  in  receipt  of  an  order 
of  the  City  Council  relative  to  the  possibility  of 
notifying  each  member  of  the  several  retirement 
systems  on  or  before  July  1,  1950,  of  the  accrued 
amount  of  his  contributions. 

Up  to  January  1,  1946,  it  has  been  the  practice 
of  the  Board  to  furnish  such  information  annually. 
However,  since  that  dato  the  now  State-Boston 
System  was  established  and  three  periods  of  inter- 
change of  membership  among  the  various  systems 
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have  been  provided.  For  more  than  three  years  and 
a  half  the  contributions  of  most  of  the  employees 
have  fluctuated  for  some  portion  of  the  time  be- 
tween 4  and  5  per  cent  per  annum,  and  the  interest 
credited  has  varied  between  4  per  cent  and  2\  per 
cent. 

Until  the  membership  is  definitely  settled,  it  is 
useless  to  attempt  to  complete  accurately  the 
calculations  required  for  the  separate  accounts  of 
the  18,000  members  of  the  system,  and  a  further 
element  of  delay  is  involved  by  the  requirement 
that  the  individual  accounts  be  verified  by  the 
Insurance  Department  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Under  these  conditions,  it  is  obviously  impossible 
to  comply  with  the  request  contained  in  the  City 
Council  order. 

The  Board  hopes  to  be  in  a  position  to  furnish 
each  member  of  the  systems  with  a  statement  of 
his  account  as  of  January  1,  1951,  sometime  during 
that  year,  and,  in  the  meantime,  a  member  who 
requires  the  information  for  some  particular  reason 
may  obtain  an  approximate  figure  by  applying  at 
the  Retirement  Board  Office.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Boston  Traffic  Commission 
held  on  April  27,  1950,  it  was  voted,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  your  Honor  and  the  City  Council, 
to  increase  the  fees  charged  for  the  establishment 
of  loading  zones  from  the  present  fee  of  50  cents 
per  linear  foot  to  $1  per  linear  foot  and  to  increase 
the  present  minimum  fee  of  $10  to  a  new  minimum 
fee  of  $20. 

The  present  fees  were  established  in  1935  and 
were  based  on  the  then  prevailing  costs  of  ma- 
terials and  labor.  The  cost  of  the  paint  used  to 
enunciate  loading  zones  has  increased  from  $1.90  a 
gallon  in  1935  to  $3.75  a  gallon  at  present;  the 
cost  of  paint  brushes  has  increased  approximately 
100  per  cent;  and  the  cost  of  labor,  due  to  salary 
increases,  has  increased  66|  per  cent.  Further- 
more, because  the  yellow  paint  on  the  curb  cannot 
be  seen  by  motorists  during  several  months  of  the 
winter  season,  it  is  intended,  if  the  new  requested 
fees  are  adopted,  to  supplement  the  curb  painting 
with  a  permanent-type  sign  at  each  end  of  the 
zones  where  such  installation  is  found  to  be  neces- 
sary. The  cost  of  installing  such  signs  would  be 
approximately  $14.50  for  each  loading  zone. 

It  is  therefore  respectfully  requested  that  your 
Honor  recommend  to  the  City  Council  the  adoption 
of  an  ordinance  increasing  loading  zone  permit 
fees  as  stated  above.

27.  The  fee  for  a  permit  for  a  loading  zone,  so 
called,  issued  under  the  provisions  of  section  2  of 
chapter  263  of  the  acts  of  1929  shall  be  computed  at 
the  rate  of  one  dollar  for  each  foot  of  curbing 
abutting  on  said  zone,  but  in  no  event  less  than 
twenty  dollars.

purposes,  and  shall  keep  a  record  thereof;  may,  with 
the  approval  of  the  mayor,  let  such  land  for  a  term 
not  exceeding  one  year;  and,  when  authorized  by 
the  City  Council,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor, 
may  sell  any  land  or  buildings  in  their  charge." 
Section  2  of  said  chapter  33  further  provides  that 
"Nothing  contained  in  section  one  of  this  chapter 
shall  apply  to  any  real  estate  sold  to  or  taken  by  the 
city  for  non-payment  of  taxes  or  assessments,  the 
right  to  redeem  which  has  been  foreclosed." 

By  chapter  318  of  the  Acts  of  1950  the  Board  of 
Real  Estate  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Boston 
has  been  given  jurisdiction  of  "all  real  estate  of  the 
city  not  held  for  a  specific  purpose  irrespective  of 
the  manner  or  time  of  acquisition  of  such  real 
estate."  The  above-quoted  provisions  of  chapter 
33  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1947  have  thus 
become  obsolete  and  should  be  repealed.  I  there- 
fore recommend  to  your  Honorable  Body  the 
immediate  adoption  of  the  ordinance  transmitted 
herewith.

In  view  of  the 
fact  there  is  a  balance  available  in  the  Parking 
Meter  Fees  fund  to  cover  estimated  cost  of  the 
additional  meters,  I  feel  it  desirable  to  utilize  this 
balance.  It  should  be  possible  under  this  procedure 
to  secure  a  better  price  for  the  meters  than  was 
secured  under  the  previous  arrangements  whereby 
monthly  payments  of  one  half  of  the  meter  fees 
collected  were  made  to  the  meter  companies.  I 
respectfully  recommend  immediate  consideration 
and  action  on  the  accompanying  order.

$1,700,000. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  22,  1950. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

There  is  forwarded  herewith  a  supplementary 
appropriation  order  in  the  sum  of  SI, 700,000.  The 
major  portion  of  this  appropriation,  or  $1,490,000 
is  necessary  to  provide  for  the  increase  in  the  ex- 
penditures for  Old  Age  Assistance  and  Aid  to 
Dependent  Children,  the  case  loads  having  in- 
creased during  the  first  four  months  of  this  year 
more  than  was  anticipated;  for  the  rising  costs  of 
relief  to  veterans;  for  expenses  in  connection  with 
providing  additional  beds  at  both  the  City  Hospital 
and  the  Sanatorium  Division  for  the  segregation 
of  tuberculosis  patients  now  hospitalized  at  the 
City  Hospital  and  to  make  available  additional 
facilities  for  persons  found  to  be  suffering  from 
tuberculosis  in  various  stages  as  a  result  of  the 
chest  X-ray  program  recently  completed;  and  for 
the  care  of  premature  infants,  the  cost  of  which 
has  been  greater  than  anticipated  and  the  re- 
sponsibility for  which  is  the  city's  under  recently 
enacted  legislation. 

The  balance  of  the  appropriation  is  needed  by 
several  departments  of  the  city  for  services, 
supplies,  and  equipment,  supplementing  appro- 
priations contained  in  the  annual  budget  and 
necessary  in  view  of  the  experience  of  the  first  four 
months  of  the  current  year.  All  of  the  elements 
in  this  supplementary  appropriation  order  are 
explained  in  detail  in  the  attached  report  of  the 
Budget  Commissioner. 

Consideration  and  adoption  of  the  accompanying 
appropriation  order  is  recommended  by  your 
Honorable  Body.

There  is  given  below  a  brief  explanation  of  the 
need  for  the  above  supplementary  appropriations: 
Public  Welfare  Department,  $900,000. 

Of  this  sum,  $650,000  is  for  Old  Age  Assistance 
and  $250,000  for  Aid  to  Dependent  Children. 
The  case  load  on  Old  Age  Assistance  during  the 
first  four  months  of  1950  has  increased  approxi- 
mately 500  cases  and  the  case  load  under  Aid  to 
Dependent  Children  during  the  same  period  has 
increased  slightly  over  200  cases.  Welfare  officials 
state  that  indications  are  that  these  increases  in 
case  load  will  continue  and  that  the  above  $900,000 
is  necessary. 

Department  of  Veterans'  Services,  $260,000. 

Ten  thousand  dollars  of  this  amount  is  neces- 
sary to  provide  sufficient  funds  for  employment 
of    necessary    temporary    employees. 

Because  of  the  large  increase  in  soldiers'  relief 
expenditures  during  the  first  quarter  in  1950,  it 
is  estimated  that  $250,000  additional  will  be 
needed  to  provide  sufficient  funds  for  this  purpose 
for  the  balance  of  the  year. 

Hospital  Department,  $255,000. 

The  major  portion  of  this  appropriation  is 
necessary  in  order  that  the  hospital  may  open  up 
two  wards  for  the  special  care  of  tuberculosis 
patients.      This    will    necessitate,    of   course,    the 


hiring    of    additional    help    and    the    purchase    of 
additional  supplies,  materials,  and  equipment. 

The  balance  is  needed  to  supplement  items, 
which  in  the  light  of  the  experience  of  the  first 
four  months  of  the  current  year  will  require  these 
additional  sums  in  order  that  the  hospital  may 
render  sufficient  service  and  care  to  the  sick. 

Sanatorium  Division,  $50,000. 

This  additional  appropriation  is  needed  to  cover 
the  cost  of  installing  a  cafeteria  and  making  other 
changes  to  provide  beds  for  50  additional  tubercu- 
losis patients  and  also  provide  for  the  hiring  of 
additional  help  and  the  purchase  of  additional 
equipment,  materials,  and  supplies. 

The  above  appropriations  for  the  care  of  tuber- 
culosis will  provide  facilities  for  120  patients,  the 
present  number  for  which  the  Health  Department 
is  responsible.  The  majority  of  these  cases  were 
uncovered  as  a  result  of  the  mass  chest  X-ray 
program  recently  completed. 

Construction  and  Reconstruction  of  Sidewalks, 
$60,000. 
The  Public  Works  Commissioner  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  current  budget  appropriation  of  $50,000 
is  inadequate  to  repair  existing  sidewalks  that  are 
in  a  defective  condition  and  that  this  additional 
appropriation  is  necessary. 

Election  Department,  $45,000. 

This  sum  is  necessary  to  provide  sufficient  funds 
for  the  employment  of  temporary  election  officials 
because  of  the  two  election  functions  this  year. 

Police  Department,  $40,000. 

Thirty  thousand  of  this  sum  is  necessary  to 
rectify  a  miscalculation  in  the  annual  budget 
appropriations  for  the  Police  Department.  The 
balance  of  $10,000  is  needed  to  strengthen  the 
Contractual  item  for  the  typing  and  mailing  of 
parking  violation  notices. 

Assessing  Department,  $25,000. 

It  now  appears  that  the  previous  appropriation 
for  temporary  employees  necessary  to  complete 
personal  property,  motor  excise  and  real  estate 
tax  bills,  will  be  insufficient  and  that  this  additional 
sum  is  necessary. 

Health  Department,  $25,000. 

This  sum  is  necessary  to  provide  for  the  care  of 
premature  infants  which  responsibility  devolves 
upon  the  Health  Department  because  of  legisla- 
tion. Since  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  bills 
for  the  care  of  premature  infants  have  been  greater 
than  previously  estimated.  Therefore,  this  addi- 
tional sum  is  necessary. 

House  of  Correction,  $40,000. 

This  sum  is  necessary  to  replace  machinery  in 
the  Shoe  Shop  and  the  Tailor  Shop  at  Deer  Island 
which  were  destroyed  by  fire  last  October.  The 
cost  of  this  machinery  was  not  known  at  the  time 
the  annual  budget  was  submitted  this  year.

Recently  your  Honor  transmitted  to  me  the 
following  order  passed  by  the  City  Council  on 
May  22,  1950: 

"Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be 
requested  to  instruct  the  Corporation  Counsel 
to  assign  a  member  of  his  staff  for  the  sole  purpose 
of  representing  and  serving  the  Boston  City 
Council." 

As  your  Honor  knows,  not  only  is  the  subject 
of  municipal  law  a  field  by  itself,  but  the  various 
branches  thereof  are  themselves  specialties. 
Thus,  an  attorney  highly  skilled  in  tax  title  law 
cannot  be  expected  to  have  intimate  knowledge 
of  the  intricacies  of  the  Boston  Building  Code; 
and  an  attorney  well  acquainted  with  the  Boston 
Building  Code  cannot  be  expected  to  be  an  expert 
on  civil  service  law.  Ever  since  I  have  been 
Corporation  Counsel,  I  have  endeavored  to  cope 
with  this  situation  by  assigning,  so  far  as  prac- 
ticable, each  particular  matter  to  the  assistant 
having  the  greatest  knowledge  of  the  subject 
involved.  Accordingly,  it  has  not  been  unusual 
for  me  to  have  one  assistant  consulting  with  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner  concerning  driveway 
permits,  another  concerning  civil  service  matters, 
and  yet  a  third  concerning  dumping  rights.  On 
important  matters,  there  have  often  been  con- 
sultations of  several  assistants  with  the  resultant 
pooling  of  their  composite  knowledge. 

The  questions  posed  by  the  City  Council  relate 
to  all  kinds  of  subjects.  If,  in  accordance  with 
the  request  contained  in  the  above-quoted  order, 
a  single  individual  were  assigned  to  the  City 
Council,  he  could  not  be  expected  to  have  more 
than  a  general  knowledge  of  the  law  applicable 
to  the  various  questions  arising;  and  the  City 
Council  would  be  deprived  of  the  expert  service 
which  I  have  been  trying  to  give  to  all  city  offi- 
cials. In  my  opinion,  this  would  lie  a  distinct 
disservice    to    the    City    Council.      Thereforo,    I 
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respectfully  beg  to  be  excused  from  complying 
with  the  request  contained  in  the  above-quoted 
order  of  the   City   Council.

In  answer  to  the  order  of  the  City  Council  dated 
May  22,  1950,  I  submit  to  your  Honor  a  brief  out- 
line of  the  laws  regarding  egress  which  are  now  in 
force  in  the  City  of  Boston  and  of  the  regulations 
and  methods  of  procedure  by  which  these  laws  are 
implemented. 

The  Law. 

(1)  The  Building  Code  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
particularly  sections  108,  116d,  and  all  of  Part  18. 
I  wish  to  point  out  that  this  law  was  accepted 
by  the  Boston  City  Council  after  amendment  by 
that  Body,  and  became  effective  on  May  17, 
1943. 

(2)  Chapter  143,  General  Lans  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, particularly  section.'  15,  21,  27, 
28,  29,  and  49. 

Section  3  of  this  chapter  provid  s  that  any  city  or 
town  may  pass  laws  or  ordinances  in  excess  of  the 
requirements  contained  in  chapter  143,  but  that 
no  city  or  town  may  minimize,  avoid,  or  repeal 
any  of  the  provisions  of  said  chapter. 

The  effect  of  the  section,  therefore,  is  to  make 
state  law  the  ruling  force  except  where  the  Boston 
Code  is  more  stringent. 

As  your  Honor  is  aware,  this  chapter  was 
drastically  amended  as  a  result  of  the  reports  of  the 
various  Recess  Commissions  formed  after  the 
Coconut  Grove  fire.  By  the  numerous  amend- 
ments which  have  been  passed  since  1944,  the 
Building  Commissioner  has  become,  in  effect,  a 
deputy  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Safety. 

Application  op  the  Law. 

The  law  applies  chiefly  to  the  following  categories 
of  buildings: 

(a)  Every  building  of  a  residential  or  com- 
mercial character  in  which  there  are  eight  or 
more  rooms  above  the  second  floor,  or  in  which 
ten  or  more  persons  reside  or  are  accommodated 
above  the  second  floor.     (Sections  15,  21,  27.) 

(b)  Every  premises  for  which  a  license  is 
required  by  statute  or  ordinance.     (Section  49.) 

(c)  Every  building  in  which  fifty  or  more 
persons  may  assemble  as  defined  in  section  1. 

(d)  Every  building  in  which  ten  or  more 
persons  are  employed.     (Section  15.) 

(e)  For  buildings  which  are  not  in  the  above 
categories,  the  basic  requirements  of  chapter 
479,  Acts  of  1938,  apply.  (Section  116d; 
particularly  section  1804.) 

The  minimum  requirement  which  applies  to 
every  building  in  the  City  of  Boston  except  one- 
family  dwellings  of  less  than  three  stories  in  height, 
is  two  independent  means  of  egress,  as  widely 
separated  as  possible,  with  direct  access  to  the 
outer  air.  This  the  department  is  obliged  by  law 
and  practice  to  secure. 

For  lodging  houses  the  requirement  has  been 
access  to  two  independent  means  of  egress.  So 
that  the  burden  may  not  be  too  severe,  it  has  been 
our  policy  to  accept  indirect  access,  by  way  of 
other  rooms,  to  the  means  of  egress.  Direct  access, 
however  desirable  in  an  occupancy  so  fraught  with 
hazard  would,  in  most  cases,  be  too  expensive. 


For  apartment  houses  and  other  residential 
occupancies,  the  requirement  has  been  for  direct 
access  from  each  living  unit  to  not  less  than  two 
means  of  egress. 

Department  Procedure. 

The  egress  requirements  for  all  buildings  in  the 
process  of  being  erected  or  altered  are  secured  by 
making  such  requirements  an  integral  part  of  the 
approval  of  plans.  The  approval  is  not  granted, 
barring  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Appeal,  until  such 
requirements  are  met. 

For  buildings  now  in  existence  for  which  a  license 
is  sought,  acknowledgments,  as  described  in  chapter 
143,  section  29,  are  used.  So  that  departments 
issuing  licenses,  particularly  the  Licensing  Board, 
may  not  be  impeded  in  their  work,  priority  has 
been  assigned  to  all  such  applications.  The 
issuance  of  an  acknowledgment  is  an  interim 
arrangement  by  which  a  premises  may  be  licensed 
in  the  expectation  that  the  work  required  by  this 
department  may  soon  be  done.  Since  the  power  to 
issue  such  acknowledgments,  insofar  as  the  city 
is  concerned,  has  existed  since  November,  1945,  it 
is  reasonable  to  believe  that  persons  who  are 
sincerely  determined  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
law  have  been  given  sufficient  time  in  which  to  do 
so.  The  action  of  the  present  Legislature,  under 
chapter  288  of  1950,  appears  to  indicate  that  this 
authority,  except  within  rigid  restrictions,  will 
terminate  on  October  15,  1950.  The  department 
will  then  be  forced  to  take  drastic  action  with 
respect  to  many  licensed  lodging  houses  in  the  city. 

Buildings  which  are  not  licensed  and  in  which  no 
alteration  is  contemplated  have  been  the  object  of 
a  survey  by  the  Egress  Division  for  the  past  four 
years.  In  this  time  we  have  averaged  40,000  in- 
spections annually.  The  survey  is  _  practically 
completed  and  has  revealed  many  violations  of 
law.  Our  object  has  been  first  to  order  the  more 
serious  hazards  removed;  secondly  to  certify  those 
properties  which  require  a  certificate  under  section 
28;  and  finally  to  proceed  to  the  lesser  violations. 

It  is  impossible  to  estimate  the  time  required  to 
carry  out  this  program.  We  shall  endeavor  to 
stagger  the  certifications  so  that  the  case  load  for 
the  individual  inspector  may  be  constant.  Routine 
inspections  will  be  assigned  on  a  daily  basis. 

I  am  fully  aware  that  these  requirements  of  law 
have  proved  onerous  to  many  property  owners;  I 
wish  to  point  out,  however,  that  the  law  is  an  act 
of  the  State  Legislature  which  we  are  obligated, 
under  penalty,  to  enforce. 

If  your  Honor  approves,  I  shall  be  glad  to  go 
before  the  City  Council  and  to  answer  such 
questions  as  may  be  directed  to  me  by  the  members 
of  that  Body.

It  is  vitally  necessary  that  this  department 
take  immediate  steps  to  provide  playground 
and  recreation  facilities  in  the  Charlestown 
district.  I  do  not  believe  there  is  any  section 
of  Boston  where  the  playground  situation  is 
more  acute  than   in  this  district. 

There  have  been  for  years  three  larger  play- 
grounds located  in  Charlestown,  namely,  the 
John  J.  Ryan,  Jr.  Playground  at  Sullivan 
square,  the  John  Doherty  Playground  at 
Charlestown  Heights,  and  the  William  J.  Barry 
Playground  at  Medford  and  Chelsea  streets. 
Of  these,  only  the  Ryan  Playground  and  the 
Barry  Playground  were  equipped  with  larger 
baseball  diamonds.  The  Doherty  Playground 
is  more  or  less  an  enlarged  play  area  on  which 
we  have  located  the  George  Robert  White 
Swimming  Pool.

Bridge,  considerable  of  the  territory  of  the 
Barry  Playground  is  now  occupied  by  uprights 
of  the  bridge,  so  that  now  we  have  a  much 
reduced  area.  It  is  now  necessary  to  redesign 
the  entire  area  and  remove  existing  field  house 
to  a  new  location  in  order  to  make  the  area 
large  enough  to  construct  a  full  size  baseball 
field. 

A  part  of  the  Ryan  Playground  at  Sullivan 
square  is  now  being  developed  by  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  Public  Works 
Department  for  the  new  traffic  interchange. 
The  Ryan  Playground  will  be  out  of  use  for 
approximately  the  next  two  and  one-half  years. 
At  the  conclusion  of  the  construction  of  this 
traffic  area,  we  hope  to  have  the  assistance 
of  the  Commonwealth  in  developing  the  re- 
mainder   of    the    Ryan    Playground. 

Charlestown  is  a  highly  congested  area  with 
many  small  children,  and  it  is  required  that 
we   take    immediate   steps    to   help    to    provide 


these  children  with  play  facilities.  Accord- 
ingly, we  plan  to  take  steps  to  restore  the 
area  of  the  Barry  Playground  so  that  the 
children  shall  have  a  play  area  where  they 
may    enjoy   our   many   recreation   activities. 

The  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  requests 
that  you  place  before  the  City  Council  an 
order  in  the  amount  of  $60,000  for  the  restora- 
tion of  the  Barry  Playground,  the  special  ap- 
propriation to  be  known  as  "The  William  J. 
Barry    Playground,    Restoration    of." 

Your  consideration  of  this  most  urgent 
matter  will  be  greatly  appreciated.

Gentlemen: 

As  you  know,  the  statutes  contemplate  that 
the  1950  tax  rate  be  declared  not  later  than 
the  current  week.  Before  the  tax  rate  is  fixed, 
however,  provision  should  be  made  for  un- 
certainties that  prevail  with  respect  to  various 
matters.  For  example,  there  are  several 
municipal  surveys  which  are  likely  to  make 
reports  before  the  end  of  the  present  fiscal 
year.  Typical  of  this  situation  is  the  study 
under  way  in  the  Public  Works  Department 
with    regard  to   incinerators. 

Then  again,  the  Legislature  is  still  in  ses- 
sion. What  action  it  will  take  upon  the  South 
Bay  and  other  projects  is  presently  unknown. 
While  it  is  not  anticipated  that  any  direct 
burden  will  be  placed  upon  the  city  in  connec- 
tion with  these  projects,  it  is  conceivable  that 
incidental   expenses  may  arise. 

Obviously  it  is  impossible  at  the  present 
time  for  me  to  make  specific  recommendations 
for  appropriations  in  connection  with  these 
pending  matters,  but  it  does  seem  desirable 
to  make  a  supplementary  appropriation  for 
the  Reserve  Fund  so  as  to  provide  for 
extraordinary  or  unforeseen  expenditures 
arising  between  now  and  the  end  of  the  cur- 
rent year. 

I  accordingly  submit  an  appropriation  order 
providing    an    additional    $150,000    for    the    Re- 
serve  Fund,   and   I   respectfully   recommend   its 
immediate   adoption    by    your   Honorable   Body.

Dear  Commissioner  Carp: 

Your  letter  of  May  19.  1950,  directs  my  at- 
tention to  chapter  318  of  the  Acts  of  1950, 
entitled  "An  Act  Relative  to  Real  Estate  of 
the  City  of  Boston  Not  Held  for  a  Specific 
Purpose,"  which  amends  St.  1943,  c.  434,  s.  2, 
so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"The  chairman,  subject  to  the  regulations 
of  the  board  with  respect  to  his  procedure, 
shall  have  the  care,  custody,  management 
and  control  of  all  property  acquired  by  the 
city  by  foreclosure  of  tax  titles  or  acquired 
under  section  eighty  of  chapter  sixty  of  the 
General  Laws,  whether  acquired  before  or 
after  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  and  also 
of  all  real  estate  of  the  city  not  held  for  a 
specific  purpose  irrespective  of  the  manner 
or  time  of  acquisition  of  such  real  estate, 
including,  without  limiting  the  generality  of 
the  foregoing,  all  buildings  or  other  struc- 
tures and  all  lands  or  rights  or  interests 
in  lands  or  other  property  subject  to  section 
four  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
twenty-nine  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
board,  has  ceased,  or  at  any  time  shall  have 
ceased,  to  be  needed  for  the  purposes  of  said 
chapter  two  hundred  and  ninety-seven;  pro- 
vided, that  the  chairman,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  board,  may  make  contracts 
for  such  care,  custody,  management  and 
control." 

Your   first  inquiry   is: 

What  properties  are  intended  to  be  em- 
braced within  the  language  of  "lands  not 
held   for   specific   purposes"? 

Ordinarily,  when  real  estate  is  acquired  by 
the  city,  whether  such  acquisition  be  by 
eminent  domain,  by  purchase,  by  gift,  by 
devise,  by  statute,  or  otherwise,  the  acquisition 
is  for  some  specific  municipal  purpose,  and 
the  real  estate  is  thereafter  held  for  that  pur- 
pose by  the  department  concerned  with  the 
particular  municipal  function  involved.  Such 
real  estate,  even  though  no  longer  used  for 
the  purpose  specified,  is  still  technically  "held" 
for  such  purpose  and  so  does  not  come  within 
the  category  of  "real  estate  .  .  .  not  held 
for  a  specific  purpose." 

There  are  occasions,  however,  when,  by  the 
form  of  the  gift  or  devise  or  by  the  manner 
of  acquisition  or  as  a  result  of  some  statute, 
real  estate  comes  to  be  held  for  no  specific 
purpose  but  rather  for  municipal  purposes 
generally.  The  most  common  situation  is  the 
acquisition  of  land  by  the  foreclosure  of  tax 
titles  with  respect  to  which  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.), 
c.  GO.  s.  77,  as  amended,  provides  that  after 
foreclosure  such  land  shall  be  held  for  "munic- 
ipal" purposes.  Other  illustrations  of  this 
situation  may  be  found  (a)  in  gifts  or  devises 
of  land  by  public-spirited  citizens  for  "general" 
or  "municipal"  or  "public"  purposes  or  with- 
out reference  to  any  purpose,  (b)  in  the  con- 
veyance to  the  city,  in  connection  with  the 
settlement  of  a  land  damage  suit,  of  the  por- 
tion of  a  parcel  remaining   in   private  owner- 
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ship  after  the  eminent  domain  taking,  and 
(c)  in  chapter  178  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1915, 
which  repealed  so  much  of  St.  1897,  c.  347, 
s.  1,  as  required  certain  land  to  be  used  for 
a   market  or   other   public   purposes. 

For  many  years,  care  and  maintenance  of 
real  estate  thus  owned  by  the  city  and  not 
held  for  any  specific  purpose  was  in  the 
Street  Laying-Out  Department.  See  chapter 
34  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1914  and 
chapter  33  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1925. 
The  first  change  with  respect  to  the  control- 
ling department  was  made  by  chapter  3  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1935,  which  transferred 
from  the  Street  Laying-Out  Department  to 
the  Public  Buildings  Department  jurisdiction 
of  real  estate  acquired  through  the  foreclosure 
of  tax  titles.  The  care  and  disposal  of  such 
real  estate  was  later  placed  in  a  Custodian 
appointed  under  chapter  358  of  the  Acts  of 
1938,  who  was  succeeded,  in  turn,  by  your 
Board  under  chapter  434  of  the  Acts  of  1943. 
In  other  words,  ever  since  its  establishment, 
your  Board  has  had  the  care,  custody,  manage- 
ment, and  control  of  one  category  of  property 
belonging  to  the  city  but  not  held  for  any 
specific  purpose.  Chapter  318  of  the  Acts  of 
1950  simply  transfers  to  your  Board  the  care, 
custody,  management,  and  control  of  all  other 
such  real  estate — the  same  to  be  cared  for  and 
disposed  of  like  real  estate  acquired  through 
tax  title  foreclosure. 

In  my  opinion,  therefore,  the  properties  in- 
tended to  be  embraced  within  the  phrase  "all 
real  estate  of  the  city  not  held  for  a  specific 
purpose"  means  all  land  belonging  to  the  city 
and  not  under  the  jurisdiction  of  any  particu- 
lar department  thereof  because  held  without 
specification  of  a  particular  purpose. 

Your  second   inquiry   is: 

Must  all  properties  not  held  for  specific 
purposes  be  sold  at  public  auction? 

As  stated  above,  real  estate  of  the  city  not 
held  for  a  specific  purpose  is  to  be  cared  for 
and  disposed  of  in  the  same  manner  as  real 
estate  acquired  through  tax  title  foreclosure. 
Accordingly,  if  it  is  determined  that  real  es- 
tate not  held  for  a  specific  purpose  should  be 
sold,  the  sale  cannot  be  private  but  must  be 
at  public  auction,  just  as  in  the  case  of  prop- 
erty acquired  through  tax  title  foreclosure. 

Your  third   inquiry   is: 

Is  this  Board  or  the  City  Council  the 
proper  agency  to  sell  land  acquired  through 
tax  foreclosure  proceedings  and  subsequently 
transferred  by  order  of  the  City  Council  to 
another  municipal  department,  which  land 
is  no  longer  required  by  the  particular  de- 
partment for  its  uses  or  for  any  specific 
purpose? 

Ever  since  its  original  enactment  in  1943, 
the  power  vested  in  you  and  your  Board  by 
the  above-quoted  statute  has  related  to  all 
property  acquired  by  the  city  through  the  fore- 
closure of  tax  titles.  The  statute  makes  no 
exception.  It  is  inconceivable,  however,  that, 
with  the  consent  of  you  and  your  Board  and 
the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  the  City  Council 
cannot  permit  another  department  of  the  city 
to  make  a  specific  municipal  use  of  such  prop- 
erty when  such  use  is  the  disposition  of  such 
property  most  advantageous  to  the  city.  Such 
transaction  is,  in  effect,  a  lease  by  your  de- 
partment to  the  other  department;  but  since 
the  city  is  both  lessor  and  lessee,  no  formal 
lease  or  payment  of  rent  is  involved,  nor  is 
the  action  of  the  municipal  authorities  made 
a  matter  of  record  at  the  Suffolk  Registry  of 
Deeds.  Consequently,  when  the  property  is 
no  longer  needed  for  the  specific  use,  the  pro- 
cedure best  adapted,  in  the  light  of  the  govern- 
ing statutes,  to  insure  the  continuity  of  a 
clear  record  title  would  appear  to  be  for  the 
City  Council,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
City  Charter,  to  terminate  the  "lease"  by  re- 
scinding its  prior  order  with  respect  to  the 
property  and  thereby  make  the  property  once 
again   real   estate  of   the   city   not   held   for   a 


specific    purpose    and    so    fully    subject   to    the 
provisions  of  St.   1943,   c.  434,  as  amended,  in- 
cluding the  provisions  thereof   relative  to  sale.

I  am  in  receipt  of  a  memo  from  your  office  with 
attached  enclosure,  City  Council  order  dated 
June  5,  requesting  that  a  playground  be  made  out 
of  the  existing  playground  on  Carson  street, 
Ward  13. 

This  is  an  area  not  large  enough  for  a  play- 
•  ground.  It  is  suitable  only  for  a  small  children's 
play  area  or  possibly  for  Softball  games  of  boys 
and  girls  up  to  twelve  or  thirteen  years.  The 
total  area  of  the  land  is  approximately  40,000 
square  feet  (less  than  one  acre)  and  is  much  too 
small  for  a  large  baseball  diamond.  A  ball 
diamond  requires  four  or  five  acres. 

The  area  was  taken  under  tax  title  by  the 
Board  of  Real  Estate  Commissioners,  and  by  a 
vote  of  the  City  Council  of  October  22,  1945, 
approved  by  the  Mayor  on  October  23,  1945,  it 
was  transferred  from  the  Board  of  Real  Estate 
Commissioners  to  the  care,  custody,  and  control 
of  the  Park  Department.  The  area  is  adjacent  to 
the  Columbia  Station  of  the  rapid  transit,  imme- 
diately across  the  street  from  the  Columbus  Park 
Stadium  and  the  Columbus  Park  area  where  we 
have  several  ball  diamonds.  The  Park  Depart- 
ment was  not  particularly  in  favor  of  taking  this 
area  for  playground  purposes,  as  we  have  sufficient 
playground  facilities  in  the  immediate  vicinity, 
Columbus  Park  being  one  of  the  largest,  if  not  the 
largest,  playground  in  the  entire  city. 

We  have  had  this  Carson  Street  area  fenced  in, 
our  purpose  in  doing  so  being  that  it  might  be  a 
play  area  for  children  too  small  to  cross  Columbia 
road  or  the  Strandway.  Our  observations  of  this 
area  show  that  it  is  being  continually  used  by 
larger  boys  and  men  who  should  be  playing  on 
Columbus  Park.  The  result  is  that  the  area,  not 
being  large  enough  to  accommodate  games  played 
by  the  larger  boys  and  men,  this  department  is 
receiving  complaints  from  persons  living  in  the 
neighborhood  that  balls  batted  from  the  area  are 
breaking  windows  in  their  homes  and  that  many 
residents  are  afraid  to  use  the  front  of  their  homes 
for  this  reason. 

The  Park  Commissioners  feel  that  this  area 
should  be  confined  to  the  small  children  for  their 
games  and  that  the  larger  boys  and  men  should 
use  Columbus  Park.

The  Boston  Building  Code  as  presently  in 
force  allows  advertising  signs  of  combustible 
material  not  more  than  20  square  feet  in  area 
to  be  erected  in  the  first  and  second  fire  zones 
flat  against  the  exterior  wall  of  a  building. 
Projecting  signs  of  like  material  are  com- 
pletely prohibited.  As  the  spread  of  fire  from 
a  projecting  sign  is  less  likely  than  from  a 
sign  fiat  against  a  wall,  the  absolute  prohi- 
bition of  combustible  projecting  signs  would 
seem  to  be  unjustifiable. 

Accordingly,  acting  under  the  power  vested 
in  me  by  Statutes  1938,  chapter  479,  section 
105A,  as  inserted  by  Statutes  1939,  chapter 
217,  section  1,  I  recommend  that  section  1201 
of  chapter  479  of  the  Acts  of  1938  be  amended 
by  ordinance  by  striking  out  paragraph  (c), 
as  amended  by  section  138  of  chapter  2  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1943,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the   following: 

(c)  Structures  of  Division  2,  erected  on 
the  roof  or  on  the  facade  of  a  building  in 
the  first  or  second  fire  zone,  shall  be  con- 
structed   with    incombustible   materials,    except 


water  tanks,  flag  poles,  isolated  signs  flat 
against  an  exterior  wall  not  more  than  20 
square  feet  in  area,  and  isolated  signs  project- 
ing from  an  exterior  wall;  provided,  that  such 
projecting  signs  have  a  frame  of  incombustible 
material,  that  the  combustible  material  in  such 
projecting  signs  is  no  more  combustible  than 
wood,  that  no  part  of  such  combustible 
material  is  nearer  an  exterior  wall  than  15 
inches,  and  that  the  surface  area  of  such  com- 
bustible material  is  not  more  than  35  square 
feet  on  any  face  and  not  more  than  70  square 
feet  in  the  aggregate,  except  that  the  surface 
area  of  such  combustible  material,  if  the 
nearest  point  thereof  is  18  or  more  inches 
from  all  exterior  walls,  may  be  more  than  35 
square  feet  on  a  face  and  more  than  70  square 
feet  in  the  aggregate  if  the  building  com-

material,  that  the  combustible  material  in  such 
projecting  signs  is  no  more  combustible  than 
wood,  that  no  part  of  such  combustible 
material  is  nearer  an  exterior  wall  than  15 
inches,  and  that  the  surface  area  of  such 
combustible  material  is  not  more  than  35 
square  feet  on  any  face  and  not  more  than 
70  square  feet  in  the  aggregate,  except  that 
the  surface  area  of  such  combustible  material, 
if  the  nearest  point  thereof  is  18  or  more

On  February  28,  1950,  Chief  John  F.  Mc- 
Donough  of  this  department  sent  a  notice  to 
George  Giles  &  Son,  689  Massachusetts  avenue, 
Cambridge,  agents  for  the  heirs  of  Samuel 
Tarplin,  that  the  property  was  open  to  tres- 
pass and  boys  had  been  climbing  through 
broken  windows  and  had  been  smoking  on  the 
premises.  Same  was  ordered  boarded  up  at 
once. 

On  April  5,  1950,  our  attention  was  called 
to  this  fire  hazard  by  City  Councilor  Philip 
A.    Tracy. 

On  April  10,  1950,  we  received  an  inspection 
report  signed  by  Lieut.  Biaggi  Germano  of 
Engine  Company  42  to  the  effect  that  the 
building  was  vacant  and  in  an  unsafe  condi- 
tion and  constituted  a  serious  fire  hazard  to 
this  and  the  adjacent  property.  It  was  rec- 
ommended that  the  attention  of  the  Building 
Department  be  called  to  the  condition  im- 
mediately. 

On  April  12,  1950,  we  submitted  the  report 
of  Lieutenant  Germano  to  Mr.  John  J. 
Mahoney,    Building    Commissioner. 

On  April  26,  1950,  we  sent  an  order  to 
George  A.  Giles  &  Son,  689  Massachusetts 
avenue,  Cambridge,  attention  of  E.  Burbank 
Saul,  directing  that  all  combustible  waste 
materials  consisting  of  discarded  furniture, 
cardboard  cartons,  waste  papers,  rags,  empty 
beer  cases,  fruit  baskets,  burlap  bagging  be 
removed  and  properly  disposed  of  from  interior 
of  building,     forthwith. 

That  all  combustible  waste  material  con- 
sisting of  waste  papers,  broken  cartons,  dry 
brush  growth,  scrap  wood,  old  mattresses  be 
removed  and  properly  disposed  of  from  rear 
yard   area. 

That  building  be  properly  secured  against 
trespass  by  unauthorized  persons.     FORTHWITH. 

Subsequently,  verbal  and  written  complaints 
were  received  about  the  same  condition.  As 
the  result  of  these,  Lieut.  Chief  Inspector 
Francis  W.  Kelley  consulted  with  Mr.  Owens, 
Assistant  Corporation  Counsel,  with  reference 
to  the  demolition  of  the  building  and  was  ad- 
vised that  it  would  take  from  three  to  four 
weeks  for  a  decree  from  the  Land  Court  to 
convey  property  at  the  above  location  to  the 
City  of  Boston.  He  advised  that,  in  the  mean- 
time, all  combustible  waste  material  within 
the  building  could  be  moved  to  correct  part 
of  the  condition. 

On  May  10,  1950,  in  a  letter  directed  to  Mr. 
George  Hyland,  Commissioner  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works,  by  Deputy  Chief  Ed- 
ward N.  Montgomery,  in  charge  of  the  Fire 
Prevention  Division,  we  requested  that  the 
Public  Works  Department  assign  a  truck  and 
manpower  to  clean  out  the  building  to  evade 
the   hazardous   condition   now   existing. 


On  May  11,  1950,  Mr.  Hyland  replied  that 
his  department  could  not  undertake  work  of 
the  nature  described  for  various  reasons.  He 
wrote  that  he  would  forward  our  communica- 
tion to  the  Building  Commissioner  for  what- 
ever action  the  latter  deemed  advisable. 

Deputy  Chief  Montgomery  advised  Coun- 
cilor Tracy  on  May  12,  1950,  that  this  depart- 
ment had  gone  as  far  as  it  could  in  the  matter 
of  correcting  conditions  at  12  and  14  Porter 
street,  Jamaica  Plain.  Deputy  Chief  Mont- 
gomery supplied  Councilor  Tracy  with  photo- 
graphs and  copies  of  correspondence  in  the 
hope  that  he  would  pursue  the  effort  to  have 
the   condition   corrected.

injury  or  injuries  sustained  by  her  at  some 
definite  place  or  places  and  at  some  definite 
time  or  times  while  in  the  performance  of 
her  duties  as  a  teacher  in  said  school  system 
without  serious  and  wilful  misconduct  on  her 
part.

Section  1  of  chapter  17  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1947  is  hereby  amended 
by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following: 
The  health  commissioner  may  appoint,  subject 


to  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  an  assistant 
health  commissioner,  who  shall  be  sworn  to 
the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  and  shall 
hold  office  until  his  successor  is  appointed 
and  qualified.  The  assistant  health  commis- 
sioner Shall  perform  such  duties  as  may  be 
assigned  to  him  from  time  to  time  by  the 
health   commissioner. 

Sect.  2.  Said  chapter  17  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  2  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following:  Sec- 
tion 2.  There  shall  be  in  the  health  depart- 
ment the  following  sections:  section  of  gen- 
eral services,  section  of  medical  services,  sec- 
tion of  environmental  sanitation,  and  section 
of  local  health  service.  Each  section  shall  be 
in  charge  of  a  director,  who  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  health  commissioner.  The 
health  commissioner  may,  from  time  to  time 
determine  the  divisions,  if  any,  within  each 
of  said  sections,  and  shall  appoint  the  heads 
of  such  divisions.  In  appointing  the  director 
of  a  section  or  the  head  of  a  division,  the 
health  commissioner  shall  certify  that  in  his 
opinion  the  person  appointed  is  an  expert  in 
the  work  which  will  devolve  upon  him  that 
he  is  a  person  specially  fitted  by  education 
training,  or  experience  to  perform  the  duties 
of  the  position,  and  that  the  appointment  is 
made  solely  in  the  interest  of  the  city  such 
certificate  to  be  filed  with  the  city  clerk  and 
to    be   open    to   public    inspection. 

SECT.  3.  All  employees  of  the  divisions  of 
the  health  department  abolished  by  this  ordi- 
nance who  are  subject  to  civil  service  shall 
without  civil  service  examination  or  registra- 
tion, be  reappointed  to  similar  positions  wth 
similar  status  and  like  compensation  in  a 
division  established  by  the  health  commissioner 
under  this  ordinance;  and  all  such  employees 
shall,  upon  such  reappointment,  retain  all 
rights  to  retirement  with  pension  that  have 
accrued  or  would  hereafter  accrue  to  them; 
and  the  service  of  all  such  employees  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  continuous,  to  the  same 
extent  as  if  such  abolition  had  not  taken 
place.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on 
July   5,   1950.

However,  the  Council  of  Economic  Advisers 
has  asked  a  panel  of  experts  for  their  views 
on  the  development  of  the  New  England 
economy.  In  addition,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  section  205,  Public  Law  516,  81st 
Congress,  an  interagency  group  has  been  es- 
tablished to  study  power  and  water  develop- 
ment in  the  New  England  and  New  York 
area.  Finally,  all  possible  assistance  to  spot 
areas  of  high  unemployment  will  be  continued. 
I  am  confident  that  as  a  result  of  these  com- 
bined efforts  means  will  be  found  of  meeting 
the  problems  to  which  the  Boston  City  Coun- 
cil has   addressed   itself.

In  reply  to  your  request  of  the  order  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  asking  that  grades  be 
checked  in  the  Baker  Street  Housing  Project, 
West  Roxbury,  Mass.,  the  following  are  the 
facts: 

The  Allied  Engineering  Corporation  used 
grades  given  them  by  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  and  as  set  forth  on  the  drawings  of 
John  M.  Gray  Company,  John  M.  Gray  Com- 
pany drawing  of  July  27,  1947,  and  signed  by 
John  M.  Gray,  Jr.,  drawing  No.  B-l.  Mr. 
Gray's  concern  received  the  grades  as  set 
forth  by  the  Street  Department  of  the  City 
of  Boston  for  the  streets  to  be  built  in  that 
area  and  planned  the  setting  of  his  houses 
accordingly,  as  is  the  only  proper  thing  to 
do    in    any    locality. 

It  is  unfortunate  for  the  people  who  bought 
or  built  houses  in  that  area  previous  to  the 
construction  of  the  streets  or  the  erection  of 
the  new  Boston  Housing  Authority  homes, 
that   the   builder   of   the   older    homes   did    not 


have  the  foresight  or  care  enough  to  ascertain 
from  City  Hall  the  grades  of  the  streets  that 
would  be  eventually   constructed  there. 

This  is  an  old,  old  discussion  between  Coun- 
cilor Bryan  of  this  district  and  our  company. 
We  have  discussed  it  with  him  on  many  oc- 
casions and  also  with  the  residents  whose 
properties  are  involved,  but  let  us  state  again 
emphatically  that  we  constructed  these  houses 
and  placed  the  fill  and  loam  as  set  forth  in 
jthe  contract  and  specifications  given  us  by 
the    Boston    Housing    Authority. 

Most  of  these  older  home  owners  drain  their 
land  into  the  center  of  this  previously  vacant 
area  and  it  is  common,  knowledge  that  this 
was  a  small  swampy  area,  in  fact  many  of  the 
children  of  this  area  formerly  used  it  in  the 
wintertime  for  skating.  There  is  only  one 
solution  as  seen  by  our  engineers  and  that  is 
that  somebody  bring  in  enough  fill  and  loam 
to  bring  these  older  houses  up  to  the  proper 
grade.  It  will  cost  a  sizable  sum  of  money, 
to  be  borne  either  by  the  individual  home 
owners  or  the  City  of  Boston.  We  know  of 
no  way  that  this  money  can  be  forthcoming 
for  somebody's  negligence  or  mistakes  of  years 
gone  by.  It  is  obvious  that  some  of  these 
owners  know  that  their  land  is  not  near  grade 
as  they  have  as  much  as  8  or  9  feet  of  founda- 
tion   showing   above  the   land. 

The  Boston  Housing  Authority,  after  Mr. 
Bryan  and  the  neighbors  out  there  made  a 
great  number  of  extensive  complaints,  called 
in  the  Stewart  Associates  in  order  to  try  and 
help  some  of  these  people.  The  Stewart  Asso- 
ciates made  an  examination  and  drew  some 
plans,  dated  6-28-48,  which  the  Boston  Hous- 
ing Authority  approved  and  a  gutter  was  in- 
stalled between  Paragon  Street  and  George 
Street  and  tied  in  to  an  existing  storm  drain 
running    through    the    land. 

When  you  consider  that  the  engineers  of 
the  Street  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
the  architects  and  engineers  of  the  John  M. 
Gray  Company,  the  engineers  of  the  Stewart 
Associates,  the  engineers  and  inspectors  of 
the  Boston  Housing  Authority,  and  the  engi- 
neers and  architects  of  the  Allied  Engineering 
Corporation  all  agree  on  what  is  wrong  and 
all  the  records  of  these  organizations  are 
ready  and  available  to  prove  the  contentions 
that  are  set  forth  in  this  letter,  it  seems  that 
somebody  does  not  want  to  understand  the 
actual    trouble. 

The   remedy    is   simple   but   costly.     We   are 
sorry  that  we  cannot  be  charitable  enough  to 
do  the  work  for  nothing,  but  we  have  already 
spent  several  thousand  dollars  out  of  our  own 
pockets     beyond     the     contract     price    to     help 
some    of    these    unfortunate    people.      If    the 
Boston    Housing    Authority,    Councilor    Bryan, 
or  the   City   of   Boston   want  this   company  to 
draw    plans    and    give    an    estimate    on    how 
much  it  will  cost  to  correct  the  situation  that 
now    exists,    we   will   be   glad   to   do   so   for   a 
nominal    and    reasonable    fee.      , 
Very    truly    yours.

"Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  of 
the  City  of  Boston  be  instructed,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  apply  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Utilities  of  the  Commonwealth  of

The  Federal  Housing  and  Rent  Act  of  1947, 
as  most  recently  amended  by  the  Federal 
Housing  and  Rent  Act  of  1950,  provides  that 
the  provisions  of  Title  II  thereof  relating  to 
maximum  rents  will  cease  to  be  effective  at 
the  close  of  December  31,  1950,  with  certain 
exceptions.  So  far  as  the  City  of  Boston  is 
concerned,  the  pertinent  exception  is  that  the 
provisions  of  said  Title  II  shall  continue  in 
effect  to  the  close  of  June  30,  1951,  "in  any 
incorporated  city,  town,  or  village  which,  at 
a  time  when  maximum  rents  under  this  title 
are  in  effect  therein,,  and  prior  to  December 
31,  1950,  declares  (by  resolution  of  its  govern- 
ing body  adopted  for  that  purpose,  or  by 
popular  referendum,  in  accordance  with  local 
law)  that  a  shortage  of  rental  housing  accom- 
modations exists  which  requires  the  continu- 
ance of  rent  control  in  such  city,  town,  or 
village." 

Transmitted  herewith  is  the  draft  of  an 
order  making  such  a  declaration.  In  view  of 
the  acute  housing  shortage  still  existing  in 
this  city,  I  recommend  its  immediate  adoption 
by   your  Honorable  Body.

SALE  OF  LAND  TO  W.  F.  SCHRAFFT  & 
SONS  AND  EASEMENT  IN  LAND  TO 
BOSTON  EDISON  COMPANY. 

The  following  was  received:

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Under  a  consent  granted  December  30,  1949, 
by  the  then  Mayor,  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Works  is  building  in  behalf  of  the 
City  of  Boston  a  $6,000,000  highway  project 
at  Sullivan  square,  Charlestown,  under  Gen- 
eral Laws  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  81,  s.  29 A,  as  in- 
serted by  St.  1943,  c.  41G.  The  construction 
of  this  project  will  interfere  substantially  with 
the  use  of  an  easement  acquired  in  1942  by 
the  Boston  Edison  Company  to  construct  and 
maintain  an  underground  tunnel  through  a  part 
of  the  John  J.  Ryan,  Jr.,  Playground.  The 
project  also  involves  the  taking  in  fee  Of 
19,397  square  feet  from  the  estate  of  W.  F. 
Sehrafft  &  Sons  Corporation  as  well  as  chang- 
ing the  grade  of  the  street  in  front  of  its 
plant  with  the  result  that  there  is   inadequate 
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space  on  its  remaining  estate  for  a  suitable 
driveway  from  its  building  to  the  new  street 
level. 

To  mitigate  the  damages  for  which  the 
Commonwealth  would  otherwise  be  liable  to 
Schrafft  and  Edison,  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Works  has  asked  the  city  to  co- 
operate by  conveying  to  Schrafft  a  small  por- 
tion of  the  John  J.  Ryan,  Jr.,  Playground  no 
longer  required  for  public  purposes  and  by 
granting  to  Edison  in  another  part  of  that 
playground  an  easement  for  an  underground 
tunnel  which  will  in  no  way  hamper  the  use 
of  the  surface  for  playground  purposes. 
Transmitted  herewith  are  two  orders — one 
authorizing  the  conveyance  in  fee  simple  to 
Schrafft's  of  9,505  square  feet,  and  the  other 
authorizing  the  grant  of  an  easement  to  Edi- 
son in  two  parcels  aggregating  39,216  square 
feet.  Also  enclosed  are  communications  from 
the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  notifying 
your  Honorable  Body  of  that  Board's  deter- 
mination that  the  lands  involved,  to  the  ex- 
tent of  the  estates  stated,  are  no  longer  re- 
Quired  for  public  purposes. 

Much  consideration  has  been  given  to  the 
price  to  be  paid.  Since  under  the  statute 
under  which  the  project  is  being  built  title 
to  the  project  vests  in  the  city,  the  State 
Deparment  of  Public  Works  has  felt  that  the 
consideration  should  be  nominal  only.  Obvi- 
ously the  situation  is  one  where  the  city  ought 
not  to  endeavor  to  reap  a  profit;  but,  since 
it  is  the  Commonwealth,  and  not  the  city, 
which  is  liable  for  the  damages,  there  is  a 
serious  legal  question  whether  a  mere  nominal 
consideration  would  not  technically  result  in 
a  gift  of  public  property  to  private  corpora- 
tions. The  John  J.  Ryan,  Jr.,  Playground  is 
valued  by  the  assessors  at  approximately  60 
cents  a  square  foot.  Easements  for  subsurface 
facilities  are  commonly  appraised  at  one  quar- 
ter of  the  value  of  the  land.  Thus  it  would 
seem  that  a  fair  value  for  the  39,216-square 
foot  easement  to  be  granted  to  Edison  would 
be  15  cents  a  square  foot  or  $6,000.  The 
land  to  be  subjected  to  the  easement,  like  the 
playground  itself,  includes  an  area  of  flats 
which  is  reflected  in  the  over-all  valuation. 
No  flats  are  involved  in  the  parcel  proposed 
to  be  -conveyed  to  Schrafft's.  In  1928,  to 
straighten  out  a  boundary  line,  the  city  deeded 
to  Schrafft's  at  70  cents  a  square  foot  2,367 
square  feet  of  land  very  close  to  the  9,505 
square  feet  now  proposed  to  be  conveyed. 
There  is  no  evidence  that  land  in  the  neighbor- 
hood involved  is  worth  materially  more  today 
than  in  1928.  Hence,  it  would  appear  that 
a  reasonable  price  for  the  9,505  square  feet 
now  proposed  to  be  conveyed  to  Schrafft's 
would  be  70   cents   a   square  foot  or   $6,653.50. 

At  a  recent  conference,  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  has  made  it  plain  to 
me  that  unless  the  city  acts  speedily,  either 
the  highway  project,  which  already  is  well 
under  way,  will  have  to  be  interrupted,  or 
there  will  be  a  disruption  of  Edison's  electric 
service  and  Schrafft's  plant  operations.  Ac- 
cordingly, I  recommend  the  immediate  adop- 
tion by  your  Honorable  Body  of  the  two 
orders  transmitted  herewith.

APPROPRIATION     FOR     CIVIL     DEFENSE 
ACTIVITIES. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office   of   the   Mayor,    July    17,   1950. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

In  view  of  existing  world  conditions,  I  deem 
it  desirable  to  provide  for  a  civil  defense 
organization  to  plan  and  direct  civil  defense 
operations  which  would  take  place  in  time 
of  an  emergency.  We  are  all  aware  that  air 
power  has  shrunk  the  globe  and  removed  our 
natural  defense  barriers.  As  a  coastal  city 
and  the  financial  center  of  New  England, 
Boston  must  be  prepared  for  surprise  attacks 
which  could  place  the  lives  of  our  citizens  as 
well  as  industrial  plants,  commercial  facilities 
and   other  installations   in   immediate  jeopardy. 

I  have  already  appointed  a  small  committee 
of  department  officials  to  consider  the  problem. 
It  is  now  evident  that  this  committee  should 
be  expanded  so  as  to  include  the  best  brains 
in  the  community.  We  should  have  an  inven- 
tory of  existing  facilities  and  resources  of 
major  importance  which  should  be  protected 
in  the  event  of  attack.  Consideration  should 
also  be  given  to  the  establishment  of  auxiliary 
protective  facilities  which  could  be  called  upon 
in  event  of  an  emergency,  in  order  to  supple- 
ment and  augment  the  services  of  our  regular 
protective   agencies. 

It  is  impossible,  of  course,  to  determine 
exactly    at   this    time    the    extent   of    the   pro- 


gram which  will  need  to  be  developed.  In 
order  to  make  a  start,  however,  I  feel  that 
funds  should  be  provided  to  permit  definite 
action  in  establishing  a  civil  defense  organi- 
zation. I  therefore  submit  herewith  an  order 
providing  for  the  transfer  from  the  Reserve 
Fund"  of  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars 
to  be  used  for  this  purpose.  Because  of  exist- 
ing conditions,  I  recommend  its  immediate 
consideration  and  adoption.

In  connection  with  the  improvement  of  Sul- 
livan square  in  the  Charlestown  section  of 
Boston,  currently  under  way,  there  is  included 
the  replacement  of  the  two  old  bridges  on  Main 
street  and  Mystic  avenue  over  the  main  line 
tracks  of  the  Portland  Division  of  the  Boston 
&  Maine  Railroad.  These  new  bridges  will 
of  course  be  of  modern  design  and  of  steel 
and    concrete    construction. 

The  replacement  of  these  two  bridges  con- 
stitutes an  alteration  of  the  crossing  between 
the  public  way  and  the  railroad  and  under  the 
law  governing  such  alterations,  chapter  159, 
section  59,  of  the  General  Laws,  it  will  be 
necessary  for  the  Boston  City  Council  to  peti- 
tion the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  to 
issue  an  order  providing  for  said  alteration. 
The  Department  of  Public  Utilities  will  then 
hold  a  public  hearing,  duly  advertised,  and 
issue  an  order  directing  that  the  alteration 
be  made  and  will  specify  the  manner  and 
limits   of   said   alteration. 

This  is  simply  a  legal  requirement  and  will 
have  no  effect  on  the  design  and  contracts 
already  under  way.  The  work  involved  is  B 
part  of  the  over-all  project  and  the  entire 
cost  of  construction  will  be  borne  by  the  Com- 
monwealth. All  the  necessary  land  takings 
have  already  been  made  and  this  expense  has 
also   been    borne   by   the   Commonwealth. 

As  this  improvement  is  a  Federal  Aid 
Urban  Project  the  Bureau  of  Public  Roads 
will    require    that    an    agreement    be    executed 
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between  the  parties  involved,  namely,  the  Com- 
monwealth, City  of  Boston,  City  of  Somerville, 
Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  Boston  &  Albany 
Railroad  and  the  Metropolitan  Transit  Au- 
thority, relative  to  the  division  of  work  and 
expense  and  future  maintenance  of  these 
facilities   needed   to   carry   out  said  alterations. 

The  City  of  Somerville  is  involved  because 
one  corner  of  the  Mystic  Avenue  Bridge  is 
located  in  that  city.  The  Metropolitan  Transit 
Authority  is  involved  because  their  track  will 
be  located  on  the  Mystic  Avenue  Bridge. 

As  soon  as  the  Department  of  Public  Utili- 
ties has  issued  its  order  this  department  will 
prepare  the  necessary  form  of  agreement  and 
submit  it  to  the  above-mentioned  interested 
parties    for   approval    and    execution. 

In  order  that  no  delay  will  be  encountered 
it  will  be  greatly  appreciated  if  this  petition 
is  submitted  immediately  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Utilities  by  the  proper  city  au- 
thorities. 

The  Department  of  Public  Utilities  will 
probably  require  about  two  weeks'  notice  for 
their  hearing  and  since  they  do  not  schedule 
any  hearings  during  the  month  of  August  it 
is  essential  that  the  petition  be  received  by 
them  so  that  they  may  hold  this  hearing  prior 
to  August  1,   1950. 

This  entire  procedure  relative  to  the  petition 
and  hearing  is  the  very  same  one  previously 
undertaken  for  the  alteration  of  the  Ruther- 
ford Avenue  crossing  in  this  same  project.

Your  Honor  has  transmitted  to  me  the  fol- 
lowing order  passed  by  the  City  Council  on 
July   17,    1950: 

"Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  re- 
quested to  instruct  the  Law  Department  for 
the  City  of  Boston  to  draw  up  a  legally  ef- 
fective ordinance  for  adoption  by  the  City 
Council  which  would  seek  to  standardize  at 
a  moderate  charge  the  parking  fees  now 
charged  by  certain  operators  of  open-air  park- 
ing lots  in  the  City  of  Boston." 

This  is  to  advise  you  that  the  request  con- 
tained in  the  above-quoted  order  is  impossible 
of  fulfillment  because,  so  far  as  I  have  been 
able  to  ascertain,  there  is  no  statute  enabling 
the  passage  of  a  legally  effective  ordinance 
which  would  regulate  parking  fees  charged 
by  persons  conducting  open-air  parking 
spaces.  In  the  absence  of  statute,  a  city  or 
town  has  no  power  to  fix  prices.  Greene  v. 
Mayor   of   Fitchburg,    219    Mass.    121,    126-127. 

The  result  I  have  reached  accords  with 
opinions  rendered  by  former  Corporation 
Counsel  Henry  Parkman,  Jr.,  on  February  8, 
1939,  and  by  former  Corporation  Counsel 
Joseph  A.  Scolponeti  on  December  17,  1948. 
No  useful  purpose  would  appear  to  be  served 
by  restating  at  length  here  what  was  said 
in  those  opinions,  the  full  text  of  which  ap- 
pear respectively  in  the  Minutes  of  the  City 
Council's  meetings  of  February  14,  1939,  and 
December  17,    1948.

"Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  draft 
legislation  relative  to  granting  authority  to  spend 
the  monies  collected  from  parking  meters  for  the 
purpose  of  purchasing  traffic  lights  and  other 
safety  devices  in  order  to  expedite  and  insure  the 
safet3'  of  the  public  of  the  City  of  Boston." 

As  a  matter  of  constitutional  law,  parking 
meter  fees  must  be  established  at  such  rates  that 
the  revenue  therefrom  shall  not  exceed  in  the 
aggregate  the  cost  of  the  installation,  operation, 
maintenance,  and  general  supervision  of  the  park- 
ing meter  system.  Opinion  of  the  Justices,  297 
Mass.  559,  565.  Traffic  lights  are  neither  a  part 
of,  nor  incident  to,  the  parking  meter  system. 
Their  purpose  is  to  control  traffic  in  motion. 
Hence,  the  cost  of  their  installation  cannot,  as  a 
matter  of  constitutional  law,  be  included  in 
computing  the  maximum  revenue  which  parking 
meter  fees  may  be  designed  to  produce. 

I  recognize  that  the  above-quoted  orders  of  the 
City  Council  concern  the  use  of  parking  meter 
revenue  rather  than  the  rate  of  parking  meter 
fees.  As  a  practical  matter,  however,  nothing  would 
be  gained  by  diverting  parking  meter  revenue  from 
the  installation,  operation,  maintenance,  and 
general  supervision  of  the  parking  meter  system  to 
another  purpose;  for,  since  the  maximum  parking 
meter  revenue  cannot  exceed  the  cost  of  the 
installation,  operation,  maintenance  and  general 
supervision  of  the  parking  meter  system,  all  sums 
diverted  would  have  to  be  restored  from  another 
source  in  order  to  meet  the,  expenses  of  the  park- 
ing meter  system.  The  appropriation  for  the 
other  purpose  might  just  as  well  be  from  the  other 
source  in  the  first  instance.

The  current  contract  provides  for  a  seeded  area 
in  the  divisional  island  from  Washington  street 
to  Blue  Hill  avenue.  We  do  not  feel  that  it  would 
be  advisable  to  provide  for  grass  in  the  island  in 
the  remaining  section  of  Columbia  road,  from 
Washington  street  to  Edward  Everett  square, 
due  to  the  difficulty  that  we  will  experience  in 
maintaining  it  in  a  good  condition.  It  is  almost 
impossible  to  maintain  a  grass  area  properly  in  a 
divisional  island  that,  as  in  this  case,  is  only  seven 
feet  wide  for  almost  the  entire  length  of  trie  pro- 
ject. The  engineers  of  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Works  have  had  a  great  deal  of  experience 
with  seeding  narrow  divisional  islands  and,  in 
general,  they  are  opposed  to  it.  The  maintenance 
costs  are  high,  and  the  results  are  unsatisfactory. 
For  that  reason  they  were  reluctant  to  include 
in  the  contract  provisions  for  providing  a  seeded 
area  in  the  divisional  island  from  Washington 
street  to  Blue  Hill  avenue.  However,  the  resi- 
dents were  very  much  in  favor  of  providing  grass 
on  the  island,  and  we  acceded  to  their  requests, 
although  we  do  not  believe  that  the  results  will 
be  satisfactory.  The  general  appearance  of  the 
island,  however,  will  be  much  more  attractive 
than  the  old  street  reservation. 

I  shall  take  up  with  the  Park  Commissioner 
the  matter  of  planting  trees  in  the  island.  If  he 
approves  such  a  proposal,  we  will  make  arrange- 
ments to  have  the  tree  pits  dug  and  prepared 
under  the  current  contract,  with  the  understand- 
ing that  the  frees  will  be  planted  by  employees 
of   the   Park   Department,   and   with   the  further 
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understanding  that  a  type  of  tree  will  be  provided 
which   will   not  constitute,   in  years  to   come,   a 
hazard   to   pedestrians  and   motorists.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  held  today, 
the  following  order  of  the  City  Council  was  pre- 
sented: 

"Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Boston  City  Hospital  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  designate  one  person  at  the 
City  Hospital  and  also  at  the  Sanatorium  to 
receive  reading  materials  donated  by  the  public 
for  the  use  of  the  tubercular  patients,  and  that 
the  public  be  informed  where  they  may  send  these 
books  in  order  to  avoid  confusion." 

The  routine  at  the  Hospital  for  gifts  or  presents 
other  than  food,  which  is  not  allowed,  is  as  follows: 

Individual  gifts  presented  at  the  desk  in  the 
Main  Building  are  usually  sent  to  the  ward  and 
given  to  the  nurse  in  charge  by  a  messenger  from 
the  center  desk.  Gifts  in  bulk,  such  as  books, 
magazines,  and  periodicals,  are  turned  over  to  the 
Social  Service  Department  for  assignment  to  the 
different  wards.  They  usually  handle  the  bulk  of 
this  type  of  gift.  Some  of  this  material  is  handled 
and  distributed  by  a  Red  Cross  representative  or 
other  organizations,  without  the  knowledge  of  the 
administrative  office;  consequently,  no  acknowl- 
edgment could  be  made. 

In  many  hospitals  it  is  done  through  the  adminis- 
trative office  only,  but  the  administrative  office  of 
the  Hospital  has  delegated  these  functions  to  the 
groups  mentioned  above. 

Friends  and  relatives  of  patients  bring  in  similar 
gifts  and  give  them  direct  to  the  individual  patient. 

The  administrative  office  feels  that  Social  Service 
and  the  center  desk  have  carried  out  this  function 
quite  well  but  occasionally  irregularities  happen. 
Individual  gifts  to  individual  patients  from  relatives 
or  friends  naturally  have  not  been  acknowledged 
by  the  administrative  office. 

A  conference  will  be  held  shortly  with  repre- 
sentatives from  each  of  these  groups,  and  the 
assembly  and  distribution  of  all  gifts,  other  than 
individual  ones  from  individual  persons,  will  be 
made  from  one  central  office,  so  that  proper 
acknowledgment  and  better  organization  and 
distribution  will  be  accomplished. 

A  similar  communication  has  already  been  sent 
to  Mr.  Thomas  P.  McCusker,  executive  secretary, 
office  of  the  Mayor,  at  his  request.

Consideration  has  been  given  to  request  con- 
tained in  Order  of  the  City  Council,  received  with 
your  letter  of  July  27,  that  a  survey  be  made  for 
the  purpose  of  establishing  a  bus  line  from  Farragut 
road  to  Castle  Island,  South  Boston. 

A  survey  has  been  made  which  indicates  that 
such  a  bus  line  would  not  be  self-supporting. 

We  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  difficulty  would 
be  experienced  in  operating  bus  service  to  Castle 
Island  due  to  density  of  automobile  and  pedestrian 
traffic.

Consideration  has  previously  been  given  by  our 
Board  of  Trustees  to  request  in  or, in'  ,,f  the  City 
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Council  received  with  your  letter  of  August  3  that 
the  tracks  in  Washington  street,  between  Egleston 
square  and  Forest  Hills,  be  repaired  in  connection 
with  repair  of  Washington  street  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works. 

Consideration  has  also  been  given  to  the  possi" 
bility  of  substitution  of  bus  service  for  car  service 
between  Egleston  square  and  Forest  Hills  to  permit 
the  removal  of  tracks  in  connection  with  the  street 
work.  This,  however,  is  not  feasible  because  to 
provide  substitute  facilities  for  the  storage  and 
maintenance  of  cars  operated  on  the  Egleston 
Square-North  Station  line,  which  are  now  stored 
and  maintained  at  Arbor  way  (Forest  Hills), 
would  involve  an  annual  increase  in  operating 
cost  of  about  $33,000. 

It  is  therefore  necessary  to  retain  the  tracks  in 
Washington  street,  between  Egleston  square  and 
Forest  Hills. 

The  cost  of  repairing  these  tracks  is  estimated  at 
$44,000.  We  have  not  provided  for  it  in  our 
program  for  track  work  this  year,  which  is  now 
well  advanced,  and  in  view  of  our  efforts  to  effect 
economies,  the  Trustees  do  not  feel  that  the  work 
should  be  undertaken  this  year.

ESTABLISHMENT   OF   DEPARTMENT 
OF   CIVIL   DEFENSE.

On  July  17,  1950,  I  submitted  to  your  Honorable 
Body  a  message  and  order  to  enable  the  prelim- 
inary steps  to  be  taken  towards  organizing  the 
civil  defense  of  the  city  in  advance  of  any  emer- 
gency. Since  then  the  Legislature  has  enacted 
chapter  639  of  the  Acts  of  1950,  which  establishes 
a  civil  defense  agency  for  the  commonwealth  and 
authorizes  and  directs  the  establishment  of  a  local 
organization  for  civil  defense  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  that  chapter. 

Accordingly,  I  submit  herewith,  and  urge  the 
immediate  passage  of,  the  accompanying  ordi- 
nance, which  has  been  prepared  by  the  Law  De- 
partment and  approved  by  the  Director  of  Civil 
Defense  for  the  Commonwealth,  establishing  the 
Department  of  Civil  Defense  for  the  City  of 
Boston.

An    Ordinance    Establishing    a    Department    of 

Civil  Defense. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  Department  of  Civil  Defense. 
There  is  hereby  established  a  department  of 
civil  defense  (hereinafter  called  the  "department"). 
It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  department  to  have 
charge  of  civil  defense  as  denned  in  section  1, 
chapter  639,  Acts  of  1950,  and  to  perform  civil 
defense  functions  as  authorized  or  directed  by 
said  chapter  or  by  any  and  all  executive  orders 
or  general  regulations  promulgated  thereunder, 
and  to  exercise  any  authority  delegated  to  it  by 
the  governor  under  said  chapter  639. 

Sect.  2.  Director  of  Civil  Defense.  The 
department  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a 
director  of  civil  defense  (hereinafter  called  the 
"director")  who  shall  be  appointed  as  prescribed 
by  law.  The  director  shall  have  direct  respon- 
sibility for  the  organization,  administration  and 
operation  of  the  department,  subject  to  the 
direction  and  control  of  the  appointing  authority, 
and  shall  receive  such  salary  as  may  be  fixed 
from  time  to  time  by  the  appointing  authority. 
The  director  may,  within  the  limits  of  the  amount 
appropriated  therefor,  appoint  such  experts, 
clerks  and  other  assistants  as  the  work  of  the 
department  may  require  and  may  remove  them, 
and  may  make  such  expenditures  as  may  be 
necessary  to  execute  effectively  the  purposes  of 
chapter  639,  Acts  of  1950.  The  director  shall 
also  have  authority  to  appoint  district  co- 
ordinators and  may  accept  and  may  receive  on 
behalf  of  the  city,  services,  equipment,  supplies, 
materials  or  funds  by  way  of  gift,  grant  or  loan, 
for  purposes  of  civil  defense,  offered  by  the 
federal  government  or  any  agency  or  officer 
thereof  or  any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  subject 
to  the  terms  of  the  offer  and  the  rules  and  reg- 
ulations, if  any,  of  the  agency  making  the  offer. 
The  director  shall  cause  appropriate  records  to 
be  kept  of  all  matters  relating  to  such  gifts, 
grants  or  loans. 

Sect.  3.  Civil  Defense  Advisory  Council. 
There  is  hereby  established  a  civil  defense  ad- 
visory council  (hereinafter  called  the  "council"). 
Said  council  shall  serve  without  pay  and  shall 
consist  of  the  director  of  civil  defense,  such  other 
department  heads  and  such  other  persons  as  the 
authority  appointing  said  director  may  deem 
necessary.  Such  member  of  said  council  as  said 
appointing  authority  shall  designate  shall  serve 
as  chairman  of  said  council.  Said  council  shall 
serve  subject  to  the  direction  and  control  of  the 
appointing  authority  and  shall  advise  said  ap- 
pointing authority  and  the  director  on  matters 
pertaining    to    civil    defense. 

Sect.  4.  Police  Aid  to  Other  Cities  and 
Towns  in  Event  of  Riots  or  Other  Violence 
Therein.  The  police  department  is  hereby 
authorized  to  go  to  aid  another  city  or  town  at 
the  request  of  said  city  or  town  in  the  suppression 
of  riots  or  other  forms  of  violence  therein. 

Sect.  5.  Termination  of  Ordinance.  This 
ordinance  shall  remain  in  force  during  the  effec- 
tive period  of  chapter  639,  Acts  of  1950,  and  any 
act  in  amendment  or  continuation  thereof  or 
substitution    therefor. 

Sect.  6.  Definition.  All  references  to 
chapter  639,  Acts  of  1950,  as  now  in  force,  shall 
be  applicable  to  any  act  or  acts  in  amendment 
or  continuation  of  or  substitution  for  said  chapter 
639.

SALE   OF  LAND   ON   HOMER   STREET, 
EAST   BOSTON.

Chapter  191  of  the  Acts  of  1949  empowered 
the  Transit  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston 
to  remove  to  other  sites,  dwellings  within  the 
location  of  the  East  Boston  Rapid  Transit  Ex- 
tension now  under  construction.  Upon  the 
abolition  of  the  Transit  Department  on  August 
3,  1949,  the  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority 
was  authorized  and  directed  to  complete  the 
house-moving    project   as    agent    of    the    City    of 
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Boston.  Statute  1947,  chapter  544,  section  8A, 
paragraph  (h),  as  appearing  in  Statute  1949, 
chapter  572. 

Vincent  and  Helen  M.  D'Avella  owned  a  parcel 
of  land  on  Homer  street,  East  Boston,  a  part 
of  which  was  occupied  by  a  house  and  the  rest 
of  which  was  vacant.  On  December  16,  1949, 
the  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority,  acting  as 
agent  of  the  city,  took  most  of  the  vacant  land 
for  the  purpose  of  relocating  thereon  one  of  the 
dwellings  within  the  location  of  the  rapid  transit 
extension.  The  taking  left  only  a  5-foot  strip 
between  Mr.  and  Mrs.  D'Avella's  house  and  the 
new  property  line,  which  is  insufficient  room  for 
an  automobile  driveway.  Two  additional  feet 
are  needed.  Investigation  has  disclosed  that  a 
2-foot  strip  may  be  cut  off  the  land  for  the  re- 
located house  without  damage. 

Enclosed  herewith  is  a  communication  from 
the  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority  notifying 
your  Honorable  Body  of  the  Authority's  deter- 
mination that  the  2-foot  strip  in  question  is  no 
longer  needed  for  public  purposes.  Also  trans- 
mitted is  an  order  authorizing  the  reconveyance 
of  the  2-foot  strip  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  D'Avella  for 
$40,  the  price  the  city  paid  for  the  land.  I  strongly 
recommend  the  immediate  adoption  of  this  order 
by  your  Honorable  Body.

For  the  purpose  of  exercising  efficient  control 
of  traffic  at  various  street  intersections  through- 
out the  city  it  is  necessary  from  time  to  time  to 
install  traffic  signal  lights. 

A  survey  by  our  engineers  indicates  that  there 
are  approximately  a  hundred  locations  at  the 
present  time  which  would  be  benefited  by  the 
installation  of  such  lights. 

The  required  work  for  making  up  specifications; 
for  installation  of  underground  wiring,  and  con- 
struction of  fixtures  takes  considerable  time  and, 
therefore,  it  would  not  be  possible  to  make  a 
hundred  installations  this  year. 

However  it  is  respectfully  requested  that  an 
appropriation  of  $150,000  be  made  available  to 
this  department  for  the  purpose  of  installing 
traffic  signals  at  40  to  45  intersections. 

As  soon  as  this  appropriation  is  made  available 
this  department  will  go  forward  at  once  with  the 
work  necessary  to  accomplish  these  installations 
at  the  most  hazardous  or  important  intersections 
requiring  such  signal  devices 

Each  set  of  four  traffic  lights  at  an  intersection 
normally  costs  $3,500  installed.

Chapter  649  of  the  Acts  of  1947,  establishing 
the  40-hour-work  week  for  employees,  exempted 
certain  classes  of  employees  and  provided  that 
other  classes  or  groups  of  employees  may,  from 
time  to  time,  be  specifically  exempted  therefrom 
in  the  same  manner  provided  for  in  the  acceptance 
of  the  Act. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  believe 
that  it  is  in  the  best  interests  of  the  City  of  Boston 
for  the  performance  of  the  work  of  the  Public 
Library  that  formal  action  be  taken  by  the  City 
Council  by  way  of  specific  exemption  of  the  em- 
ployees of  the  Library  Department  as  mentioned 
above.  Such  action  would  make  provisions  for- 
mally for  the  continuation  of  the  procedure  which 
was  long  found  necessary  and  desirable  in  the 
Library,  prior  to  the  enactment  of  the  said  chapter 
649.  All  evidence  available  indicates  that  action 
in  this  respect  would  be  universally  favored  by 
the  employees  of  the  Library  Department,  since 
it  would  be  to  their  benefit  in  the  sense  that  there 
would  thus  not  be  disturbed  the  arrangements 
long  in  existence  before  the  enactment  of  chapter 
649  and  which  have  long  been  considered  to  be 
to  the  best  interest  for  the  performance  of  the 
work  of  the  Library.  The  matter  has  been  ex- 
amined with  the  City  Auditor,  who  has  in  his 
turn  expressed  agreement  that  it  would  be  desir- 
able to  provide  for  the  specific  exemption  here 
suggested. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  respect- 
fully request  that  the  matter  be  given  consider- 
ation by  you  as  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
with  a  view  to  initiating  action  before  the  City 
Council,  if  your  decision  is  to  that  effect.

GIFT    UNDER    THE    WILL    OF    HANNAH 
MILNOR  LJUNGSTEDT. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  20,  1950. 
To  the  Honorable  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Hannah  Milnor  Ljungstedt  died  on  January  22, 
1942,  leaving  a  will  providing  that  after  the  death 
of  her  husband,  Olaf  A.  Ljungstedt,  the  trustees 
of  her  estate  should  deliver  to  the  Mayor  and  the 
Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  a  certain  trust 
estate. 

The  second  paragraph  of  the  will  provides  as 
follows: 

"At  the  death  of  my  husband,  Carl  Olof 
Axel  Ljungstedt  aforesaid,  should  he  survive 
me,  I  leave  the  said  trust  fund  to  the  Mayor 
and  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston,  Massa- 
chusetts, and  direct  that  they  shall  deposit 
and  invest  the  said  fund,  at  compound  interest 


until  the  principal  shall  amount  to  three  thou- 
sand dollars;  when  the  compounded  interest 
shall  together  with  the  original  fund  amount  to 
three  thousand  dollars,  I  direct  that  the  annual 
interest  (the  whole  fund  with  the  increase  being 
properly  and  suitably  invested)  shall  be  used 
preferably  by  the  Animal  Refuge  Society  of 
Boston  as  agent,  for  the  sole  and  only  purpose 
of  removing  from  the  streets  and  alleys  and 
public  parks  of  the  City  of  Boston,  Massachu- 
setts, abandoned  or  suffering  cats  and  dogs. 
The  amount  of  interest  available  will  be  small, 
and  I  desire  that  it  shall  be  used  as  wisely  as 
possible,  probably  in  two  annual  instalments. 
And,  furthermore,  my  desire  is  not  primarily 
to  continue  the  life  of  any  old  or  sickly  animal, 
not  to  find  a  "home"  for  it,  but  to  mercifully 
destroy  it.  Two  mature  persons  and  fewer 
children  are  fit  arbiters  of  life  in  a  lower  form." 

The  sixth  paragraph  of  the  will  provides  as 
follows: 

"I  further  direct  that  the  fund  I  leave  to 
the  authorities  of  the  City  of  Boston,  be  known 
as  the  Gray  Brother  Memorial,  in  loving  honor 
to  a  beautiful  and  unforgotten  collie." 

I  have  been  advised  by  the  Boston  Safe  Deposit 
and  Trust  Company,  trustee  under  the  will,  that, 
the  trust  fund  is  now  worth  approximately  $1,500. 
Under  the  terms  of  the  gift,  this  sum  must  be  held 
until  the  principal  has  reached  $3,000.  This  would 
mean  that  no  expenditure  could  be  made  from  the 
gift  for  approximately  fifteen  years,  and  at  that 
time  only  the  interest  on  $3,000  could  be  expended. 
Because  the  income  to  be  derived  from  the  trust 
fund  will  be  inadequate  to  attain  the  objects  set 
forth  in  the  trust  instrument,  and  since  the  City 
of  Boston  is  without  facilities  of  its  own  to  care 
for  or  exterminate  diseased  animals,  and  discharges 
this  obligation  by  engaging  the  services  of  the 
Animal  Rescue  League;  it  is  my  opinion  that  this 
gift  should  be  declined  by  your  Honorable  Body. 
If  the  gift  is  declined,  it  is  the  intention  of  the 
trustee  to  petition  the  Probate  Court  for  Suffolk 
County  to  be  allowed  to  pay  over  the  trust  fund 
to  the  Animal  Rescue  League.  If  the  latter 
society  is  permitted  to  mingle  this  gift  with  other 
funds  devoted  to  similar  purposes,  it  will  be  in  a 
far  better  position  to  carry  out  the  general  chari- 
table intent  of  the  gift. 

I  submit  herewith  an  order  by  which  the  Mayor 
and  Council  may  decline  the  gift  and  recommend 
its  adoption.

Several  years  ago,  the  employees  in  the  labor 
service  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  were  reclassified 
by  the  Civil  Service  Commission.  This  reclassi- 
fication abolished  the  then  existing  classifications 
in  the  labor  service  which,  of  course,  included 
the  classifications  of  orderlies  and  ward  maids.  In 
place  thereof  the  Civil  Service  Commission  estab- 
lished the  classifications  of  hospital  medical  worker, 
hospital  kitchen  worker,  hospital  laundry  worker, 
and  hospital  house  worker.  All  these  classifica- 
tions are  interchangeable  without  examination 
under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Civil  Service 
Commission. 

Upon  completion  of  this  reclassification  by  the 
Civil  Service  Commission,  and  after  many  con- 
ferences with  hospital  officials  and  representatives 
of  employees  involved,  a  Pay-Plan,  consisting  of 
mi  nimum  and  maximum  salaries  with  intermediate 
increments  was  established  and  put  into  effect. 
The  range  of  compensation  for  this  Pay-Plan  is 
the  same  for  each  of  these  classifications  mentioned 
above.  Otherwise,  the  interchangeability  estab- 
lished by  civil  service  would  be  defeated.  As  far 
as  I  can  determine,  this  Pay-Plan  has  met  with 
full  approval  of  the  employees  at  the  hospital  as 
being  fair  and  equitable.

While  I  am  anxious  to  do  everything  within 
reason  to  beautify  the  roadway  area  of  Columbia 
road,  in  front  of  St.  Kevin's  Church,  I  believe 
that  it  would  be  most  impractical  to  provide  for 
a  grass  plot  in  the  7-foot  center  reservation  that 
is  to  be  constructed  in  the  center  of  that  important 
artery  in  front  of  the  church.  Grass  areas  are  very 
attractive  and  enhance  the  appearance  of  a  high- 
way if  they  can  be  properly  maintained.  How- 
ever, it  would  be  impossible  to  maintain  any 
grass  area  in  the  center  island  in  front  of  St. 
Kevin's  Church,  because  of  the  large  number  of 
pedestrians  who  would  have  occasion  to  cross 
Columbia  road  going  to  and  from  the  church. 

Aside  from  this  point,  it  is  almost  impossible, 
in  my  opinion,  to  maintain  a  grass  area  in  a 
proper  condition  in  an  island  as  narrow  as  the 
one  that  is  to  be  installed  in  Columbia  road. 
The  only  typo  of  surface  that  should  be  provided 
in  a  7-foot  center  island  is  a  durable  one  similar 
to  concrete,  stone  flagging,  or  asphalt.     This  type 


of  surface  requires  little  or  no  maintenance  and 
can  be  considered  attractive,  particularly  with 
the  addition  of  adequate  street  lights  which  are 
to  be  provided  in  the  center  reservation  of  Columbia 
road.

tion of  the  changes  in  these  factors  from  the 
previous  year. 

The  purpose  of  this  analysis  is  to  promote  a 
wider  understanding  of  the  elements  involved; 
it  is  not  to  attack  the  1950  rate  as  unwarranted, 
or  to  defend  it  as  unavoidable.  It  is,  rather,  to 
explain  its  evolution  and  to  place  the  figures  of 
the  computation  on  an  accessible  record.  In 
order  that  the  mechanics  of  the  computation  may 
be  easily  understood,  a  short  explanation  is 
offered. 

From  the  figures  of  the  sum  appropriated  to 
run  the  city  and  county  governments  (called 
Warrants  and  Appropriations)  there  is  subtracted 
all  the  income  expected  (except  that  derived  from 
property  taxation).  This  income  is  known  as  the 
"Credits  and  Deductions."  The  result  of  this 
subtraction  is  the  "Net  Requirements  Before 
Adding  Overlay."  The  overlay  is  a  sum  added 
to  serve  as  a  cushion  to  absorb  the  refunds  on 
account  of  abatements.  A  sum  representing  the 
estimated  Poll  Tax  is  also  subtracted.  The  result 
is  the  final  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxation, 
which,  being  divided  by  the  number  of  thousands 
of  dollars  in  the  assessed  valuation  of  property  in 
the  city,  determines  the  tax  rate  per  $1,000  of 
valuation. 

The  rate  established  for  1950  is  $63  per  $1,000 
of  valuation.  It  compares  with  $56.80  in  1949. 
It  is  the  highest  rate  of  taxation  in  the  long  history 
of  the  city. 

The  starting  point  in  the  rate  computations  is 
the  Table  of  Warrants  and  Appropriations,  which 
follows.

The  items  in  Table  1,  may  be  classified  in  five 
categories : 

1.  City,  County,  and  School  Administration 
and  Debt  Requirements.  (This  category 
accounts  for  the  first  seven  items  in  the  table.) 

2.  Pension  and  Retirement  Requirements. 

3.  Overlay  Deficit  Requirements. 

4.  M.T.A.  and  Boston  Elevated  Require- 
ments. 


5.     Metropolitan    District    Commission    Re- 
quirements. 

The  first  category,  which  shows  an  increase  in 
1950  of  almost  $7,000,000,  represents  areas  which 
are  under  the  control  of  the  city,  county,  and 
school  administrations.  The  second  category 
represents  an  accumulation  outside  of  executive 
control. 

In  the  case  of  the  third  category,  the  city  is 
entering  changed  conditions.     Heretofore,  the  law 
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required  that  Overlay  Deficits,  the  amount  by 
which  the  Overlay  which  had  been  put  in  the  tax 
levy  failed  to  meet  the  amount  of  abatements 
granted,  be  provided  for  in  the  current  levy.  In 
1949  the  amount  of  $5,823,463  had  to  be  provided 
for  in  the  tax  levy;  but  an  item  called  Surplus 
Revenue  of  $5,410,000  was  a  substantial  offset  in 
this  case.  In  1950,  the  city  found  itself  faced 
with  an  amount  of  over  $11,000,000  in  an  inherited 
deficit,  and  petitioned  the  Legislature  to  be  spared 
the  impact  of  such  an  amount  in  the  levy.  The 
Legislature  then  permitted  the  financing  of  this 
amount  over  a  period  of  years  and  permitted  the 
city  to  appropriate  $2,000,000  for  this  purpose  in 
1950. 

The  fourth  category,  the  Metropolitan  Transit 
Authority  assessments,  likewise  finds  Boston 
entering  a  new  era.  The  item,  "Metropolitan 
Transit  Authority  Bond  Payments— $410,929.19," 
represents  Boston's  share  in  1950  of  the  charge 
on  all  the  cities  and  towns  in  the  Transit  District, 
incurred  when  the  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority 
took  over  the  city's  subway  properties  under  the 
1949  Act.  This  act  abolished  the  city's  Transit 
Department  and  transferred  its  subway  construc- 
tion functions  to  the  Metropolitan  Transit 
Authority,  but  Boston  will  continue  for  many 
years  to  pay  its  share  of  the  financing  entailed. 


Besides  such  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority 
debt  requirement,  there  is  also  the  matter  of  the 
railway  deficit.  The  Legislature  authorized  the 
various  cities  and  towns  in  the  district  to  borrow 
for  the  purpose  of  financing  these  accumulated 
deficits  in  1949.  Boston  borrowed  $10,150,000,  and 
the  city  will  make  annual  payments  of  $1,015,000 
from  1950  through  1959  for  this  purpose.  In 
further  addition  there  is  Boston's  share  of  the 
subsequent  operating  deficit  of  $836,976. 

Obviously,  therefore,  Boston  is  entering  a  period 
of  transit  financing  which  will  entail  bond  retire- 
ment for  many  years,  and  may  also  entail  operating 
deficits,  not  to  mention  its  share  of  the  cost  of 
expansion  of  the  railway.  This  expansion  will 
cost  approximately  $80,000,000,  of  which  Boston's 
share  would  be  about  65  per  cent. 

Another  item  of  interest  is  the  sizable  increase  in 
Metropolitan  District  Assessments  of  approxi- 
mately $400,000  over  1949.  The  appropriation 
for  this  item  has  just  about  doubled  since  1945. 
Of  course,  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission 
has  absorbed  many  administrative  responsibilities 
formerly  borne  by  the  city. 

Detail    op    General    Appropriations. 
The  following  table  supplies  a  breakdown  of  the 
appropriations  for  city  and  school  functions   and 
shows  the  changes  over  1949.

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The  third  column  in  Table  2  shows  the  extent 
of  the  change  in  appropriation  in  the  several  areas 
of  administration.  Schools  are  seen  to  have  risen 
by  $821,025;  serial  debt  plus  interest  on  city 
debt  has  increased  $1,343,062.  The  latter  figure 
includes  the  $1,015,000  which  is  the  1950  payment 
on  account  of  the  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority 
deficits  previously  mentioned.  Other  named  de- 
partments are  self-explanatory.  The  item  "Gen- 
eral Purposes"  refers  to  those  other  departments 
not  specified;  however,  it  should  be  noted  that 
this  figure  includes  an  amount  of  $2,423,131  for 
Pensions  and  Annuities  (non-contributory).  The 
' '  Overlay ' '  situation  has  been  explained  previously. 

A  surface  examination  of  this  table  may  be  mis- 
leading. For  example,  the  apparent  decrease  in 
appropriations  for  the  Fire  and  Police  Depart- 
ments is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  in  1950 
for  the  first  time  "Non-Contributory  Pensions  and 
Annuities"  have  been  taken  out  of  the  depart- 
ment's appropriation  and  grouped  with  similar 
costs  for  other  departments  in  the  general  item 
"Pensions  and  Annuities  (non-contributory)."  In 
this  general  item  there  is  the  sum  of  $980,000  for 


pensioners  and  annuitants  of  the  Fire  Department 
and  $1,133,260  for  pensioners  and  annuitants  of 
the  Police  Department.  Accordingly,  adding  those 
sums  to  the  other  appropriations  for  Fire  and 
Police  Departments  would  make  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment total  $9,678,067  and  the  Police  Department 
total  $11,411,793,  which  would  make  the  total 
cost  of  the  needs  for  the  Fire  and  Police  Depart- 
ments actually  above  1949  figures. 

The  collective  figure  of  $2,423,131  for  "Non- 
Contributory  Pensions  and  Annuities"  which  ap- 
pears at  the  bottom  of  the  list  is  incorporated  in 
the  item  labeled  "General  Purposes,"  which  means 
"Other  Departments,  not  separately  listed." 
However,  throwing  the  appropriations  for  "Pen- 
sions and  Annuities"  into  "General  Purposes"  has 
the  effect  in  this  table  of  lowering  individual  de- 
partment appropriations,  while  increasing  the 
figure  for  a  miscellaneous  group  of  departments. 

Cbedits  and  Deductions. 
The  following  table  of  income  apart  from  prop- 
erty and  poll  taxes  shows  a  net  loss  in  1950  over 
1949  of  over  $8,500,000.

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While  the  revenue  from  many  departments  is 
expected  to  fall  off,  sizable  increases  in  other  de- 
partments may  be  seen,  notably  the  Public  Wel- 
fare Department,  which  shows  an  increase  of 
approximately  $3,000,000.  The  latter  is  due  to 
increase  in  public  assistance  allowances  and  re- 
imbursements due  from  the  State. 

It  may  be  seen  from  Table  3  that  several  sources 
of  revenue  from  the  State  show  a  variation  be- 
tween these  two  years.  While  Boston  may  es- 
timate $2,178,000  more  in  income  tax  and  business 
corporation  tax  than  in  1949,  in  the  latter  year 
Boston  had  the  advantage  of  an  item,  "Estimate 
Receipts  (Authority  of  Henry  Long),"  of  $2,388,203 
which  is  not  available  in  1950. 


Increases  in  Educational  Income  and  State- 
Owned  Lands  may  be  noted.  An  increase  of 
half  a  million  dollars  in  Motor  Excise  is  expected. 
However,  the  chief  factors  in  the  net  drop  in  total 
"Credits  and  Deductions"  are  the  three  items  in 
the  1949  list  (viz.,  City  Treasurer's  Certificates' 
Welfare  Loan,  and  Surplus  Revenue  Accounts) — 
which  have  no  counterpart  in  1950. 

Conclusion  of  Computation. 
The   difference   between   "Credits   and   Deduc- 
tions" and  "Warrants  and  Appropriations"  having 
produced    the    figure    for    "Net    Requirements," 
the  calculation  of  the  rate  proceeds  as  follows:

These  figures  indicate  that  almost  $8,000,000 
more  will  have  to  be  raised  by  taxation  than  in 
1949. 

Property  Valuation. 

The  next  change  between  1949  and  1950  to  be 
noted,  and'  which  is  a  factor  in  the  increased  tax 
rate  of  1950,  is  the  reduction  in  assessed  valuation. 
The  fact  that  the  1950  valuation  is  $33,931,500  lower 
than  that  for  the  year  1949  represents  the  first 
reversal  of  valuation  trend  since  the  valuations 
started  to  climb  in  1945,  City  valuations  which 
had  reached  their  highest  point  in  1930  started  to 
decline  thereafter  and  continued  that  decline 
until  1944  when  the  drop  was  suddenly  and  arbi- 
trarily arrested.  The  year  1945  marked  the  be- 
ginning of  a  rise  which  persisted  until  this  year. 

The  reduction  in  valuation  in  1950  of  some 
$34,000,000  is  actually  and  relatively  not  so  sub- 
stantial as  appears  at  first  glance.  The  1949  valua- 
tion, with  which  this  reduction  is  compared,  was 
set  a  year  ago,  but  during  the  elapsed  year  some 
$115,000,000  was  trimmed  from  that  figure  by 
abatements.  If  those  abatements  are  justifiable, 
the  1950  valuation  figure,  which  is  only  $34,000,000 
below  the  original  1949  valuation  figure,  is  actually 
about  $80,000,000  more  than  the  final  valuation 
figure        after       abatements.       Moreover,       some 


S25,000,000,  according  to  the  mayor's  statement 
at  the  time  the  rate  was  set,  represents  "elimi- 
nated" valuations,  e.g.,  exemption  of  Metropolitan 
Transit  Authority  property,  the  taking  of  a  pier 
by  the  Port  Authority,  ct  al. 

However,  it  was  recognized  in  the  determina- 
tion of  the  property  valuation  that  to  suddenly 
reduce  the  valuation  of  property  in  the  city  to  a 
radically  low  level  might  have  severe  repercussions. 
Accordingly,  a  policy  of  continuously  reducing 
the  valuation  level  over  a  period  of  years  has  been 
promised.  If  this  promise  is  fulfilled,  the  real 
valuation  level  may  eventually  be  approached. 
A  concomitant  of  this  policy  is  the  expectation 
of  a  cooperative  taxpayer  attitude  with  respect 
to  abatements. 

The  following  table  of  real  property  valuations 
shows  that  the  greatest  devaluation  in  any  ward 
came  in  Ward  3.  which  represents  the  downtown 
section  of  Boston,  and  accounts  for  over  30  per 
cent  of  the  entire  valuation  of  the  city.  In  this 
ward,  the  1950  valuation  is  $16,175,300  lower 
than  it  was  in  1949.  In  only  seven  of  the  twenty- 
two  wards  was  there  an  increase  in  the  1950  valua- 
tion. This  totaled  about  $10,000,000,  and  the 
increase  in  Ward  4,  Back  Bay,  accounts  for  most 
of  it.

The  year   1950  is   a  propitious  time  to  note  the  changes  in  the  valuation  picture  of  the  city  which  have 
taken  place  since  1930,  the  year  of  highest  valuations.     The  following  grouping  is  indicative: 


In  1930,  Wards  1  to  4  represented  49.26%  of  total  city  valuation. 
In  1950,  Wards  1  to  4  represented  44.06%  of  total  city  valuation. 


In  1930,  Wards  5  to  13  represented  29.23%  of  total  city  valuation. 
In  1950,  Wards  5  to  13  represented  29.06%  of  total  city  valuation. 


In  1930,  Wards  14  to  22  represented  21.51%  of  total  city  valuation. 
In  1950,  Wards  14  to  22  represented  26.89%  of  total  city  valuation. 


It  may  be  seen  by  the  following  table  that  the  wards  show  varying  degrees  of  change.  The  only  wards 
which  exhibit  an  actual  increase  in  dollar  valuation  are  Wards  18,  20,  and  22,  but  many  others  show  a  re- 
sistance to  the  pronounced  downward  trend. 

Ward  3,  4,  5,  and  6  represent  the  heaviest-valued  area  in  the  city;  in  1930  they  represented  61.85  per 
cent  of  the  total  valuation,  in  1950,  55.73  per  cent.

Summary. 

The  rise  in  Boston's  tax  rate  from  $56.80  in  1949 
to  $63.00  in  1950  was  occasioned  by  significant 
changes  in  the  several  components  of  that  rate. 
Although  Warrants  and  Appropriations  for  City, 
County,  and  School  Departments  increased  from 
$124,263,966  to  $127,314,151,  the  drop  in  State 
Warrants  from  $7,248,393  to  $3,055,450  reduced 
the  grand  total  of  Warrants  and  Appropriations 
from  $131,512,359  to  $130,369,601. 

A  substantial  increase  of  over  $3,700,000  oc- 
curred in  the  Auditor's  Estimate  of  Departmental 
Receipts  and  $2,178,000  more  in  income  tax  and 
business  corporation  tax  is  available  in  1950;  but 
the  loss  in  other  income  items  pulled  the  total  of 
Credits  and  Deductions  down  from  $42,689,958  to 
$34,000,070. 

In  brief,  almost  $8,000,000  more  will  have  to  be 
raised  by  property  taxation  in  1950  and  this  must 
come  from  a  city  valuation  which  is  reduced  by 
approximately  $34,000,000.

Gentlemen: 

I  am  advised  by  the  Public  Works  Commissioner 
that  owing  to  the  unsettled  conditions  of  the 
country,  water  materials  are  rising  in  price  and 
in  the  case  of  water  pipe  and  meters,  there  is  at 
the  present  time  a  delivery  delay  of  from  two  to 
four  months.  In  order  to  make  certain  that  the 
Water  Division  has  sufficient  stock  on  hand  for 
the  year  1951,  he  is  of  the  opinion  that  orders 
should  be  placed  now  for  the  purchase  of  water 
pipes,  meters,  and  fittings. 

The   Public   Works  Commissioner  also  requires 
an  additional  sum  to  provide  sufficient  funds  to 
pay    judgments    already    recommended    by    the 
Water  Division  and  approved  by  the  City  Council. 
Before  the  Public  Works  Commissioner  can  pro- 
ceed with  these  expenditures  it  is  necessary  that 
an  appropriation  be  made  available.

VETO  OF  ORDER  RE  PENSION  INCREASE 

TO    CERTAIN    FORMER    EMPLOYEES. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston,

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved,  the  order  passed  by  your  Honorable 
Body  accepting  chapter  820  of  the  Acts  of  1950, 
which  provides  for  the  increase  of  pension  retire- 
ment allowances,  annuities,  etc.,  to  the  amount  of 
$100  in  each  case. 

If  the  aforementioned  Act  were  to  go  into  effect 
it  would  result  in  an  additional  appropriation  of 
$366,000  per  year. 

The  beneficiaries  under  this  Act,  among  others, 
are  those  persons  now  receiving  between  $1,500 
and  $2,000  annually  as  pensioners,  the  bulk  of 
whom  were  not  members  of  the  contributory 
pension  system. 

The  annual  pension  requirements  of  the  city  are 
now  $4,765,281,  more  than  half  of  which  is  paid  to 
persons  who  made  no  contributions  to  the  city. 


I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  state  of  the  city's 
finances  cannot  withstand  annual  increases  in 
pension  requirements,  as  has  occurred  each  year 
since  1946.  On  the  other  hand,  I  recognize  that 
increased  costs  for  necessities  of  life  make  it 
difficult  for  persons  on  pensions  to  provide  for 
ordinary  needs.  However,  until  and  unless  there 
is  a  decided  upward  rise  in  the  present  cost  of 
living,  I  am  disinclined  to  add  this  additional 
expense  to  the  budget  of  the  city.

Final    Report    By    the    Division    of    Smoke 
Inspection   of  the   Boston   City   Council 
Complaint     Against     Smoke     From     the 
Walter  Baker  Company  in  Dorchester. 

(Preliminary  Report  Dated  August  15,  1950.) 

The  chief  engineer,  Mr.  Hewins,  of  the  Walter 
Baker  Company,  adopted  our  suggestion  of 
blowing  the  tubes  four  times  in  a  24-hour  period 
instead  of  twice,  as  was  formerly  done. 

All  blowing  occurred  during  the  nighttime  hours, 
as  the  front  office  will  not  permit  blowing  of  tubes 
during  the  daylight  hours.  This  practice  was 
continued  for  six  days  from  August  15,  and  then 
was  discontinued.  In  going  back  to  blowing  the 
tubes  twice  a  day  their  engineers  observed  no 
appreciable  difference  in  the  amount  of  matter 
emanating  from  the  stack.  Therefore  they  are 
continuing  their  usual  routine  of  tube-blowing 
twice  a  day. 

An  inspector  from  this  division  checked  the 
stack  for  smoke  on  the  night  of  September  14,  1950, 
Tubes  were  blown  from  8.21  to  8.31  p.m.  There 
was  one  minute  of  heavy  black  smoke  observed  at 
the  beginning  of  the  blowing  of  the  first  pass  of  the 
boiler.  During  the  remainder  of  the  period  there 
was  no  indication  of  smoke  at  the  top  of  the 
chimney. 

As  far  as  noise  is  concerned,  the  inspector,  at  a 
distance  of  150  yards,  could  hear  the  tube  blowers 
operating  during  the  10-minute  period. 

The  plant  was  subsequently  observed  for  an 
entire  hour  from  8.45  to  9.45  p.m.,  with  no  smoke 
seen. 

Since  the  stack  does  not  violate  the  smoke  law, 
it  would  seem  the  Walter  Baker  Company  is 
keeping  smoke  and  soot  at  an  absolute  minimum. 

We  shall  continue  to  keep  this  stack  under 
routine  observation.

Investigation     By    the     Division     of    Smoke 

Inspection   of  the   Boston  City  Council 

Complaint   Concerning    Smoke    from   the 

Walter  Baker  Company  in  Dorchester. 

The  order  for  the  investigation  was  passed  by 

the  City  Council  on  July  31,  1950,  received  by  the 
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Mayor's  Office  August  4,  1950,  by  the  Public 
Utilities  August  8,  1950,  and  by  the  Division  of 
Smoke  Inspection  August  14,  1950. 

Four  hours'  observation  of  the  Walter  Baker 
stack  was  made,  two  in  the  afternoon  of  August  14 
and  two  on  the  morning  of  August  15,  a  total  of 
314  minutes  of  No.  2  (40  per  cent  black)  or  greater 
smoke  was  observed  in  this  period. 

The  inspector  visited  the  plant  and  talked  with 
a  Mr.  Hewins,  chief  engineer,  and  a  Mr.  Dailey, 
superintendent  of  maintenance.  At  the  present 
time  the  plant  is  composed  of  two  B.  &  W.  boilers, 
burning  No.  6  fuel  oil.  This  fuel  oil  is  preheated 
in  storage  tanks  and  by  heaters  in  the  boiler  room 
to  a  temperature  of  220  degrees.  There  also  is  an 
incinerator  containing  a  separate  connection  to  the 
stack.  The  chief  engineer  has  no  control  over  the 
incinerator  operation,  and  this  is  under  the  super- 
vision of  Mr.  Dailey,  who  is  in  charge  of  house- 
keeping conditions  throughout  the  factory.  The 
incinerator  is  in  constant  use  throughout  the  day 
and  is  cleaned  out  weekly.  The  refuse  burned  in 
the  incinerator  is  of  the  usual  character  to  be  found 
in  a  mill  or  factory,  cardboard  boxes,  papers,  etc., 
with  the  exception  that  occasionally  papers  which 
contained  cocoa  butter  are  burned.  Mr.  Dailey, 
however,  informed  the  inspector  that  at  no  time 
have  these  cocoa  butter  papers  been  burned  in 
concentration,  but  rather  they  are  fed  into  the 
incinerator  sparingly  with  the  other  refuse. 

The  boiler  tubes  are  blown  twice  in  each  24 
hours.  This  is  always  done  during  the  night 
watches. 

As  far  as  the  incinerator  is  concerned,  it  is 
highly  doubtful  if  it  smokes  heavy  at  any  time. 
However,  the  superintendent  of  maintenance  has 
declared  that  he  will  supervise  the  incinerator 
operation  carefully  to  see  that  it  is  not  forced  at 
any  time. 

The  oil  burners  themselves  should  not  smoke, 
and,  as  general  conditions  in  the  boiler  room  can 
be  classified  as  "very  good,"  it  is  doubtful  that  this 
stack  violates  the  smoke  law  or  even  smokes  heavy 
except  for  occasional  puffs.  Records  in  this  office 
show  no  smoke  violations  in  the  last  five  years. 

As  far  as  the  soot  is  concerned,  it  is  probable 
that  the  nuisance  is  being  caused  by  the  blowing 
of  the  boiler  tubes.  However,  this  is  an  absolutely 
necessary  supplement  to  efficient  operation.  The 
only  suggestion  which  I  have  to  make  is  that  it 
might  be  possible  to  alleviate  this  soot  condition 
slightly  by  more  frequent  blowing  of  these  tubes. 
I  have  talked  with  Mr.  Hewins.  chief  engineer  of 
the  Baker  plant,  today  about  this.  He  is  going 
to  experiment  with  blowing  the  tubes  four  times 
in  a  24Lhour  period  instead  of  twice,  starting 
today.  We,  in  turn,  are  going  to  observe  the 
stack  while  this  is  taking  place  in  order  to  see  to  it 
that  this  will  not  cause  the  stack  to  violate  the 
smoke  law.  The  theory  behind  it  is  that  lesser 
amounts  of  soot  will  be  blown  out  at  one  time  and 
will  be  dispersed  more  thinly  over  a  much  wider 
area  by  the  winds. 

The  Walter  Baker  people  are  most  cooperative 
and  have  assured  us  that  they  do  not  wish  to  be  a 
nuisance  to  their  neighbors  in  any  sense.

In  compliance  with  your  request  to  consider

Sir: 

In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  report 
making  an  investigation  at  the  D  Street  Housing 
Project,  accompanied  by  Deputy  Chief  Patrick  E. 
Collins  of  Division  2  and  District  Chief  Michael 
Foley  of  District  6.  Ladder  Company  5  was 
driven  through  the  various  streets.  This  was  very 
shortly  after  11  a.m.,  Friday,  September  15,  1950. 

Parking  is  permitted  on  one  side  of  these  narrow 
streets,  and  not  too  much  space  is  left  for  apparatus 
to  pass  the  parked  automobiles. 

On  account  of  the  narrow  ways,  it  was  quite  a 
problem  in  making  turns  at  some  corners.  Traffic 
directional  poles  are  too  near  corners  to  allow 
clearance  for  overhang  of  aeriel  ladder.  Per- 
missible parking  of  automobiles  is  also  allowed 
too  near  corners. 

After  6  p.m.,  of  the  same  day,  September  15, 
Acting  Deputy  Chief  Miles  V.  Murphy  of  Division 
2  and  District  Chief  William  Jeffers  of  District  6 
made  an  inspection  tour  of  traffic  conditions  at 
this  project. 

In  laying  out  the  ways  in  this  project,  the  neces- 
sity of  passing  through  was  not  considered.  Auto- 
mobile parking  at  night  is  greater  than  during  the 
day. 

On  November  14,  1949,  a  communication  was 
submitted  by  District  Chief  William  B.  Coughlan 
of  District  6  calling  attention  to  the  parking  hazard 
and  the  narrow  streets.  The  buildings  in  this 
project  are  three  stories  and  of  brick  construction. 

Considering  that  the  project  is  already  built 
and  occupied  and  in  order  to  facilitate  the  progress 
of  fire  apparatus  into  this  project  in  case  of  fire, 
I    recommend: 

That  parking  of  automobiles  be  prohibited 
within  forty  feet  of  intersection  and  corners  of 
ways — not  to  apply  to  parking  areas. 

That  directional  signs  be  moved  as  far  from 
corners  as  conditions  will  permit.  That  curbing, 
dividing  the  ways  and  grass  plots  and  sidewalks, 
at  corners  of  two  ways,  be  cut  back  to  allow  more 
room  at  these  corners  for  the  apparatus  to  make 
the  necessary  turns.

"Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Boston  City  Hospital  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  immediately  hold  a  special 
meeting  for  the  purpose  of  enlarging  the  nursing 
staff  in  the  wards  throughout  the  Boston  City 
Hospital,  as  the  present  nursing  accommodations 
are  inadequate  and  have  led  to  a  general  break- 
down of  efficiency  and  morale  and  the  well-being 
of  the  patients  confined  in  the  hospital,  and  be  it 
further 

"Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Boston  City  Hospital  invite  members  of  the  Bos- 
ton City  Council  to  sit  in  with  the  Board  at  its 
special  meeting."  (City  Council  order  of  August 
28,  1950  —  Councilor  Ansel). 

A  conference  was  held  between  the  Trustees 
and  Miss  Ennis  (acting  nursing  director  in  the 
absence  of  Miss  Welch,  who  is  on  vacation),  and 
the  entire  nursing  personnel  at  the  hospital  was 
discussed  in  minute  detail. 

I  am  enclosing  a  copy  of  the  nursing  statistics 
at  the  Boston  City  Hospital  as  of  September  1,  1950. 

In  perusing  this  statistical  report,  you  will  note 
that  the  male  and  female  personnel  of  the  entire 
group  under  Miss  Welch's  direction  totals  1,165. 
The  actual  number  of  head  nurses  in  the  hospital 
floor  duty  nurses  (who  are  graduate  nurses  of  the 
hospital),  nurses  in  the  training  school,  affiliate 
nurses,  and  ward  attendants  totals  587;  so  that 
the  female  nursing  personnel,  outside  of  adminis- 
trators and  teachers  in  the  training  school,  figures 
the  entire  personnel  in  actual  contact  with  the 
patients. 

The  above  figures  show  that,  with  587  active 
bedside  nurses  and  a  hospital  population  of  1,400 
to  1,500  patients,  there  is  about  one  nurse  to  every 
two  to  three  patients,  which  is  just  about  the 
standard  required  by  the  State  and  National 
Nursing  Associations.  Any  further  increase  of 
this  quota  would  entail  a  much  larger  increase 
in  the  hospital  budget.  Of  course,  during  the 
summer  when  many  are  on  vacation  and  the 
number  of  patients  at  the  hospital  is  a  little  less, 
with  no  epidemic  present,  this  ratio  might  be 
temporarily  less. 

A  breakdown  of  the  above  statistics  is  enclosed 
herewith. 

The  Trustees  feel  that  the  nursing  personnel 
is  adequate  to  take  care  of  the  patients,  as  noted 
on  the  attached  statistical  report  and  breakdown. 
They  also  feel  that  this  report  and  breakdown 
answers  Councilor  Ansel's  order  in  the  City  Council,

TRANSFER  OF  APPROPRIATION  TO  LAW 
DEPARTMENT,  WORKMEN'S  COM- 
PENSATION   SERVICE. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  September  25,  1950. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

When   the  so-called   Workmen's  Compensation 
Law  first  became  operative  with  respect  to  em- 


ployees of  the  City  of  Boston  and  employees  of 
the  County  of  Suffolk,  its  application  was  limited 
to  laborers,  workmen,  and  mechanics  as  those 
terms  are  commonly  understood.  The  majority 
of  all  laborers,  workmen,  and  mechanics  then 
employed  either  by  the  city  or  by  the  county 
were  attached  to  the  City  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment. Administration  of  the  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation Law  was,  therefore,  made  an  adjunct  of 
that  department. 

By  orders  adopted  by  the  City  Council  on 
March  22,  1948,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  on 
April  1,  1948,  the  advantages  of  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  Law  were  extended  to  all  employees 
of  the  city  and  of  the  county  except  members  of 
the  police  and  fire  forces.  Two  and  one-half 
years'  experience  under  this  action  has  demon- 
strated that  the  Public  Works  Department  is  no 
longer  the  principal  department  involved,  but  that 
the  Hospital  and  School  Departments  are  affected 
equally  as  much,  if  not  more,  than  the  Public 
Works  Department.  Accordingly,  for  efficiency's 
sake,  the  function  of  the  Workmen's  Compensa- 
tion Agent  should  be  in  a  department  in  constant 
contact  with  all  city  departments  and  county 
offices.  The  Public  Works  Department  is  not 
such  a  department,  having  little  contact  with 
other  city  departments  and  practically  none  with 
county  offices.  The  Law  Department,  on  the 
other  hand,  is  such  a  department  and,  in  investi- 
gating claims  and  handling  suits,  does  essentially 
similar  work.  It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  the 
greatest  efficiency  would  be  attained  by  having 
the  Workmen's  Compensation  Service  in  the  Law 
Department.  To  do  so  requires  a  transfer  from 
the  Public  Works  Department  budget  to  the  Law 
Department  budget  of  the  unexpended  balance  of 
funds  appropriated  for  the  Workmen's  Compen- 
sation Service. 

Transmitted  herewith  is  an  order  affecting  such 
transfer.     I  recommend  its  adoption.

A  very  definite  question  has 
formed  in  the  public  mind  as  to  the  fairness  of 
listing  the  various  candidates  names  on  the 
machines.  The  failure  of  these  machines,  in  many 
cases,  especially  in  the  crowded  closing  hours  on 
Election  Day,  has  caused  severe  critical  comment 

It  would  seem  evident  to  any  fair-minded  person 
that  there  is  now  a  serious  question  as  to  the 
advisability  of  continuing  the  use  of  voting 
machines  in  Boston. 

The  privilege  of  our  citizens  to  vote  in  a  free 
and    uncontrolled     manner,     without    misleading 


arrangements,  is  the  most  sacred  privilege  of  our 
citizenry.  No  authority,  whether  it  be  vested  in 
the  Boston  Election  Commission,  or  in  the  person 
of  the  Secretary  of  State,  can  be  allowed  to  deprive 
the  people  of  their  privilege;  whether  by  care- 
lessness or  incompetence. 

A  complete  investigation  is  necessary  to  restore 
the  confidence  of  our  people  in  free  elections. 

The  people  of  Boston  demand  an  explanation  for 
the  confusion  and  uncertainty  which  surrounded 
the  past  Primary  Election.

How- 
ever, the  Tree  Division  will  keep  this  tree  on  their 
list  for  future  inspection  and,  if  it  appears  at  any 
time  to  be  in  a  dangerous  condition,  steps  will 
be  taken  to  have  it  removed.

RECONVEYANCE    OF    LAND    IN    EAST 
BOSTON   TO -FORMER   OWNERS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  October  2,  1950. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

As  you  know,  upon  the  abolition  of  the  Transit 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  on  August  i3, 
1949,  the  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority  was  em- 
powered and  directed  by  St.  1947,  c.  544,  s.  8A, 
par.  (h),  as  appearing  in  St.  1949,  c.  572,  to  com- 
plete as  agent  of  the  City  of  Boston  the  project 
authorized  by  St.  1949,  c.  191,  and  consisting  of  the 
removal  to  other  sites  of  dwellings  within  the 
location  of  the  East  Boston  Rapid  Transit  Exten- 
sion now  under  construction.  In  the  course  of 
completing  this  project,  the  Metropolitan  Transit 
Authority  on  December  16,  1949,  took  by  eminent 
domain  as  agent  of  the  City  of  Boston  various 
lands  in  East  Boston,  including  land  at  16  Milton 
street  belonging  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Domenick  War- 
rino  as  Trustees  under  a  Declaration  of  Trust,  land 
of  Mrs.  Ernestina  Struzziero  at  398  Frankfort, 
street,  land  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Carmine  Capone  at 
437  Frankfort  street,  land  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John 
Ricci  at  56  Homer  street,  and  land  of  Mr.  James  J. 
Collins  at  62  Homer  street. 

The  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority  as  agent  of 
the  city  is  accomplishing  the  house  moving  project 
contemplated  by  St.  1949,  c.  191,  without  using  the 
lands  just  specifically  mentioned.  In  every  in- 
stance the  owner  at  the  time  of  taking  is  most 
anxious  to  regain  his  land  and  has  never  accepted 
the  damage  awards.  Enclosed  herewith  are  copies 
of  plans  showing  said  lands  and  a  communication 
from  the  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority  notifying 
your  Honorable  Body  of  the  Authority's  deter- 
mination that  said  lands  are  no  longer  needed  for 
public  purposes.  Also  transmitted  are  five  orders 
respectively  authorizing  the  reconveyance  of  said 
lands  to  their  former  owners.  I  recommend  the 
early  adoption  of  these  orders  by  your  Honorable 
Body.

It  appears  that  the  placing  of  all  overhead  wires 
underground  in  Ward  17  would  not  be  feasible 
either  from  a  legal  or  practical  standpoint  for  the 
following  reasons: 

Chapter  100  of  the  Acts  of  1946  requires  that 
not  more  than  four  (4)  miles  of  streets  shall  be 
prescribed  and  public  notice  given  in  any  one  year 
from  which  poles  shall  be  removed  and  the  wires 
buried  underground. 

The  four  (4)  miles  of  streets  have  been  selected 
and  approved  for  the  1951  underground  district. 
The  City  Clerk  has  been  notified  of  them  and  is  in 
the  process  of  sending  notices  to  the  abutters  of 
the  time  and  place  of  a  public  hearing  which  must 
be  completed  before  the  end  of  this  year  so  that 
public  notice  may  be  given  in  the  month  of  January 
in  accordance  with  said  chapter  100  of  the  Acts  of 
1946. 

As  a  practical  matter,  streets  are  selected  in  the 
various  wards  of  the  city  in  accordance  with  their 
importance,  eliminating  hazards  in  fighting  fires 
(the  raising  of  ladders,  etc.),  the  number  of  poles 
and  wires  on  the  streets,  the  fact  that  they  are 
main  thoroughfares  in  contrast  with  side  streets, 
beautification  in  relation  to  their  importance  as 
well-traveled  streets,  etc. 

The  various  public  utilities  companies  are  in  the 
process  of  completing  the  1950  underground  dis- 
trict of  four  (4)  miles.  They  have  been  plagued 
with  shortages  of  materials,  etc.  I  do  not  think 
they  could  or  would  do  more  than  what  is  legally 
required  at  this  time.

Recently  you  transmitted  to  us  an  order  passed 
by  the  City  Council  requesting  the  Trustees  of  the 
Public  Library  to  arrange  to  have  the  Library 
Bookmobile  make  a  stop  at  the  intersection  of 
Forest  Hills  street  and  Glen  road  in  Jamaica  Plain. 
This  matter  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Library  at  their  last  meeting. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Library  requested  me  to 
state  their  pleasure  that  the  services  rendered  by 
the  Library  Bookmobile  are  so  successful  that 
there  is  demand  for  it  to  be  made  available  at 
other  locations  in  addition  to  those  at  present  upon 
its  schedule.  At  the  same  time  thev  regret  that 
with  the  single  Bookmobile  which  is  at  present 
available  it  does  not  appear  to  be  possible  to  add 
an  additional  stop  as  requested.  Its  schedule  is 
already  filled  to  such  a  point  as  to  make  it  not 
feasible  to  add  additional  stops,  particularly  when 
to  do  so  will  mean  shortening  the  already  too  brief 
stops  which  are  at  present  being  made  in  existing 
locations.     As   to   the   particular  location   which 
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was  suggested  in  the  order  passed  by  the  City 
Council  it  is  to  be  pointed  out  that  there  are  already 
on  the  schedule  of  the  Bookmobile  four  stops 
every  Wednesday  in  the  section  of  Roxbury  in 
question,  namely,  at  Washington  and  School 
streets,  from  12.15  to  1.15  p.m.,  at  the  Ellis  Mendell 
School  (on  School  street  near  Amory  street),  from 
1.20  to  1.55  p.m.,  back  at  Washington  and  School 
streets,  from  2.00  to  5.00  p.m.,  and  on  Columbus 
avenue,  at  Weld  avenue,  from  6.00  to  8.30  p.m. 
Both  the  locations  of  Washington  street,  at  School 
street,  and  Columbus  avenue,  at  Weld  avenue,  are 
only  approximately  one  half  mile  from  the  addi- 
tional location  requested  in  the  order  of  the  City 
Council. 

It  is  clear  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Library  from 
the  experience  gained  in  these  first  eight  months 
of  use  of  the  one  Bookmobile  presently  available 
that  a  single  Bookmobile  is  not  sufficient  to  meet 
the  needs  for  Bookmobile  service  throughout  the 
City  of  Boston.  A  second  Bookmobile  is  clearly 
needed  to  meet  the  increasing  demands  for  the 
type  of  library  service  which  the  Bookmobile  is  so 
well  fitted  to  render  in  so  many  parts  of  the  city 
which  are  presently  without  library  service.

The  City  Treasurer  is  about  to  issue  a  loan  for 
the  construction  of  a  viaduct  to  Long  Island  under 
the  loan  order  of  $2,000,000  approved  by  the 
Mayor  on  August  16,  1949.  The  required  pre- 
liminary for  this  loan  was  an  appropriation  order 
of  $159,000,  passed  by  the  City  Council  on  July  25, 
1949,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  on  July  26, 
1949,  titled  "Construction  of  Long  Island  Viaduct," 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  480  of  the  Acts  of 
1949.  Counsel  for  the  bond  purchasers  has  raised 
the  point  that  chapter  480  of  the  Acts  of  1949 
permitted  the  purchase  of  land  and  that  a  provision 
of  the  City  Gharter  reads  that  appropriations  for 
the  purchase  of  land  require  two  readings  and  a 
two  thirds  vote  of  the  City  Council. 

As  the  main  purpose  of  the  item  was  for  the 
construction  of  the  Long  Island  Viaduct  and  no 
acquisition  of  land  was  intended,  it  was  not 
considered  necessary  to  follow  the  charter  pro- 
vision. 

In  order,  however,  to  effectually  dispose  of  this 
question,  I  respectfully  urge  the  immediate 
passage  of  the  accompanying  order  which  in  effect 
provides  that  no  part  of  the  $159,000  appropria- 
tion shall  be  used  for  the  acquisition  of  land.

FLAT    RATE    AUTOMOBILE    INSURANCE.

I  transmit  herewith  communication  from 
the  Assistant  Attorney  General  relative  to 
your  order  of  October  30,  1950,  concerning 
an  investigation  and  ascertaining  the  reasons 
why  insurance  companies  throughout  the  state 
are  so  strongly  opposed  to  referendum  No. 
5,  namely,  a  flat  rate  automobile  insurance.

Dear  Sir: 

I  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  note  of  No- 
vember 2,  1950,  referring  to  an  order  of  the 
City  Council,  enclosed  with  your  communica- 
tion, which  provided  that  through  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  the  Attorney  General  be  requested 
to  maKe  certain   investigations. 

The  first  subject  of  investigation  proposed 
relates  to  the  method  of  fixing  rates  under  the 
compulsory  automobile  insurance  law  and  im- 
pliedly raises  the  question  of  whether  insurance 
companies  licensed  to  write  such  insurance  in 
Massachusetts  have  such  an  interest  in  the 
fixing  of  those  rates  according  to  the  zone 
method  as  to  entitle  them  to  expend  money 
in  opposing  the  measure  proposed  under  the 
initiative  provision  of  the  Constitution,  which 
would  have  prohibited  the  fixing  of  the  rates 
by  zones. 

General  Laws,  chapter  55,  section  7,  as 
amended,  permits  corporations  carrying  on  the 
business  of  insurance  to  expend  or  contribute 
money  to  influence  or  affect  the  vote  on  a 
question  submitted  to  the  voters,  which  is 
one  "materially  affecting  any  of  the  property, 
business  or  assets  of  the  corporation."  The 
present  law  relating  to  the  fixing  of  automo- 
bile insurance  rates  permits,  but  does  not 
require,  that  the  rates  be  fixed  by  zones.  Over 
the  years,  succeeding  commissioners  of  insur- 
ance to  whom  the  fixing  of  the  rates  is  com- 
mitted by  statute  have  fixed  the  rates  an- 
nually by  zones  according  to  the  alleged 
accident  frequency  of  insured  cars  in  the 
zone.  The  rates  so  determined  by  the  provi- 
sions of  the  statute  cannot  go  into  effect 
until  the  Commissioner  has  given  a  public 
hearing    on    the    rates    proposed. 

Since  it  must  be  assumed  that  the  various 
insurance  commissioners  have  considered  the 
zone  system  of  fixing  rates  they  have  adopted 
to  bear  some  relation  to  the  carrying  on  of 
the  business  of  insuring  cars  under  the  com- 
pulsory automobile  insurance  law,  it  is  most 
unlikely  that  it  would  be  held  that  the 
measure  to  forbid  rate  fixing  by  zones  was 
not  a  question  "materially  affecting  any  of 
the  property,  business  or  assets  of  the  corpo- 
ration" within  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.),  chapter  55, 
paragraph  7,  as  amended,  and,  consequently, 
it  is  unlikely  that  an  insurance  company 
would  be  held  to  have  no  right  to  expend  or 
contribute  money  to  influence  the  vote  on  the 
question.  However,  if  as  is  implied  from  the 
wording  of  the  order  the  Council  believes  the 
present  zone  system  is  unfair  or  that  the 
zoning  thereunder  for  the  City  of  Boston  is 
improper,  the  Council  could  provide  for  a 
study  of  the  matter  with  a  view  to  presenting 
the  findings  and  arguments  against  the  zone 
system  or  the  particular  method  of  zoning 
adopted  to  the  Commissioner  of  Insurance  at 
a  hearing  on  proposed  rates  under  the  com- 
pulsory automobile  insui-ance  law,  and  if  it 
is  deemed  proper,  could  provide  that  the 
proper  city  officials  seek  such  judicial  review 
of  the  commissioner's  determination  as  might 
be  open  to  them. 

The  second  subject  of  investigation  proposed 
refers  to  an  anticipated  event  which  does  not 
seem  to  have  taken  place,  and  impliedly 
raises  the  same  question  as  to  the  right  of 
the  insurance  company  to  oppose  a  measure 
proposed  by  an  initiative  petition  previously 
discussed.  The  statute  I  have  already  referred 
to,  which  allows  the  insurance  company  to 
oppose  a  question  submitted  to  the  voters 
"materially  affecting  any  of  the  property, 
business  or  assets  of  the  corporation"  per- 
mits a  company  to  contribute  money  "or 
other  valuable  thing"  for  the  purpose  of  such 
opposition.  The  contribution  of  the  services 
of  an  employee  paid  by  an  insurance  com- 
pany would  be  within  the  last  quoted  words 
of  the  statute  and  absent  coercion,  which  is 
not    claimed    in    the    order,    and    provided   the 
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provisions  of  the  statutes  relative  to  the  re- 
porting of  contributions  by  corporations  and 
of  receipts  and  expenditures  by  committees 
are  complied  with,  it  would  appear  such  con- 
tribution would  not  be  legally  objectionable.

Chapter  32  of  the  General  Laws  is  a  general 
pension  law  in  effect  throughout  the  state  and 
also  the  City  of  Boston.  Sections  1  to  28  is  a 
contributory  system  with  survivorship  benefits  in 
effect  in  Boston  and  in  most  of  the  cities  and  towns 
in  Massachusetts.  An  employee  of  any  of  these 
governmental  units  is  not  eligible  for  membership 
if  his  employment  begins  after  he  is  fifty-five 
years  of  age. 

Is  an  employee  who  is  not  eligible  to  member- 
ship  in  this   system   because   of   age  entitled   to 
Social    Security    benefits    under    any    conditions? 
Do  any  of  the  recent  changes  permit  of  any 
plan  whereby  these  people  can  be  covered?

This  is  in  reply  to  your  inquiry  of  November 
3,  1950.  Public  Law  734,  Social  Security  Act 
Amendments  of  1950,  provides  as  follows: 

"No  agreement  with  any  State  may  be  mado 
applicable  (either  in  the  original  agreement  or 
by  any  modification  thereof)  to  any  service 
performed  by  employees  as  members  of  any 
coverage  group  in  positions  covered  by  a  retire- 
ment system  on  the  date  such  agreement  is 
made    applicable    to    such    coverage    group.'' 

This  has  been  interpreted  to  mean  that  if  the 
position  is  eligible  for  coverage  in  an  existing 
retirement  system,  but  the  encumbent  of  the 
position  has  not  elected  to  be  covered,  the  en- 
cumbent therefore,  is  mandatorily  exempt  from 
coverage  under  Old  Age  and  Survivors  Insurance. 

Therefore,  the  position  is  the  controlling  factor 
and  not  the  individual  who  is  either  presently 
occupying  the  position  or  who  may  occupy  the 
position  at  a  later  date.  This  would  seem  to  be 
true  even  though  the  employee  was  not  eligible 
for  membership  in  the  system  by  reason  of  his 
age.  This  employee  could,  of  course,  be  entitled 
to  social  security  benefits  if  he  established  a  wage 
record  in  covered  employment  as  an  employee. 
Also  after  1950  he  could  establish  a  wage  record 
as  a  self-employed  person  and  thus  become  eligible 
for  benefits.

With  reference  to  the  Council  order  dated 
November  13,  requesting  the  installation  of  traffic 
lights  in  front  of  Engine  Company  14,  Rescue  3, 
Centre  street,  Roxbury,  our  engineers  have  viewed 
this  location  and  report  that  a  traffic  signal  in- 
stallation at  this  point  would  require  also  the 
signalization  of  the  entire  intersection  of  Centre 
street  and  Highland  avenue,  in  addition  to  the 
firehouse,  in  order  to  be  effective. 

The  problem  at  this  firehouse  is  similar  to  that 
which  exists  at  all  other  fire  stations  of  the  city 
which  were  built  years  ago  and  is  met  in  most 
cases  in  the  evening  |  hours  by  the  installation  of 
a  floodlight  which  is  operated  when  the  firehouse 
doors  are  open.  During  the  daytime  a  member 
of  the  company  usually  goes  to  the  street  and 
stops  traffic  while  the  apparatus  comes  out  of 
the  firehouse. 

To  signalize  each  of  the  firehouses  of  the  city 
would  require  a  special  appropriation  of  at  least 
$175,000.  To  select  one  or  two  fire  stations  for 
a  traffic  light  installation  each  year  would  be 
found  difficult  as  several  fire  stations  are  of  equal 
merit  in  considering  the  need  for  such  installations 
and  diversion  of  the  appropriation  for  traffic 
lights  to  the  fire  station  locations  would  eliminate 
the  possibility  of  installing  traffic  lights  at  various 
dangerous  major  intersections  which  are  still  in 
need  of  signal  installations. 

Fire  apparatus,  at  least  by  the  use  of  sirens 
and  bells,  can  command  attention  so  that  the 
Fire  Department  is  not  entirely  without  means 
of  meeting  this  problem  even  though  the  means 
is  inadequate  and  unsatisfactory  in  many  cases. 

The  question,  therefore,  resolves  itself  to  one 
of  priority  of  needs  and  in  that  view  we  are  of 
the  opinion  that  the  present  appropriation  is 
being  best  administered  in  the  public  interest  by 
the  placement  of  signal  lights  in  locations  where 
the  greatest  hazards  exist.  These  hazards  are 
determined  by  actual  accident  records,  traffic 
volume  counts,  and  known  danger  points.  There 
are  hundreds  of  such  areas  and  by  establishing 
a  graduated  list  of  such  locations  the  appropria- 
tion for  traffic  lights  has  been  immediately  ex- 
hausted.

RESTRICTING  PARKING  TO  ONE  SIDE  OF 
STREETS.

Ordered,  That  the  Traffic  Commissioner  be 
instructed,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
consider  the  feasibility  of  instituting  a  system  of 
restricting  the  parking  of  vehicles  to  one  side  of 
the  street,  in  certain  areas  throughout  the  City 
of  Boston,  on  certain  days  of  each  week  as  an 
important  sanitary  measure,  sorely  needed  at 
the  present  time. 

As  is  evident  to  all,  proper  street  cleaning  by 
our  sanitary  departement,  is  now  hindered  by  the 
present  system  of  parking  vechicles  on  both  sides 
of  our  streets  in  certain  areas.  If  one  side  parking 
is  effected,  sanitation  workers  will  be  able  to  com- 
plete sweeping  side  of  a  street,  returning  the  next 
day  to  clean  the  other  side. 

Tests  conducted  along  these  lines  in  New  York 
City  have  been  eminently  successful,  bringing 
the  praise  of  civic-minded  groups  as  well  as  the 
approval  of  the  general  public. 

Under  the  system  effected  in  New  York  and 
several  other  major  cities,  a  special  police  force 
has  enforced  the  new  regulations  concerned.  All 
vehicles  found  parked  in  well-marked  areas  speci- 
fied in  this  plan  are  towed  to  a  public  pound; 
subsequently  vehicles  are  released  only  after  pay- 
ment of  a  fee  which  effectively  discourages  the 
violators  of  the  new  regulation. 

It  is  about  time  that  some  drastic  step  be 
taken  to  correct  the  unsightly  conditions  of  our 
streets  which  are  daily  bringing  unfavorable  eriti 
cism  from  our  own  citizens  as  well  as  visitors 
from  outside.

FLUORIDATION   TREATMENT   OF 
BOSTON  WATER. 

Coun.  F.  P.  TRACEY  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Health  Commissioner  be 
instructed,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
appoint  a  special  committee  to  study  the  possible 
benefits  of  treating  the  Boston  water  supply  with 
sodium  fluoridation,  the  highly  regarded  process 
for  reduction  of  tooth  decay. 

On  the  advice  of  competent  and  medical  re- 
search authorities,  many  communities  throughout 
the  country  have  already  availed  themselves  of 
this  step  in  protecting  the  general  health  of  their 
citizens,  especially  the  children. 

It  is  therefore  advisable  that  the  City  of  Boston 
avail  itself  of  the  fluoridation  process,  avail- 
able at  a  negligible  cost,  if  the  results  of  a 
committee  investigation  verify  the  facts  which 
have  already  come  to  public  attention.

PUBLICIZING   OF   G.    I.   EDUCATIONAL 
BENEFITS. 

Coun.  F.  P.  TRACEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Director  of  Veterans'  Services 
be  instructed,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to 
take  necessary  steps  relative  to  the  proper  publi- 
cizing of  the  educational  benefits  of  the  G.  I. 
Hill  of  Rights  still  available  to  all  our  veterans. 
It  is  of  great  importance  that  all  Boston  veterans 
be  advised  that  the  educational  benefits  under 
the  G.  I.  Bill  will  not  be  available  after  July  25, 
1951,  unless  training  or  schooling  begins  before 
that  date. 

Over  00  per  cent  of  our  eligible  veterans  have 
not  as  yet  availed  themselves  of  this  important 
part  of  their  government  benefits.  Investigation 
lias  shown  that,  many  veterans  do  not  realise 
that  July  25,  1951,  is  the  deadline  for. such  benefits. 


It  is  advisable  that  the  Boston  City  Council 
take  effective  steps  to  assure  our  Boston  veterans 
of  this  important  information.

RELEASE  BY  CITY  OF  INTEREST  IN  LAND 
IN  WOBURN.

Over  seventy  years  ago,  we  believe,  the  City  of 
Boston  released  to  certain  landowners  in  Woburn 
the  right  it  had  previously  acquired  to  lay  a 
branch  sewer  line  on  their  property  as  part  of  the 
Mystic  Valley  Sewer  System.  The  owners,  how- 
ever, failed  to  record  the  release  —  and  at  the 
time  Boston  was  under  no  duty  to  do  so.  So  to- 
day on  the  record  Boston  still  has  this  right. 

Our  client,  the  present  owner,  has  contracted 
to  sell  the  property  and  is  therefore  anxious  to 
clear  the  record.  Accordingly,  as  is  explained  in 
detail  in  the  attached  memorandum,  we  respect- 
fully request  that  Boston  grant  a  second  release 
of  its  interest  in  the  property. 

Because  of  uncertainty  as  to  the  precise  nature 
of  that  interest,  we  have,  at  the  suggestion  of 
William  A.  McDermott,  Esq.,  of  the  Boston  Law 
Department,  also  requested  the  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners  to  issue  an  order  of  discontinu- 
ance; and  today  we  have  learned  that  such  action 
by  the  Board  can  be  expected  shortly. 

We  shall  appreciate  your  consideration  of  this 
matter  and  reference  of  it  to  the  City  Council. 
We  stand  ready  to  supply  any  additional  informa- 
tion and  answer  any  questions  we  can.

Memorandum. 

This  is  a  request  that  the  City  of  Boston  (here- 
inafter referred  to  as  Boston)  and  its  Board  of 
Street  Commissioners  release  and  discontinue, 
respectively,  all  right,  title,  and  interest  which  it 
may  have  in  a  certain  parcel  of  land  (hereinafter 
referred  to  as  the  Locus),  formerly  of  Lewis  Shaw 
and  Henry  Taylor,  in  the  City  of  Woburn  (here- 
inafter referred  to  as  Woburn),  Middlesex  County, 
by  virtue  of  a  taking  Boston  made  July  31,  1877 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  1877  Taking;  Mid- 
dlesex South  Registry  District  Deeds,  Execution 
Book  27,  page  491)*,  for  the  construction  of  the 
Mystic  Valley  Sewer  System  (hereinafter  referred 
to  as  the  System)  and  the  branches  thereof. 

Tlus  request  is  made  for  the  purpose  of  remov- 
ing a  cloud  on  the  present  owner's  title  to  the 
Locus  so  that  the  same  may  be  sold.  The  pres- 
ent owner,  General  Motors  Corporation,  a  Dela- 
ware corporation  with  its  principal  place  of 
business  in  Detroit,  Michigan,  is  represented  by 
the  undersigned. 

The  cloud  involves  the  right  to  construct  a 
branch  sewer  line  on  the  Locus — a  branch  which, 
so  far  as  we  can  determine,  was  never  laid  and 
never  existed  except  on  the  plans  of  the  System. 
The  cloud  arose  because  of  a  discrepancy  between 
the  branch's  description  in  the  1S77  Taking  and 
the  branch's  description  in  a  January  1,  1898, 
talcing  by  the  Commonwealth  (.hereinafter  referred 


*  The  1877  taking  was  made  pursuant  to  Acts 
1875,  c.  202,  as  amended  by  Acts  1S77,  c.  11. 
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to  as  the  1898  Taking.t  Record  Book  2635,  page  It) 
made  to  confirm  Boston's  transfer  of  the  System 
to  the  Commonwealth  in  1893  (Book  2242,  page  5). 

This  discrepancy  is  shown  on  Exhibit  A  attached 
hereto.  Exhibit  A  is  a  certified  photostatic  en- 
largement of  a  part  of  Exhibit  B,  which  in  turn 
is  a  certified  photostatic  copy  of  the  plan  entitled 
"Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  Metropolitan 
Water  Works,  Mystic  Valley  Sewer  Land  Plans," 
by  Desmond  Fitzgerald,  Engineer,  dated  Decem- 
ber 31,  1897,  and  recorded  with  the  1898  Taking 
(Book  of  Plans  301,  Plan  16).  In  the  1877  Taking 
the  branch  was  described  by  metes  and  bounds 
as  the  area  which  appears  on  Exhibit  A  as  that 
on  the  Shaw  and  Taylor  parcel  enclosed  by  broken 
lines  and  marked  "Released."  In  the  1898 
Taking,  on  the  other  hand,  the  branch  was  de- 
scribed as  the  area  enclosed  by  solid  lines  on 
Exhibit  A. 

In  1921  the  Commonwealth  conveyed  its  interest 
in  the  Locus  to  Woburn  (Book  4485,  page  58); 
and  on  May  9,  1949,  Woburn  conveyed  its  interest 
to  the  present  owner's  immediate  predecessor  in 
title  (Book  7435,  page  21).  Today,  therefore, 
the  right  to  construct  the  branch  has,  except  for 
the  cloud,  ceased  to  exist. 

The  following  appears  to  be  the  reason  for  the 
discrepancy: 

Soon  after  the  1877  Taking  the  Boston  Water 
Board  was  authorized  by  an  ordinance  of  Febru- 
ary 6,  1879,  to  arrange  relocations  of  various 
branch  sewer  lines  of  the  System  (City  Council, 
Printed  Minutes,  pages  52,  82).  Such  a  reloca- 
tion was  accordingly  planned  for  the  branch  on 
the  Locus,  the  area  of  the  1877  Taking  not  re- 
quired for  the  relocation  being  released  by  Boston 
and  the  new  area  needed  for  the  relocation  being 
taken  instead.  Thus,  as  a  consequence  of  the 
exchange,  Boston's  interest  became  that  described 
in  the  1898  Taking  and  shown  within  the  solid 
lines  on  Exhibit  A,  and  most  of  what  had  initially 
been  taken  in  1877  (shown  within  the  broken  lines 
on  Exhibit  A  and  marked  "Released")  was  re- 
turned to  the  owners.  But,  unlike  some  of  their 
neighbors  affected  by  similar  exchanges  (Book 
1519,  page  74;  Book  1533,  page  185;  Book  1538, 
page  470;  Book  1539,  pages  361,  362,  364;  Book 
1547,  page  436),  the  then  owners  of  the  Locus 
failed  to  record  their  release  from  Boston;  and 
Boston  in  turn — as  indeed  at  the  time  it  was  under 
no  obligation  to  do — failed  to  record  its  new  taking. 
So  no  positive  proof  of  the  exchange  can  be  found 
at  the  Registry,  and  the  discontinuance  and  release 
here  requested  are  required  to  remove  the  resulting 
cloud. 

In  May,  1949,  we  made  an  unsuccessful  attempt 
to  find  proof  of  the  exchange  in  the  records  of  the 
Boston  Water  Board.  At  that  time  Daniel  M. 
Sullivan,  Division  Engineer,  Water  Division, 
Boston  Department  of  Public  Works,  had  an 
unavailing  search  made  of  the  files  of  his  division. 
He  also  advised  us  that  practically  all  the  old 
records  of  the  Water  Board  had  been  destroyed  in 
the  early  1930's  when  a  fire  swept  the  warehouse 
at  710  Albany  street  where  they  had  been  stored. 
In  addition  we  were  informed  by  John  J.  Tobin, 
Esq.,  now  of  the  Land  Court  and  formerly  of  the 
Boston  Law  Department,  that  if  such  records 
existed,  only  the  Water  Division  would  have 
them. 

It  is  respectfully  submitted,  therefore,  that 
neither  Boston  nor  its  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners has  any  practical  interest  in  the  Locus, 
that  only  an  appropriate  release  from  Boston  and 
order  of  discontinuance  from  the  Board  will  re- 
move the  cloud,  and  that  the  same  may  and  should 
be  given,  as  here  requested. 

Attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  C  is  the  description 
by  metes  and  bounds  of  the  area  which  was  in- 
cluded in  the  1877  Taking  and  which  should  bo 
covered  by  the  requested  release  and  order  of 
discontinuance.

MUNICIPAL  AUDITORIUM  AND  FURTHER 
OFF-STREET   PARKING   FACILITIES.

Pending  before  the  Committee  on  Rules  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  are  two  petitions  for 
legislation  to  enable  the  city  to  borrow  money  for 
the  construction,  operation,  and  maintenance  of  a 
municipally-owned  auditorium  and  for  the  further 
establishment  of  off-street  parking  facilities. 

Under  joint  rule  7B  the  preliminary  approval  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  is  required  before  the 
petitions  can  be  released  to  the  appropriate 
committees. 

As   the   legislation  contemplated  in   these  two 
petitions    was    at    my    suggestion,    I    respectfully 
request  the  adoption  by  your  Honorable  Body  of 
the  accompanying  resolutions.

With  reference  to  Council  order  dated  Novem- 
ber 15,  1950,  requesting  that  School  street,  between 
Walnut  avenue  and  Washington  street,  Ward  11, 
be  made  one  way,  a  survey  of  this  area  and  con- 
sultation with  persons  doing  business  on  School 
street  reveals  that  a  one-way  route  here  would 
work  an  unnecessary  hardship. 

Recently  we  reduced  the  width  of  the  island  at 
Egleston  square  and  prohibited  a  left  turn  and,  as  a 
result  of  this,  access  must  be  made  available  to 
School  street. 

In  addition,  the  operations  of  the  Donnelly 
Electric  Company  at  the  junction  of  School  and 
Washington  streets  require  that  entrances  be 
provided  at  their  shop,  and  that  a  route  be  made 
available  for  their  trucks  from  their  shop  to  their 
garage  which  is  nearby. 

In  view  of  all  the  circumstances,  it  appears  that 
the  relief  desired  by  the  Council  order  would  not 
be  accomplished  by  the  establishment  of  a  one- 
way street  at  this  location. 

A  traffic  count  taken  shows  that  approximately 
35  heavy  trucks  of  five  tons  or  over  use  this  street 
between  the  hours  of  8  a.m.  and  6  p.m.  A  total  of 
933  vehicles,  mostly  passenger  cars,  were  found 
using  the  street  and  it  may  be  seen  from  these 
figures  that  the  percentage  of  heavy  trucks  using 
this  roadway  is  less  than  5  per  cent,  so  that  the 
establishment  of  a  one-way  route  would  not 
entirely  eliminate  the  use  of  the  street  by  heavy 
trucks.  The  proportion  of  passenger  cars  which 
would  abandon  the  use  of  this  street  under  a  one- 
way plan  is  problematical  as  the  direction  of 
traffic  is  heavy  in  different  directions  during  the 
morning  and  evening  hours.

With  reference  to  the  Council  order  requesting 
the  immediate  installation  of  traffic  lights  from  the 
appropriation  made  on  August  29,  1950,  I  wish  to 
report  that,  promptly,  upon  making  available  the 
appropriation,  orders  for  material  were  placed. 

As  a  result  of  special  efforts  on  the  part  of  this 
department,  delivery  dates  were  promised  for  the 
end  of  the  current  year  by  the  manufacturers  and 
suppliers.  To  date  this  material  has  not  been 
received,  nor  is  it  available. 

Immediately  upon  the  receipt  of  the  materials 
construction  can  be  undertaken  if  the  weather 
permits.  It  is  obvious  that  we  are  entering  the 
heaviest  storm  season  of  the  winter  period  and, 
therefore,  there  is  no  likelihood  that  within  the 
next  two  months  underground  construction  work 
can  be  accomplished. 

I  am  sure  that  the  Councilors  who  introduced 
this  order  have  no  conception  of  the  engineering 
and  mechanical  requirements  resulting  from  a 
decision  to  install  traffic  lights. 

In  the  past  it  has  required  approximately  one 
year  from  the  time  an  appropriation  was  made 
until  the  time  of  completion.  According  to  our 
accelerated  schedule,  it  is  expected  that  we  shall 
be  able  to  make  these  installations  in  half  of  the 
time  formerly  required.  In  further  support  of 
this  statement  it  will  be  observed  that,  with  the 
completion  of  the  Columbia  Road  project,  traffic 
lights  have  not  been  installed  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  materials  are  not  available  and  the  Edison 
Company  has  not  been  able  to  complete  its  part  of 
the  installation.  These  lights  are  not  being  in- 
stalled by  the  Traffic  Commission,  but  are  available 
under  the  Chapter  90  Appropriation.  This  is 
cited  as  an  example  to  prove  that  what  may  seem 
to  be  delays  from  the  time  an  appropriation  has 
been  made  until  the  time  of  the  actual  completion 
of  the  work  are  caused  by  circumstances  beyond 
the  control  of  the  city. 

There  will  be  a  substantial  installation  of  traffic 
lights  in  Boston  at  the  very  earliest  possible  date 
and  there  is  no  delinquency  on  the  part  of  the 
Traffic  Commission  if  it  appears  that  these  in- 
stallations are  not  being  accomplished  as  rapidly 
as  the  Councilors  desire.

In  reference  to  this  order,  please  be  informed 
that  ever  since  the  traffic  lights  were  installed  in 
Kenmore  Square  in  1932  we  have  been  asked  to 
give  pedestrians  a  portion  of  the  traffic  cycle  for 
their  exclusive  use. 

In  a  12-hour  day,  from  7  a.m.  to  7  p.m.,  between 
45,000  and  50,000  vehicles  pass  through  Kenmore 
square. 

The  average  pedestrian  would  require  at  least 
30  seconds  to  cross  Kenmore  square  from  Deer- 
field  street  to  Brookline  avenue.  In  our  opinion, 
to  stop  all  traffic  in  Kenmore  square  for  30  seconds 
in  each  cycle  of  the  lights  would  create  a  condition 
that  would  completely  tie  up  vehicular  traffic. 
There  is  a  pedestrian  underpass  in  Kenmore 
square  that  is  clean,  well  lighted,  and  is  under  the 
constant  supervision  of  the  employees  of  the 
M.  T.  A.  Persons  using  it  are  insured  of  complete 
safety  crossing  this  hea.vily  travelled  area. 

Our  painting  program  is  over  for  this  season, 
but  this  location  will  be  one  of  the  first  to  be  done 
when  we  commence  again  in  the  spring.

This  is  in  reply  to  your  communication  of 
December  6  to  which  was  attached  an  order  from 
the  City  Council  relative  to  the  fluoridation  of 
the  water  supply  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
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Dr.  William  H.  Griffin,  the  Director  of  Dental 
Services  of  the  Boston  Health  Department  who, 
likewise,  is  a  member  of  the  Public  Health  Council 
of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Health,  is  conversant  with  the  various  effects  and 
benefits  from  the  water  impregnated  with  com- 
pounds of  fluoride.  The  Council  order  was  referred 
to  Dr.  Griffin  who  advises  me  that  he  has  conferred 
with  eminent  authorities  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  regarding  the  desirability  of  in- 
stilling fluoride  products  in  the  drinking  water. 
The  matter  is  still  under  study  by  qualified  dental 
groups  and  an  over-all  policy,  as  yet,  has  not 
been  determined. 

The  policy  of  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Public  Health  regarding  the  approval  of  fluori- 
dation of  public  water  supplies  follows: 

"The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Health  will  approve,  upon  application  from  local 
Boards  of  Water  Commissioners,  with  the  en- 
dorsement of  City  Councils  or  Boards  of  Select- 
men, the  fluoridation  of  public  water  supplies 
as  a  partial  dental  caries  control  measure.  The 
plans  for  adequate  hydraulic,  mechanical,  and 
laboratory  controls  must  be  submitted  to  the 
department  for  approval  and  provisions  made 
for  adequate  prefluoridation  and  postfluoridation 
dental  evaluations.  The  department  will  provide 
technical  assistance  in  establishing  recommended 
controls  and  evaluation  procedures  to  local  Boards 
of  Water  Commissioners  and  Health  Departments 
through  the  Division  of  Sanitary  Engineering  and 
Dental  Health." 

During  the  last  three  years,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Dental  Division  of  the  Boston  Health  De- 
partment, a  research  project  of  a  2  per  cent  topical 
application  of  fluoride  solution  to  the  teeth  has 
been  conducted  on  a  controlled  group  of  children 
at  the  West  End  Health  Unit.  In  order  to  evaluate 
the  effect  of  this  topical  application,  a  comparison 
with  the  controlled  group  has  been  made  with  the 
cooperation  of  the  Dental  Division  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Department  of  Public  Health. 

Be  assured  that  the  Boston  Health  Department 
will  continue  this  study.  If  it  is  determined  that 
there  should  be  an  instillation  of  fluoride  products 
in  the  water  supply,  the  matter  will  be  studied 
further  with  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Health  and  a  conference  will  be  arranged 
with  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  who 
has  the  responsibility  for  an  adequate  and  safe 
water  supply  for  the  City  of  Boston.  Insofar  as 
the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  is  concerned, 
however,  authority  will  be  necessary  from  the 
General  Court  in  order  to  impregnate  the  Metro- 
politan District  water  supply.

eliminate  the  present  traffic  congestion  at  this 
point." 

Traffic  congestion  at  Andrew  square  is  probably 
as  intolerable  as  any  other  comparable  area  in  the 
city.  Unquestionably,  the  conditions  will  not  be 
improved  to  any  marked  extent  until  a  large 
expenditure  is  made  for  the  construction  of  an 
overpass  or  an  underpass,  or  a  combination  of 
both,  similar  to  the  project  now  being  constructed 
in  Sullivan  square. 

It  is  my  intention  to  take  up  this  matter  with 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  it  is 
also  my  intention  to  have  a  study  of  the  Andrew 
square  area  made  by  the  consulting  engineering 
firm  that  is  now  making  a  study  for  this  department 
in  connection  with  the  preparation  of  a  master 
highway  system  for  Boston. 

Even  if  the  state  should  act  favorably  concerning 
the  construction  of  a  grade  separation  at  the  above- 
referenced  Andrew  square,  it  probably  will  take 
several  years  before  the  improvement  can  be 
effected  because  of  the  current  unsettled  conditions 
caused  by  the  defense  program.

In  reply  to  your  communication  of  December  13, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  have  considered  the  request 
with  regard  to  the  Christmas  week  fare  for  school 
children. 

This  has  not  been  in  effect  since  1947,  as  condi- 
tions have  been  entirely  different  than  they  were 
at  that  time. 

The  Board  does  not  have,  on  its  own  initiative, 
the  authority  under  the  law,  as  the  fare  schedule 
approved  by  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities 
does  not  include  this  privilege.  The  Board  has, 
however,  done  much  by  keeping  the  five-cent  fare 
for  school  children  throughout  the  year,  which  is 
less  than  one-half  of  the  average  fare,  and  also  by 
extending  it  to  children  under  fourteen  years  of 
age  during  the  long  summer  vacation  months, 
both  of  which  do  create  substantial  financial 
burden  in  the  operating  results.

Unquestionably,  the  above-referenced  chapter 
90  projects  have  been  under  construction  for  an 
unusually  long  time.  The  contractors,  however, 
have  been  hampered  to  some  extent  in  completing 
the  work  because  of  the  unavailability  of  granite 
edgestone. 

The  work  in  both  of  these  streets  at  the  present 
time,  however,  is  approximately  97  per  cent  com- 
pleted, with  the  exception  of  the  work  involved  in 
the  center  divisional  islands.  The  work  on  these 
islands  cannot  be  completed  until  next  spring  be- 
cause the  granite  edgestone  will  not  be  delivered 
until  that  time.  In  the  meantime,  we  have  taken 
steps  to  put  the  islands  in  a  safe  and  presentable 
condition  for  the  winter  months. 

I  am  sorry  for  the  delays  encountered  in  com- 
pleting the  reconstruction  of  these  two  important 
highways,  but  I  think  that  everyone  will  agree 
that  the  improvements  made  to  these  main  arteries 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  90  of  the  General 
Laws  will  prove  most  beneficial  to  the  motoring 
public  for  many  years  to  come. 

In  addition,  the   State   Department  of  Public 
Works,  in  assuming  one-half  the  cost  of  the  above- 
referenced    reconstruction    work,    has    saved    the 
taxpayers  of  this  city  approximately  $195,000.

M  oik  under  this  contract  from  October  4  to  the 
present  has  consisted  of: 

The    necessary    contact    and    field    work    to 
assemble  site  and  neighborhood  information. 
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Analysis  of  space  requirements  for  residential, 
public,  semipublic,  and  business  uses. 

Interviews  with  various  engineers  and  officials 
to  determine  the  practicality  and  estimate  the 
relative  economy  of  various  types  of  structure 
with  particular  reference  to  existing  subsoil 
conditions. 

We  have  been  able  to  reach  certain  tentative 
conclusions,  which  I  would  like  to  outline  for  the 
review  and  comment  of  the  Housing  Authority,  and 
which  can  form  the  basis  of  our  continuing  work. 

1.  The  valuation  of  community  and  neighbor- 
hood relationships  is  in  this  case  relatively  simple 
in  terms  of  the  total  city.  This  site  is  soundly 
related  to  the  metropolitan  center,  with  adequate 
roads  and  transportation.  It  will,  of  course,  be 
necessary  to  provide  full  neighborhood  facilities 
as  part  of  the  development;  they  could  not  be 
expected  to  exist  already  at  the  site  in  a  quantity 
to  serve  the  large  number  of  families  which  may 
be  located  here. 

2.  Filling  out  to  the  bulkhead  line  will  be  neces- 
sary in  order  to  create  acreage  adequate  for  a  well- 
rounded  development.  This  is  not  particularly  a 
problem.  We  have  not  undertaken  any  appraisal 
work,  but  it  appears  that  considering  the  amount 
of  area  already  in  the  public  domain  the  cost  of 
filling  operations  plus  the  cost  of  acquisition  will 
be  no  more  and  possibly  will  be  less  than  the  cost 
of  acquisition  alone  of  a  similar  site. 

3.  The  one  element  most  difficult  to  evaluate  for 
its  effect  on  the  development  is  the  subsoil  condi- 
tion. Borings  made  by  the  Housing  Authority  on 
a  fraction  of  the  area,  plus  general  information 
made  available  by  the  construction  of  the  Boston 
College  High  School  and  the  pumping  station,  in- 
dicate that  there  is  in  general  a  stratum  of  relatively 
hard  ground  from  6  to  25  feet  thick,  lying  at  an 


elevation  of  0  to  — 5°.     Below  this  is  a  depth  of 
soft  clay  of  80  to  200  feet. 

Foundations  for  buildings  on  material  of  this 
type  may  be  of  several  kinds.  Caissons  will  pro- 
vide adequate  footing  for  structures  up  to  3  or  4 
stories  as  is  indicated  by  the  Boston  College  High 
School.  Loads  are  too  great  under  taller  buildings 
for  caissons  to  work.  Structures  of  6,  13,  or  20 
stories  may  be  carried  on: 

a.  Piles  driven  to  refusal. 

b.  A  reinforced  concrete  mat. 

c.  A  nonreinforced  concrete  mat. 

d.  Friction  piles. 

By  reason  of  the  depth  of  the  clay  over  this  site, 
piles  driven  to  refusal  would  average  about  150 
feet  in  length,  would  probably  be  concrete,  and 
would  be  put  in  place  at  a  prohibitive  cost.  A 
reinforced  concrete  mat  would  cost  much  less  than 
piles  driven  to  refusal,  but  would  face  another 
difficulty.  Ground  water  level  is  well  above  the 
relatively  hard  stratum  on  which  this  mat  should 
rest.  It  would  probably  be  impractical  to  attempt 
to  set  reinforcing  and  keep  it  in  alignment  under 
water  while  pouring  concrete.  The  omission  of 
reinforcing  in  the  use  of  a  plain  concrete  mat  would 
add  somewhat  to  the  cost,  but  would  be  a  relatively 
simple  construction  problem.  For  a  20-story 
building  this  mat  might  run  as  thick  as  12  or  13 
feet,  but  this  would  actually  be  an  advantage  in 
terms  of  the  location  of  the  basement  floor  above 
ground  water  level.  A  possibility  mentioned  above, 
but  not  estimated,  is  the  use  of  50-foot  friction 
piles.  This  system  might  produce  the  lowest 
foundation  costs,  but  should  be  considered  only 
after  driving  clusters  of  piles  for  actual  loading 
tests  and  studying  the  results. 

Costs  per  dwelling  unit  for  these  various  types  of 
foundations  can  be  estimated  on  a  very  general 
basis  for  buildings  of  various  heights,  as  follows:

The  cost  of  friction  piles  cannot  even  be  estimated  without  testing  to  determine  load  values.  Such  testing 
might  well  improve  the  above  figures  by  increasing  the  conservative  figures  used   for  estimating. 

These  are  not,  of  course,  the  only  cost  figures  to  be  considered  in  evaluating  the  height  of  buildings. 
The  steel  per  dwelling  unit,  site  development,  and  heating  costs  will  vary,  and  the  addition  of  elevators 
will  affect  the  ultimate  result.  Costs  per  dwelling  unit  for  these  items  can  be  also  estimated  on  a  gen- 
eral basis:

This  total  indicates  very  interestingly  that  cither 
3-,  13-,  or  20-story  buildings  may  be  erected  on 
this  site  for  a  cost  higher  than  that  of  a  usual 
development  by  about  $300  a  dwelling  unit. 

4.  We  have  also  approached  the  study  of  this 
neighborhood  in  terms  of  the  unit-size  distribution. 
Percentages  similar  to  those  used  previously  by 
the  Housing  Authority  would  call  for  distribution 
of  15  per  cent  1  bedrooms,  45  per  cent  2  bedrooms, 
34  per  cent  3  bedrooms,  and  6  per  cent  4  bedrooms. 
It  is  my  belief  that  sound  planning  for  housing 
should  make  it  possible  for  the  families  with  many 
children  to  live  close  to  the  land.  This  will  be 
accomplished  in  terms  of  the  above  unit-size  dis- 
tribution, if  approximately  40  per  cent  of  the 
housing  units  are  at  or  near  ground  level. 

This  relationship  of  large  families  to  the  land 
can  be  provided  in  a  series  of  projects  combining 
groups  of  high  density,  high  buildings,  with  the 
groups  of  medium  density,  two-  or  three-story 
structures,  to  make  provision  for  a  community  of 
approximately  5,000  families. 

5.  Available  acreage  for  the  various  functions 
of  the  neighborhood  can  be  outlined  as  follows: 


The  total  area  of  the  peninsula,  including  fill  to 
the  bulkhead  line,  represents  slightly  under  300 
acres.  The  pumping  station  now  uses  9  acres,  and 
the  Boston  College  High  School,  42.  Other  re- 
quirements for  a  community  of  5,000  families  call 
for  further  public  areas  for  grade  schools,  play- 
grounds, parks  and  community  facilities  of  approxi- 
mately 45  acres,  and  call  for  a  commercial  develop- 
ment of  not  less  than  20  acres.  This  leaves  ap- 
proximately 185  acres  to  accommodate  5,000 
families. 

We  have  tentatively  allocated  70  acres  for  3,600 
families  in  20-story  apartments,  and  115  acres  for 
1,400  families  in  2-  or  3-story  group  and  row  houses, 
These  figures  break  down  into  six  separate  projects. 
which  accommodate  the  units  available  to  the 
Authority  under  State  Housing  Laws,  chapters  372 
and  200,  and  under  the  Federal  Housing  Act  of 
1949.  The  unit-size  distribution  and  building 
height  of  structures  to  accommodate  these  projects, 
can  be  tabulated  as  follows:

see  if  it  is  true  that  each  social  worker  has  over 
150  cases  to  take  care  of.  The  new  system  of 
social  workers  investigating  cases  from  any  of 
the  three  aid  departments  seems  quite  a  burden 
for  the  number  of  social  workers  employed. 
Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rules.
